Minors Cannot Be Employed in Penn- 


sylvania Munition Plants. 

Harrisburg, Pa., Nov. 22, 1917. 
The State Industrial Board of the 
Pennsylvania Department of Labor and 
Industry has extended the scope vf the 
ruling prohibiting the employment of 
minors between the ages of fourteen and 
sixteen years in certain explosive plants. 
The ruling now reads:— 


That the employment of minors between 
fourteen and sixteen years of age in estab- 
lishments were black powder (all varie- 
ties), dry gun cotton, nitro-glycerine, dyna- 
mite, chlorates, fulminates, fireworks and 
any of their compounds or mixtures or any 
other substances which are subject to .ex- 
plosion by the aid of shock, friction, spark 
or heat (smokeless powder, wet gun cotton 
and wet nitro-starch, wnile not properly 
classed with the above as explosives, are 
also included), is prohibitea,

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HOW THE PAINT INDUSTRY CAN AID 
CONSERVATION — SOME ADDI- 
TIONAL LIGHT ON THE TIN CON- 
TAINER PROBLEM. 











There is no doubt of the attitude of the paint and 
varnish industry toward the Council of National De- 
fense suggestion that much can be effected toward 
the conservation of both containers and paint mate- 
rials by the elimination of some sizes of cans and by 
a reduction of the number of shades or colors in 
paints, stains and enamels. The answer is the action 
already taken by the Paint Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion of the United States in agreeing unanimously to 
discontinue the packing or sale of their products in 
half gallon cans after July 1, 1918, and to discon- 
tinue the use of the pint tin for liquid house paint on 
the same date. Further than this, the association 
agreed unanimously to reduce the number of shades 
and tints to a maximum of 42, not including black 
and white. 

Prior to this action of the Paint Manufacturers’ 
Association, which was taken at their recent conven- 
tion at Chicago, a questionnaire was sent out to the 
paint and varnish manufacturers of the country by 
the Commercial Economy Board of the Council of 
National Defense. This questionnaire was com- 
plete in detail, and after requesting all data as to the 
shades or colors manufactured, and the number of 
sizes of containers or tins used in distributing each 
color, suggested in view of the necessity of avoiding 
all possible waste in the use of tin and of paint mate- 
rials, strictly as a war measure, that the manufac- 
turers to whom the questionnaire had been sent make 
definite suggestions as to the number of shades or 
tints that can be eliminated without detriment to the 
trade. Further than this, the board asked for definite 
opinions as to possible reduction in the sizes of tins 
employed. 

Before the Paint Manufacturers’ Association met 
in Chicago, in line with an editorial suggestion made 
in these columns some time before the action of the 
Commercial Economy Board in taking its container 
census was even prognosticated, the Reporter pro- 
pounded the following questions to a number of the 
more important paint manufacturers of the coun- 
try :— 

1. Have you eliminated, or do you believe 
in eliminating, odd-sized containers, three- 
gallon and half-gallon tins ? 

2. Are you using wooden kits instead of 
five-gallon tins, or do you consider this ex- 
pedient? 

3. Do you consider the one-half and one- 
quarter pint tins of mixed paint sold in small 
stores essential in view of present container 
scarcity ? 

4. How many shades or colors do you con- 
sider necessary—Paints>? Varnishes? Stains? 
Enamels? 
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The result was surprising in the unanimity of 


opinion as shown in the replies received, a number 
of which appear on page 23 of this issue. 

Some members of the trade, for instance, are will- 
ing to go beyond even the reductions in container 
sizes and shades approved by the Manufacturers’ 
Association. Many state that they have already 
made arrangements to eliminate the half-gallon size 
of paint cans, and have also reduced the number of 
shades and tints to a maximum considerably below 
that set by’ the national association. 

In the varnish trade, which is not so directly af- 
fected in the matter of shades, there seems to be a 
general sentiment that certain readjustments can be 
effected which will bring about the result desired by 
the board, and yet at the same time tend to econom- 
ical production and distribution on the part of the 
varnish makers themselves. It is further understood 
that at the meeting of the directors of the Varnish 
Manufacturers’ Association to be held the early part 
of next month certain definite recommendations will 
be made to the trade with a view to the fullest co- 
operation with the plans of the Council of National 
Defense. 

There are two extremely important points to be 
considered in this double recommendation of the na- 
tional association and the Commercial Economy 
Board: — 

1.—Under present conditions large quantities of 
tin are lying idle on the shelves of the jobbers and 
dealers, and in manufacturers’ storage, sometimes for 
long periods, because of the wide variety of sizes of 
cans of paint heretofore deemed necessary. 

2.—There is an extremely large waste or scrap- 
ping of tin plate in the manufacture of half gallons, 
half pints and quarter pint sizes, hence economy 
would seem to urge the one gallon, one quart and 
one pint sizes as best adapted for ordinary business 
demand. 

Further than this—wooden containers being 
handicapped by the fact that proper wood is almost 
if not quite as scarce as tin plate—transportation 
regulations refuse carriage to such containers when 
filled with material of low flash point—‘‘red label 
goods.”’ Then, the factor of leakage must also be 
considered, as must the necessary increase in storage 
space by both handlers and manufacturers. This 
being the case, why may not iron or steel containers 
be substituted for the five- or ten-gallon tin cans? 
The change was adopted by many British paint 
manufacturers as an economic necessity even before 
the outbreak of the waf. 

The attitude of the paint and varnish industries 
in this connection, despite the fact that the proposed 
changes cannot but have a decided effect upon mar- 
keting systems now in vogue, is ample evidence of the 
sincerity of their support of the government, for with 
all their basic materials at prices never before at- 
tained, with labor, overhead and operating expenses 
on a plane above any heretofore recorded, the new 
conservation cannot but effect still further, and, pos- 
sibly, more lasting changes in manufacturing and 
distributing methods. 


LINSEED MARKET CONTINUES TO EVI- 
DENCE SHORT CROP, AND GREATLY 
REDUCED FREIGHT MOVEMENT. 








iain: 

The linseed and linseed oil markets continue to 
reflect the unusual conditions incident to short crop 
and a congestion of available seed at shipping points 
due to the growing scarcity of freight cars. The 
fact that Great Lake navigation will be closed within 
a short time has also exercised a strengthening influ- 
ence upon the price conditions. As an example of 
just how the transportation facilities have been re- 
duced, a recent compilation of the actual number of

carloads of seed received at Minneapolis, Duluth 
and Winnipeg since the first of the crop year ship- 
ments shows a total of 3,359 cars, as against 7,656 
cars for the same period in 1916. 

Late reports from the Argentine indicate that 
harvesting is progressing favorably in the northern 
provinces, and, while there has been some frost dam- 
age in the south, the effects are not believed to be as 
great as were first reported. Here, too, the ship- 
ping situation is a principal factor in the market, but 
the fact that business has been placed for January- 
February shipments is taken to indicate that there 
will be a loosening of the freight bonds by the United 
States government, as many purchases for the Allies 
as well as for domestic requirements will be made 
through this country. So long as the control of ship 
movements and freight transportation in this hemi- 
sphere is under the direction of the United States, by 
agreement with its Allies, facilities for such trans- 
portation of essential commodities will probably be 
provided when necessary to a greater extent than if 
the trade were in the hands of importing houses, as 
in normal times. 

The linseed oil market may be affected in still 
another direction. There are persistent reports that 
eventually the government may see fit to restrict the 
use of corn, soya and coconut oils to edible use. In 
this respect the United States would go a step beyond 
the early war action of the British War Trade 
Board, which limited the exportation to this coun- 
try of palm and coconut oil from its African and 
Eastern possessions. This, of course, was done with 
a view to conserving the glycerine supply. But the 
anxiety openly expressed that as great a production 
of the vegetable oils should be turned out by the 
mills, together with the insistence by Federal au- 
thorities upon the planting of increased acreage of 
peanut, soya and other oil seeds, gives- weight to 
the possibility of such oil seed restrictions. This 
would call for increased amounts of linseed oil, for, 
while substitutes of various kinds are on the market, 
linseed oil enters into many of them as a component 
part. The exploitation of sunflower oil as a substi- 
tute for linseed oil in the paint trade may come in 
time, but sunflower acreage must first be obtained, 
and this has not resulted as yet from the appeals of 
the Bureau of Plant Industry. 

The local market for linseed oil is very firm, with 
prices at the apex of the upward movement which 
started some weeks ago. There is an unusually small 
supply on spot, with the prospects for future increase 
dependent too largely upon a transportatoin problem 
the answer to which has not yet been given, despite 
the attention of the transportation committees of the 
Railroad Association and the Council of National 
Defense. 


ANOTHER TREASURY DECISION 
WHICH SPELLS TROUBLE FOR THE 
MANUFACTURING PHARMACIST. 








If there has been one treasury decision in regard 
to the interpretation of the war revenue act which has 
been considered of greater hardship to the drug in- 
dustry than any other, it is T. D. 2559, later 
amended by T. D. 2576. This provides that where 
the manufacturer desires to make U.S.P. or Na- 
tional Formulary products a permit may be approved 
by a collector of internal revenue, with a statement 
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2576 be suspended so far as it applies to the matter 
of obtaining permits, since a continuous supply of 
alcohol is necessary to ensure the completion of both 
governmental and other contracts. 


The Washington Bureau of the Reporter, in view 
of the letter of which an abstract appears above, 
sought from the Internal Revenue Department at 
Washington a statement bearing upon the associa- 
tion’s request, and has been informed that “T. D. 
2576 was issued to meet the views of the representa- 
tives of the drug trades after hearings at Washing- 
ton, and that it cannot be reconsidered until experi- 
ence shows how it works out in practice.” 

It seems unfortunate, in view of the importance of 
the interpretation of the regulation, that a concerted 
attempt was not made by the representatives of the 
drug industry to obtain a modification of the regula- 
tion which should be satisfactory to all branches of 
drug production. The conferees at the hearings at 
Washington, according to best obtainable reports, 
comprised representatives of the wholesale and retail 
druggists and of the proprietary manufacturers, 
while the makers of pharmaceuticals were not repre- 
sented officially. 

There is hope, however, in the statement of the 
Internal Revenue Department to our correspondent 
at the Capital, that reconsideration may come when 
experience has shown how the law works out, for if 
the literal interpretation of the regulation is followed 
through the government will be among the first to 
realize the delay and the difficulties experienced by * 
manufacturing pharmacy in the fulfilment of Federal 
contracts.

contain any mention of the alcoholic pharmaceutical 
products upon which both the homeopathic and eclec- 
tic physician depends. The specific tinctures of the 
eclectic school of medicine and the mother tincture 
of the homeopath are not recognized under the regu- 
lation. In addition to this, there are hundreds of 
formule for tinctures alone, all of which are manu- 
factured regularly by manufacturing pharmacists 
which are not mentioned in either of the standards 
cited. In fact, there are more than 500 drugs pre- 
sented in the form of a fluid extract, and the Phar- 
macopocia and the National Formulary combined 
mention only about 100. 

The American Drug Manufacturers’ Association 
takes the ground in its complaint to Washington that 
the formule for these extracts and tinctures are just 
as available to the department as any data in the 
U.S. P. or N. F., and that the delay, extra clerical 
work and other restrictive regulations demanded can- 
not but work hardship upon the trade. It is also a 
fact that no allowance is made for private formule, 
made in quantity by many manufacturers. 


The association takes the ground finally that all 
that seems necessary under the regulation is that the 
pharmaceutical manufacturer shall be required to file 
an application for a permit to use alcohol for non- 
beverage purposes, stipulating that he will not use 
such alcohol for any other purpose than as a solvent 
or preservative,.and especially that he will not use 
such alcohol in the manufacture of any preparation 
that is likely to be regarded as a beverage under 
T. D. 2544. The filing of a bond is, of course, ac- 
cepted as essential. Under these conditions the as- 
sociation asks that the literal enforcement of T. D. 


as to the classes of the products made, such as tinc- 
tures, extracts, etc., and that they conform to the 
Pharmacopoeia and Formulary standards, such de- 
scription to be sufficient without further description or 
formula. In the case of alcoholic medicinal com- 
pounds not in conformity with the U.S.P. or Na- 
tional Formulary, the manufacturer must file an 
elaborate application permit in duplicate. 

The original regulation was held extremely ob- 
jectionable by the drug trade in that it required all 
applications for alcohol to be approved by collectors 
of internal revenue, thus necessitating days of delay; 
surety company bonds by all persons handling non- 
beverage alcohol, with consequent heavy expense; 
and the further specification that manufacturers of 
proprietary medicines must submit their formule to 
collectors of revenue as a basis for permits to use 
such non-beverage spirits. 

By the revision, T. D. 2576, the system is similar 
to that employed in the purchase of narcotic drugs 
under the Harrison law, when it applies to proprie- 
tary medicines, but it apparently leaves the manu- 
facturer of pharmaceuticals in little better position 
than before the regulation was amended. 

In a letter to Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
Hon. Daniel C. Roper, Secretary Charles M. 
Woodruff, of the American Drug Manufacturers’ 
Association, calls attention to the hardship entailed 
upon the manufacturing pharmacist by these regula- 
tions and the specification that the exceptions allowed 
from the original regulation will apply only to tinc- 
tures, extracts, etc., standard in the U.S.P. and Na- 
tional Formulary. ;

BAUGH CHEMICAL 
CASE CONTINUES 


OBITUARY. 
CHARLES HOLZHAUER. 


Charles Holzhauer, president of the 
American Pharmaceutical Association 
and a prominent citizen of Newark, N. J., 
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died suddenly at his home, 732 High street, 
on Monday, November 19, in his seven- 
tieth year. He was engaged in the drug 
business in Newark for more than 54 
years, and was prominently identified 
with State and national pharmaceutical 
associations. 

Charles Holzhauer was born in Cassel, 
Germany, in 1848, coming to this country 
with his parents when three years old. 
His parents settled in Newark and Mr. 
Holzhauer has resided in the city ever 
since. He was thrown upon his own re- 
sources before he had reached the age of 
12 years, owing to the death of both of 
his parents. In 1862 he became employed 
with Dr. Marsh in a drug store which 
subsequently became his and which he 
conducted up to recent years. His edu- 
eation was received in the Newark public 
schools, followed by a course at the New 
York College of Pharmacy, from which 
institution he graduated in 1872. The 
Marsh drug stere was sold to W. A _ Con- 
over in 1870, and in 1880 Mr. TFlolzhauer 
bought a half interest, -one year later 
becoming sole proprietor. 

Mr. Holzhauer was a member of the 
first New Jersey Board of Pharmacy and 
served as its president. He was presi- 
dent of the New Jersey Pharmaceutical 
Association in 1881 and a trustee of the 
New York College of Pharmacy from 
1892 to 1897, amd vice-president in 1891.

Third Trial of Suit Against 
Davison Chemical Co. 
in Baltimore. 


Baltimore, Nov. 23, 1917. 


cham G trial of the case of the Baugh 
° ice ompany against the Davison 
€ hemical Company, which began in Cir- 
cuit Court No. 2 on November 12, con- 
tinued all of the present week, with every 
prosvect that it will be concluded, so far 
as the taking of testimony and the clos- 
ing’ arguments are concerned. Whether 
Judge Duffy, who occupies the hench, 
will be ready at once to hand down his 
Gecision or not is largely a matter of 
speculation. He may hold the case under 
acvisement and prepare a written opinion, 
which may take a week. Judged from 
the rulings on points of law made in the 
course of the proceedings the court is 
impressed with the strength of the Davi- 
son company’s contentions, for he has 
allowed nearly all of them, while over- 
ruling most of the exceptions entered by 
counsel for the Baugh company. ; 

Primarily the question at issue is 
whether the Davison company is required 
under its contract with the Baugh com- 
pany, which calls for chamber acid, tv 
Supply sulphuric acid made from brim- 
stone. The Baugh company contends 
that it is entitled to any acid, by what- 
ever process it may be made, up! to the 
quantity Specified in the contract, which 
runs for five years and will expire in a 
short time. It obtained a temporary in- 
junction, which directs the Davison com- 
piny to supply the quantity of acid the 
contract stipulates. This injunction the 
Davison company is trying to have dis- 
solved. It maintains that the term 
chamber acid,” used in the contract, is 

a specific term, known in the trade as 
meaning acld made from pyrites, and in 
Support of its position it called to the 
stand a number of trade experts, who 
testified to this effect. It was pointed out 
for the Davison company that the latter 
could have had no idea, when it made 
the contract of supplying acid made from 
brimstone, as this costs $22.50 to put 
down at the works, while pyrites can be 
obtained under normal conditions at $5.50 
a ton. It was further averred that, while 
a tone of brimstone is equal to two tons 
of pyrites in acid-producing value, the 
cost of making brimstone acid is stil! $3 
above the price named in the contract 
with the Baugh company for the saving 
in iabor and handling ordinarily realized 
in the use of brimstone is not available to 
the Davison company, because most of 
ota, ,Ocuipmmont was designed for pyrite 
acid. 
_The Davison company relies for relief 
from the injunction also on the clause in 
its contract which is construed as cover- 
ing failure to supply the full quota of 
acid by reason of war.

Russell, attorney for the plaintiff firm ad- 
vanced the following points in his argu- 
ment. An abstract of the findings of the 
court appeared in last week’s Reporter:— 

This was a motion on the part of the 
plaintiff for an order enjoining the. de- 
fendants as Attorney General of the State 
of New York and as District Attorney of 
the County of New York, respectively, 
from enforcing or attempting to enforce 
the provisions of Chapter 487 of the Laws 
of 1917 and more particularly Section 
1142a of the Penal Code of the State of 
New York, and for judgment that the 
said enactment is unconstitutional and 
void as an unwarranted interference with 
the legitimate business of plaintiff and 
violative of Section 8 of the Constitution 
of the United States and Section 1 of the 
XIV Amendment to the Federal Consti- 
tution. ‘The statute relates to advertis- 
ing of proprietary remedies for specified 
diseases 

Mr. Russell’s points as made were: | 

1. Equity has jurisdiction to restrain 
criminal prosecution under unconstitu- 
tional enactments when the prevention of 
such prosecution is essential to the safe 
guarding of the rights of property. 

2. The provisions of Chapter 487 of the 


Laws of 1917 are in fatal conflict. with 
Section 8 of the Constitution of the 
United States as a burden upon foreign 


and interstate commerce, and Section I., 
Article XIV., of the Constitution of the 
United States, in that plaintiff is de- 
prived of liberty and its property taken 
or confiscated without due process of law. 

(a) The attempt of the enactment to 
destroy existing property rights is made 
more objectionable in that it makes nro 
distinction between remedies which were 
on hand, labeled and containing enclos- 
ures in accordance with law, at the time 
the law took effect and those remedies 
subsequently acquired. 
3, Chapter 487 of the Laws of 1917 is illegal 
and void in so far as the same prohibits 
the delivery or distribution of legitimate 
advertising matter, as an incident to the 
sale of legitimate merchandise In foreign 
or interstate commerce, as contravening 
the provisions of Section 8 of Article I of 
the Constitution of the United States, 
vesting in Congress only the power to 
regulate commerce with_ foreign mations 
and among the several States. 

This rizht of plaintiff to sell and deliver 
goods in the form in which imported is 


certainly burdened by this statute, and 
must, it would seem as certainly in the 
light of these decisions, be declared in- 
valid. 


4. If the provisions of Chapter 487 of the 
Laws of 1917 of the State of New York 
are at all applicable to_or prohibitive 
upon plaintiff's merchandise in _foreign 
or interstate commerce ,they conflict with 
the jurisdiction over the subject-matter 
thereof assumed by Congress in the Na- 
tional Food and Drugs Act of 1906, as 
amended, including the amendment of 
Aucust 23, 1912. and must be declared nu'l 
and void as effecting interstate and for- 
eign commerce In such merchandise from 
the place of its manufacture to its ulti- 
mate consumption. 

5. No object sought 
statutory enactment, however commend- 
able it mav be, can be sustained if its 
provisions violate the fundamental prin- 
clple that no person shall be deprived of 
life, liberty or property without due proc- 
ess of law. 

¢. The enactment offers no benefit to the 
public health, but apparently both the 
public health and the public welfare are 
seriously menaced by its provisions., 

7. Arbitrary classification of a statute 
does not relieve it from constitutional ob- 
jections nor does it bring it within the 
police power sought to be invoked. 

¢ The enactment is unconstituional and 
void as class legislotion and as denying 
to the plaintitf the equal protection of the 
laws 

9, The prayer of plaintiff herein should 
be fully granted and the injunction 
sought issued, and the provisions of the 
statute as complained of declared null 
and vold.

_ How the American chemists are “‘do- 
ing their bit,” was detailed on Thursday 
night before the Chemical Society of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology by 
Dr. Bernhar ‘ 39 . 

r. Bernhard C. Hesse, of the General 
Chemical Company. 

Dr, Hesse outlined the organization of 
the Council of National Defense as prob- 
ably the most complete, authoritative and 
effective answer that could be given to 
the question, and then proceeded:— 

‘Broadly and fairly speaking it can be 
said that the chemists make up about 
one-tenthousandth of our population, and 
that in their various industrial capacities 
and activities they are connected with 
industries that employ roughly one-tenth 
of our industrial wage-earners, produce 
about one-fourth of the value of our man- 
ufactured products, and about one-fifth of 
the value added by manufacture. In our 
foreign trade in 1913 with Germany alone 
in products of and for chemical industries 
they made up one-twentieth of our total 
international trade and provided one- 
seventh of our balance of trade.”’ 

To take only a few of the many strik- 
ing examples of the chemists’ activities 
it may be said,’’, declared Dr. Hesse, ‘‘that 
he has added between $10 and $12 to the 
value of each bale of cotton grown, has 
invented or discovered, made and mark- 
eted over 100 different commercial pro- 
ducts from corn, and for these he uses 
as much corn as is produced in North 
Carolina or by the nine states of Maine, 
New Hampshire, Vermont, Massachusetts, 
Rhode Island, Connecticut, New York, 
New Jersey and Delaware combined.” 

“For the period of the war,” said Dr. 
Hesse, “all our national activities will be 
directed toward immediate national needs, 


With only small attention to post-bellum 
matters. In the period after the war 
and in the rush and stress of rebuilding 
and making up for lost opportunities in 
the multitudinous directions offered the 
chemist is likely to be lost sight of un- 
less he systematically and continuously 
plans ahead and prepares accordingly. 
Broadly considered, our activities can be 
classified as relating to: 

“1, Matters of national defense. 

“2. Development of our national re- 
sources, 

“3. The highest national independence 
possible in chemicals and allied products. 

“We shall have to inform ourselves 
very thoroughly of the country’s require- 
ments of chemicals and the like in war 
and in peace, as to quantities and values 
and their uses and also their modes of 
manufacture and their needful raw ma- 
terials; rurther, of our suitable natural 
resources, their nature, extent and loca- 
animal, vegetable or 


tion, whether of : 
mineral origin. Sounds simple, does it 
not? But it is one of the tallest orders 


10,000 men ever had handed to them!”’ 

In speaking of foreign-owned patents 
Dr. Hesse said: 

“Whenever a foreigner patents any- 
thing anywhere we should really invent 
and make something better or just as 
good ourselves, It may be expensive, but 
will it be more expensive to the naiton 
than our present situation has turned out 
to be? I say decidedly not. And this 
applies to others besides us chemists. It 
certainly will be better than tinkering with 
our patent laws. The proper answer to 
an invention is another invention, and 
not a hamstringing, not a boomeranging 
change in our patent laws.”’ 


FEDERAL CHEMICAL CENSUS DATA 
TO BE AS COMPLETE AS POSSIBLE 





Work of Tariff Commission Will Be Unique in 
This Country—New Questionaire to Be Sent. 


Washington, Noy. 23, 1917. 
The work of the Tariff Commission in 
naking its general investigation of the 


chemical industry is progressing rapidly. 
Conferences have been held with inter- 
ested specialists and with heads of other 
Federal bureaus collecting information of 
similar or related character; factories 
have been visited by agents of the com- 
mission; the products affected have been 
classified, and the intormation thus 
gleaned is being compiled. 

It is stated that a second questionnaire, 
designed to secure information in regard 
to competitive conditions in the chemical 
industry, is to be sent out in the near 
future. Im this special emphasis will be 
laid upon the branches of the chemical 
industry, which have shown the most rev- 
olutionary changes during the war. 


Special Census Provided. 


Seciion 501 of the act of Congress dat- 
ed September 8, 1916, provides for the 
taking of a special census of the produc- 
tion of intermediates, dyes and other coal- 
tur products in the United States. The 
act provides:—‘If, at the expiration of 
five years from the Gate of the passage 
of this act, the President finds that there 
is not being Manufactured or produced 
within the United States as much as §& 
per centum in value of the domestic con- 
sumption” of intermediates and dyes, 
nedicinals and other finished products, 
“he shall, by proclamation so declare, 
whereupon the special duties imposed by 
this section on such articles shall no 
longer be assessed, levied or collected.’’ 

The President has requested the Tar 
iff Commission to undertake the collec- 
tion of information necessary for the 
exercise of this power. 

The commission is preparing for a sys- 
tematic census of the production of all 
coal-tar products in a broad sense, in- 
cluding intermediates, dyes, medicinais, 
flavors, photographic chemicals and syn- 
thetic phenolic resins. 

The Geological Survey has been, for 
many years, collecting statistics on the 
operation of coke oven plants, including 
production of the by-products coal tar, 
benzol, toluol and naphthalene. Arrange- 
ment has been made whereby duplication 
of work will be avoided by co-operation 
between the Survey amd the Tariff Com- 
mission Under this arrangement the 
Survey will continue to collect all the in- 
forraation on the operation of coke oven 


plants, which it has been collecting in 
the past, and in addition, it will 

GQ) Distmguish between crude 
refined naphthalene, 

(2) Make an inquiry in regard to the 
manufacture of any intermediates at 
coke oven plants, 

(3) Collect annually the statistics on 
the operations of gas houses, 

(4) Ascertain and report to the Tar- 
iff Commission, confidentially, informa- 
tion in regard to the disposal of the 
materials, specified above, produced 
and sold by the coke oven and gas 
plants, 

The Tariff Commission will not xo di- 
rectly to the coke plants or gas huuses, 
but will secure statistics on the produc- 
tion of these plants from the Geological 
Survey. 

The Tariff Commission will make a de- 
tailed inquiry in regard to the develop- 
ment within the United States of the com- 
plex chemical industries which convert 
these by-products of the coke ovens into 
finished dyes, medicinalls, photographic 
chemicals, flavors and synthetic phenolic 
resins. Over 150 firms are now engaged 
in the manufacture of these products 
within the United States, 


Intermediate Production. 


The Tariff Commission will not make 
an independent inquiry in regard to the 
production of explosives in the United 
States, since other departments of the 
government are following this closely. 
The commission, however, will ascertain 
the production of intermediates derived 
from coal tar and used in the making of 
explosives, such as diphenylamine used 
in the making of gun cotton for stabiliz- 
ing smokeless powder. These intermedi- 
ates, which are specifically mentioned in 
the act, may be diverted to making dyes 
when the abnormal demand for explosives 
ceases, 

Preliminary schedules, designed to aid 
the commission in distinguishing between 
dealers and manufacturers, have been 
sent out, and the regular schedules caliing 
for the condition of the industries affect- 
ed during 1917 are in course of prepara- 
tion. In addition to a detailed statement 
of the quantity and value of each inter- 
mediate and each substance classed for 
convenience under the general name, 
“Coai-Tar Products,’’ the schedule calls 
for data in regard to the number of em- 
ployes and rates of pay, research and 
experimental work and amount of capital 
invested by each manufacturer.

NITRATE PLANTS 
AT MUSCLE SHOALS 


Gove rnment’s $20,000,000 
Fixation Project to Be Op- 
erating Within a Year.

SUCCEEDS SALVARSAN. 


Rockefeller Institute Chemists An- 
nounce New Arsenic Treatment 


Which Costs Much Less. 





At the annual meeting of the National 
Academy of Sciences, held at the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, Philadelphia, on 
Tuesday and Wednesday, Dr. Simon 


‘lexner, of the Rockefeller Institute, an- 
nounced that two American physicians— 
Doctors Jacobs and Heidelberger, of the 


Rockefeller Institute—have evolved a new 


remedy to replace salvarsan. ‘The new 
chemical,’’ Dr. Flexner said, ‘thas many 
advantages over salvarsan. Where sal- 
varsan costs $3.50 a dose, the improved 
substitute costs about 6 cents a dose.’’ 
It is one-third less injurlous to the hu- 
man tissues and more readily manufac- 


tured according to the announcement. 
The discovery is called ‘‘A-189." It is 
based on arsenic, which is also the base 
of salvarsan, but the principle of the new 
product is said to be totally different 
from that of salvarsan. The figures 
“189 denote the number of modifications 
of arsenic contained in the new remedy. 
Since the beginning of the war the price 
of salvarsan has advanced so that bac- 
teriologists of this country have set about 
to evolve a new remedy to replace the 
German product. The actual cost of man- 


ufacture of the new treatment is given 
as 6) cents. The announcement of the 
new remedy created considerable interest 


and discussion at the meeting held Tues- 
day. é 
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Howard J, Greene, the new president of 
the Paint Manufacturers’ ociation of 
the \tJnited States, is a mocest man, yet 
he has one characteristic which has 
brought him to the fore in the paint in- 
dustry—he is not pessimist.

OIL PAINT AND 


PAINT MEN FAVOR REDUCING NUMBER 
OF CONTAINER SIZES, ALSO SHADES 





Statements from Reporter Firms as to Necessity for Paint 
Container Conservation and the Reduction of Number 
of Colors as a War Measure. 


The Reporter prints herewith a 
number of replies to queries as to the 
attitude of the paint and varnish in- 
dustries in regard to a change in the 
sizes of containers employed, and also 
as to the number of shades of paint, 
enamels, stains, etc., required to meet 
the demands of the consuming trade. 

The incentive to this investigation 
was given by the questionnaire sent 
out under the auspices of the Commer- 
cial Economy Board of the Council of 
National Defense (printed in the Re- 
porter of November 5), and added 
weight was given by the action of the 
Paint Manufacturers’ Association of 
the United States in its annual con- 
vention at Chicago, a report of which 
was printed in the Reporter of No- 
vember 19. 

The attitude of the trade is shown 
unmistakably in the following letters 
received from representative firms up 
till the time of going to press, with 
this week’s issue of the Reporter:—

Grades of Varnishes.—While we recog- 
nize that some of the grades of interior 
and exterior varnish can be reduced in 
number, we fear that the result to the 
public would not be satisfactory, as it 
would create too large a difference be- 
tween the different classes of material, 
thus necessitating either the use of a 
cheaper grade where a fetter one is de- 
sired or the paying of a higher price than 


would be absolutely necessary. © 
Sizes of Cans.—We believe that the % 
and 1/lé-gallon can for varnish and 


enamel might be eliminated without great 
injury. To eliminate the half-gallon 
would result in economic waste, as the 
party who needs a half-gailon will not 
buy an entire gallon, as the remainder 
might be wasted to a large extent. ¢ om- 
pelling him to buy four 1/8-gallon cans 
would greatly increase the cost. 

This objection would hold to a much 
less extent in compelling the purt hase of 
two pints when a quart is desired or two 
1/32 when 1/16 is desired. : 

Enamels.—While paint is carried by the 
wholesale and the retail distributors it 
many colors, this is not the case with 
enamel, and inquiry would show that the 
majority of distributors carry enamel! 
only in white, ordering colors on special 
demand only. In regard to ~olors manu- 
factured for export, we believe that it 
would cause a serious — rangement of 
American business, particularly with 
South America, if any of the colors which 
have been regularly introduced should be 
eliminated or if any of the sizes of the 
cans should be discontinued,

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TRANSPORTATION PROBLEMS AFFECT PRICE 
AND SUPPLY OF LOGWOOD FROM HAITI 





Actual Cost, Freight and Other Expenses Included, About 
$35 a Ton Landed Here—With No Profit— 
According to Fred C. Thomas. 


Recent statements from Washington to 
the effect that immense quantities of log- 
wood are rotting on the beaches of Haiti 
and that $25 would be a fair price for a 
ton of logwood are taken exception to 
by handlers of logwood in this city, both 
exporters and importers. All the logwood 
on the beaches at Haiti, it is asserted, 
has either been bought up and is await- 
ing arrival of vessels to move it, or is 
being held by purchasers, who are wait- 
ing for transport facilities to improve. 
No wood is rotting on the beach, it is 
emphatically asserted, and new supplies 
are hard to obtain. 

As to what would constitute a ‘fair 
price,” as the Washington reports cali 
$25 per ton, some interesting figures on 
the cost of the wood are given by Fred 
Cc. Thomas, of Natural Dyewoods, Ltd., 
who is reputed to be one of the largest 
buyers and exporters of logwood from 
Haiti, disposing of 40,000 to 50,000 tons an- 


nually, 

“The difficulties in procuring logs in 
Haiti are increasing constantly,” says 
Mr. Thomas, ‘“‘owing to the lack of trans- 
portation facilities and the fact that all 
the heavy wood has been cleaned out 
within easy reaching distance of the sea- 
port towns, The Americam Army of Oc- 
cupation in Haiti, however, has com- 
menced road buildings and the future 
looks better, as many forests of logwood

In view of the fact that the Commercial Economy Board, Council 
of National Defense, has been taking a census of the paint and varnish 
trade in relation to the elimination of odd-sized containers and of possible 
shades and colors, the Reporter has propounded the following questions 


to representative houses in the trade. 


The importance of the movement 


is emphasized by the action in Chicago of the Paint Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation of the United States in eliminating half-gallon cans on all liquid 
products, pint cans on all liquid house paints, and reducing the number 


of shade tints to a maximum of 42. 


1.—Have you eliminated or do you believe in eliminating odd-sized 


containers, three gallon and half gallon tins? 
2.—Are you using wooden kits instead of five gallon tins, or do you 


consider this expedient ? 


3.—Do you consider the one-half and one-quarter pint tins of mixed 
paint sold in small stores essential, in view of present container scarcity ? 
4.—How many shades or colors do you consider necessary—Paints ? 


Varnishes? Stains? Enamels?

of 48 shades and a white in addition, we

2—We do not believe wooden kits are 
available in the market in sufficient quan- 
tity to replace five-gallon cans. It is the 
writer’s understanding that a wooden kit 
is not received for freight shipment on 
goods of low flash point, that is, requiring 
red label, without casing, and this com- 
bination of wooden kit and case would be 
more expensive than cans. 

Another feature would be the storage of 
the quantity of wooden »aits compared 
with storage space for five-gallon cans, 

3.—We do not manufacture mixea 
paints. We believe that the half pint tins 
would still be called for in many classes 
of trade bought through the dealers, and 
do not beiieve that this can be eliminated, 
as it represents a package of suitable 
quantity for many small jobs. We do 
think, however, that the one-quarter pint 
could be dispenseu with. We have prac- 
tically no business in this size. 

4.—The number of shades and colors re 
quired is entirely dependent upon the con- 
suming trade. A manufacturer must meet 
the desires of his customers for shades, 
which fare really blends, of the simpler 
standard colors. The same thing applies 
to varnishes where modification in the 
drying time, the color, flowing properties 
and bouy for different requirements must 
be met.

“The price of logwood in Haiti is con- 
Stantly increasing, owing to the long dis- 
tances it has to be brought in to the 
seaport towns, and unless a break comes 
in the freight rates, the selling price in 
the United States will soon be normal at 
$40 and $45 per ton. Statements that the 
wood would be in steady demand if a fair 
price of $25 were ruling are absurd and 
ridiculous. In the first place, there is a 
good demand for the wood and there is 
not a large supply. To get the wood in 


Haiti exporters are now paying about 
$16 per French ton of 2,204 unds, and 
some are paying as high as $18. That is 


the price paid for the wood. 

“To this must be added $14 freight 
charges, $3.20 export duty, $1 for lighter- 
age and about 40 cents per ton for weigh- 
iig and handling, making a total of $18.60 
to be paid out if the wood were given to 
the exporter for nothing. On arrival here 
a charge of about 50 cents must be added 
for reweighing. Of course, the exporter 
must receive something for his work, and 
it seems fair to allow, say $2 or $3 per ton 
to him for his industry. 

“Then there should be included in the 
calculation of the cost of the logwood the 
insurance rates. On schooners the rate is 
8 per cent. and 2 per cent., two-thirds of 
the cargo under deck at 2 per cent., the 
balance on deck and war risk 4 per cent. 

“All these are serious costs to be con- 
sidered in getting at the market price at 
which the wood ought to sell in New York 
or at any port in the United States. I 
might also state that one schooner load- 
ing in Haiti for Havre, France, was pay- 
ing #4¢ per ton freight. I do not know 
what the insurance rate is, but I under- 
stand the wood sold in Havre for $80 per 
ton. 

“With the hematine market approxl- 
mately 7,000 tons behind in orders, a logi- 
eal price for logwood should be between 
$36 and $40 per ton, ec, i. f. 

“In mentioning the reweighing on ar- 
rival of cargces here, it should be men- 
tioned that here the exporter runs against 
a trying condition, for the wood loses 
by shrinkage en route.

“Negotiations are —— for either the 
sale or the lease of the blant, which, if 
consummated, will prove of benefit to 
the security holders. If the deal should 
go through and be approved by the receiv- 
ers it will result in the payment of cred- 
itors, the discharge of the creditors’ re- 
ceivers and the return of the property to 
the corporation.”’ 

Davis and Durkin, Ltd., of Canada, is 
understood to be the firm which has of- 
fered to operate the plants, and it is 
believed probable that its offer will be 
accepted.

The plan would have to be rati- 
fied by the noteholders, who hold claims 
aggregating $2,000,000. The general cred- 
itors have claims totaling $448,632. Ac- 
cording to the receivers, the company’s 
nominal assets aggregate $3,462,937.

The same dullness so long in evi- 
dence was continued the past week 
throughout this trade and with one or 


two exceptions hardly any price 
changes of note occurred. The trade 
demand continued entirely routine and 
while some interests reported that for 
certain specialities there was a little 
better inquiry resulting from the fact 
that the large manufacturing plants 
opening up for the winter season will 
need certain pigments in their manu- 
facturing process, this volume of trade 
can hardly be said to be out of the or- 
dinary. It is getting rather late in 
the season for the continuing of out- 
side work and it must be admitted 
that a total of this trade so far this 
fall fell well below general expecta- 
tions. Unusually high prices may 
have accounted for this, but the gen- 
eral impression seems to be that the 
unwillingness on the part of the aver- 
age consumer all over the country 
was due to the unusual events taking 
place and the urgent need of conserv- 
ing as much as possible. Consequent- 
ly only when it was absolutely neces- 
sary was any work done and when it 
is taken into consideration that this 
plan was followed by nearly every 
user of paints it is no wonder that 


the large producers were reporting 
extremely dull times. There is hope, 
however, that things will readjust 


themselves later on and that a nor- 
mal trade demand for all grades of 
paints will eventually prevail. 

The feature of the market continues 
to be the great strength displayed by 
linseed oil. Prices now are at the top 
of the upward movement and the 
highest reached in some time. What 
is more to the point is that the aver- 
age person familiar with conditions 
seems to be of the opinion that 
further advances are in prospect. The 
supply of oil on the spot is extremely 
small and there is no indication of 
any material increase as the season 
advances. The receipts of seed at 
the Northwest are well below normal 
and now with the winter season al- 
most here and the close of navigation 
only a week or so away, the prospects 
are anything but bright in regard to 
any material gain in the movement. 
The great railroads of the Northwest 
continue to ship cereals freely to mar- 
ket for which the demand is urgent 
and every available car is being used 
for the transportation of these. Un- 
doubtedly the farmers would sell were 
it possible to ship, for present prices 
certainly are attractive. Good news 
comes from the Argentine and the 


crop will probably be large. There is 
some talk of an increased tonnage, 
which, if it does develop and free 


shipments are possible, which many 
doubt in view of the already great 
scarcity of bottoms, will greatly ease 
the situation here. 

Leading producers the past week 
announced a new set of prices for 
Lithopone which become effective the 
first quarter of 1918. ‘These are on 
the basis of 6%4c. for carloads and 6%c, 
for less than carloads, f. o. b. shipping 
point. These prices are strong and 
undoubtedly manufacturers were 
forced to take into account the un- 
usual situation prevailing this year. 
High producing costs and the ad- 
vances taking place in raw materials, 
together with the great shortage of 
skilled labor were factors which could 
not be Overlooked. After the turn of 
the year it is figured that there will 
be an increased demand for this prod- 
uct from all manufacturers of paints. 

Far as the large producers were 
concerned there was no change in the 
position of pig lead the past week. 
Prices were held on the basis of 6 1-4c. 
per pound for East St. Louis. How- 
ever the understanding is that no 
business is available at this figure, 
the quotations simply representing 
contract prices. Government require- 
ments are not being made known and 
naturally this keeps the trade in an 
unsettled position. It was announced 
that on all purchases made by the 
Government the price will be based 
on the average ruling for the month, 
instead of the former way of naming 
a fixed price which may or may not 
represent the true market situation. 

No announcement has been made as 
yet as to the new range of prices for 
zine oxide covering the French process. 
However, the leading producers are 
expected to do so shortly, but there is 
no indication as to what these levels 
will be. All sorts of prices seem to 
rule for spot goods, but the demand is 
not particularly urgent. 

A detailed report of important items 
of the trade follow: 


LEAD AND ZINC PIGMENTS. 
PIG LEAD.—The general market sit-

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uation was quite strong the past week, 
although prices displayed little change 
from the ruling levels of a week or so 
ago. Principal producers are quoting 


64%c per pound for New York de 
livery and 6.17%c. for East St. 
Louis, but these prices are en- 
tirely nominal. It is generally con- 
ceded that business is impossible at 


these levels and that the trade passing 
is principally in the way of contracts. 
Small consumers seeking supplies are 
forced to pay anywhere from a half to 
a cent a pound above these figures and 
even then the offerings would be lim- 
ited. Nothing new developed in the 
way of the Government’s position in 
this market. Its requirements and the 
price paid are unknown to the trade 
in general and, naturally, this keeps 
the consumer in the dark as to the 
future. Lead ore at Joplin closed at 
$75 per ton. It is well to note at this 
time the situation abroad. The latest 
reports coming through from London 
stated that a close system of trade con- 
trol is to be enforeed, and the selling 
price to French smelters is to be fixed 
and the handling of supplies will be 
en‘irely under official control. The 
scheme is at the same time intended to 
bring prices down to a more reasonable 
level in sympathy with outside mar- 
kets. The last price quoted recently 
was Fe. 139 per 100 kilos, delivered 
Paris, but quotations since have been 
suspended in anticipation of the pro- 
posed control. JWondon official prices 
have remained stationary and there 
seems to be an ample supply available 
for war purposes, although further re 
sirictions as to use have been enforced 
in other directions. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC CARBO- 
NATE).—Prices were strong in all po- 
sitions the past week, but the general 
trade demand was not particularly ac- 
tive. However, it was a little better 
than that prevailing of late, which has 
led producers to look for a gradual im- 
provement. Asking prices at the close 
averaged from 9c to 10c per pound for 
white lead, basic carbonate, American 
dry, while in oil prices were from 10%c 
to Ile. per pound. Of course, the main 
influence at the moment is the unset- 
tlement of the pig lead market. Many 
interests were of the opinion that these 
prices will soon advance and that at 
the moment there is not much lead for 
sale. With this commodi‘y on a more 
settled basis, producers of the various 
pigments will undoubtedly be in a po- 
sition to do business without fear of 
sudden and sharp changes in the price 
of the basic material. 

WHITE LEAD (Basic Sulphate).—A 
steady position prevailed for this com- 
modity during the past week, but prices, 
however, were generally unchanged 
from the previous market report. Ask- 
ing prices at the close were on the 
basis of 8%4@9c. per pound for white 
lead, basic sulphate; and the demand 
was also continued with most con- 
Ssumers unwilling to contract ahead in 
view of the generally unsettled condi- 
tions in all lines of trade. The bulk of 
the buying at this time is simply to 
cover immediate needs, 

RED LEAD.—This comodity was not 
steady the past week and trade interests 
reported a little better inquiry, the buy- 
ing coming from the various manufac- 
turing plants opening up for the win- 
ter season. However, the trade was by 
no means active; but, on the other 
hand, it does show improvement com- 


pared ‘with the volume of business 
understood to have been put through 
recently. Asking prices at the close 
averaged from 10@11\%c. per pound for 
American red lead, and from 114%@ 
12%c. per pound for this quality in oil. 
The foreign grades are entirely nominal. 
Small receipts are naturally to be ex- 
pected n view of the demoralized ship- 
ping situation. 

LITHARGE.—Sellers continued to 
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ask from 9%c. to 11%c. per pound for 
litharge, American powdered, while the 
foreign qualities were entirely nominal. 
The trade demand was moderate with 
a little inquiry noted from sources usual 
at this time of the year, As a rule con- 
sumers are content to buy as require- 
ments make it necessary and little, if 
any, attention is being given to future 
needs, 

ORANGE MINERALS.—Steady prices 
ruled througout the list, but with no 
general change jn the situation, how- 
ever. Asking prices were maintained on 
the basis of 13@1l4c. per pound for 
orange mineral, American, while the 
foreign qualities were nominal in view 
of the absence of supplies on which to 
base a market. As noted in other pig- 
ments the trade demand was called a 
little better, but this volume of buying 
was not urgent. From all accounts 
consumers are not buying much be- 
yond their actual needs at this time of 
the year. 

ZINC OXIDE.—No new prices have 
been named by the leading producers 
as yet either in regard to the French 
process of the American process of zinc 
oxide. Present contract prices for the 
French process zine oxide are on the 
basis of 15c. per pound for white seal 
in carload lots and 15%c. per pound for 
less than carload lots, 14%c. per pound 
for sreen seal in carload lots and 145¢c. 
per pound for less than carload lots, 
and 14c. per pound for red seal in car- 
load lots and 14\%c. per pound for less 
than carload lots. Contract prices on 
the American process are on the basis 
of 104@10'%c, per pound. Prices were 
steady in the spot market, although the 
demang was not urgent. The range 
seemed to be around 15%c. per pound, 
this, of course, depending entirely upon 
the seller. There is no telling just how 
the new prices to be named will com- 
pare with those now in operation, but 
the trade seems to feel that they will be 
higher, basing their claims on the cost 
of production, the high prices for raw 
materials and the question of labor. 

LITHOPONE.—The important item 
in this trade the past week was the 
announcement of new contract prices 
by the leading manufacturers. The list 
now for the next quarter, 1918, is on 
the basis of 6%c. for carlod lots and 
6%c. for less than carload lots f. o. b. 
shipping points. Trade is understood 
to be good and the expectations are 
that after the first of the year this 
commodity will be in active demand 
from paint manufacturers. The prices 
named are strong, but they have been 
discounted to a great extent. High 
producing costs, advancing prices of 
raw materials and the general scar- 
city of labor forced manufacturers to 
put their prices up. 


DRY COLORS. 


Some further moderate price changes 
were made throughout the list the past 
week and as a rule the general under- 
tone was decidedly strong. The market 
situation in regard to news did not 
change much during this period, but 
some interests reported a little better 
demand for certain qualities. As a 
matter of fact consuming stocks have 
been allowed to run down so that the 
impression is that the quantity held is 
unusually small. Naturally, buyers will 
have to enter the market some time 
to refill their depleted stocks, and it 
was thought by some interests that 
this little trade inquiry was the start 
for improvement in conditions. All 
grades of blues were understood to be 
in moderate supply and the general 
tone of these grades was about the 
strongest on the list. Ultramarine 
blues are particularly scarce at this 
time and firmly held. Browns are also 
strong. No change was reported in 
greens of any importance. Paris greens 
were firm and the inquiry fair. The 
offerings were moderate; in fact, some 
houses are not selling as yet, either 
on the spot or future delivery. Certain 
quarters were reporting a good trade 
in reds, but this was not general, al- 


though the market position 
on a steady basis. Yellows were also 
without important changes. 

BLACKS. 

The tone was steady enough the past 
week for all grades of blacks, although 
the general run of prices displayed 
hardly any change of note from the 
last market report. The demand con- 
tinued along routine lines and the gen- 
eral consuming trade was not disposed 
to give particular attention at these 
times. It must be remembered that 
the dulness prevailing is in line with 
conditions throughout the country and 
the idea of nearly all parties is to con- 
Serve to the limit. The stock on the 
spot is light and there is not much 
prospect of any material increase, As 
a result, the idea of holders is to de- 
mand full quotations on whatever de- 
velops. Bone black at the close av- 
eraged from 4 to 12c. per pound, de- 
pending on the quality, and drop black 
from 8% to 15c. per pound. There was 
no change in carbon gas blacks, which 
remained steady at from 20 to 25c. per 
pound. Lampblack was also steady, 
with asking prices on the basis of from 
12 to lic. per pound. Mineral biacks 
continued firm at from $25 to $30 per 
ton. There was no quotation available 
for Frankfurt blacks. The stock on 
hand is exhausted and dealers are in 
no position to obtain any fresh sup- 
ply. Consequently, prices are entirely 
nominal, 


was held 


BLUES. 

The business passing in this line of 
dry colors is not out of the ordinary 
with the times. The demand is under- 
Stood to be entirely routine, although 
prices are quite strong, helped a good 
deal by the light stocks on hand. Most 
of the trade is in the way of regular 
deliveries On contract. The trade is 
not looking for any special activity 
the balance of the year, for the paint 
trade is dull and the demand for colors 
of nearly all kinds is very slow. How- 
ever, ultramarine blues are attracting 
attention and prices are about the 
strongest on the list. This is due to 
the fact that the spot supply is light; 
in fact, it is said that supplies are 


difficult to obtain and that there is 
trouble in filling the moderate spot 
demand. Asking prices averaged all 
the way from 17 to 50c. per pound, 


with some parties not offering at all. 
For soluble the range at the close was 
from 85c. to $2.50 per pound, with of- 
ferings also light in certain quarters. 
Prussian blues were unchanged, and 
held at from 73c. to $1.50 per pound. 


There is not much attention being 
given to the foreign qualities. Hardly 


any offerings are possible at this time 
and a purely nominal position exists. 
BROWNS. 

The market position for all grades of 
browns was firm the past week and 
the recent advances were well main- 
tained. The demand was understood to 
be fair, all things considered, for cer- 
tain qualities, and this had a tendency 
to strengthen the idea of holders, in- 
asmuch as the stock on hand was lim- 
ited. The prospects naturally are that 
receipts will be smal] for some time. 
All grades of siennas were firm and 
consumers seeking supplies were unable 
to obtain important concessions. Ask- 
ing prices for sienna, Italian burnt and 
powdered, averaged from 6% to lic. 
per pound, depending upon seller, and 
the American burnt and powdered 
from 2 to 4c. per pound. Turkey um- 
ber, burnt and powdered, was quoted 
from 4% to 5c. per pound and _ the 
American burnt and powdered from 
31%4 to 4c. per pound. Spanish browns 
were unchanged at from $16 to $20 per 
ton, 

GREENS. 

Nothing particularly startling de- 
veloped in this market during the past 
week. The general tone remained 
quite strong as a result of the con- 
tinued firmness of all raw materials

SPIRITS OF TURPENTINE. — The 
market for turpentine the pas: week 
was steadier, although prices d splayed 
no great fluctuations either way. Ask- 
ing prices at the close were up to 524%@ 
58c per gallon on the spot, carloads, 
with a corresponding advance of about 
a half cent a gallon for smaller lots. 
Primary markets have strengthened 
materially the past week and the up- 
turn here was bound to follow. The 
recent reaction forced the selling of 
some poor holdings and now the mar- 
ke. is apparently in stronger hands. 
However, trade demand is by no means 
urgent. For domestic account the vol- 
ume of buying continued along the 
usual lines of taking quantites suffi- 
cient to fill nearby needs. Of course 
the firm prices prevailing naturally act 
against important trade operations. 
Another item is that at this season of 
the year dullness is to be looked for. 
The feeling in the trade is generally 
bullish. Leading in‘erests maintain 
that the statistical position is decided- 
ly strong and that the prospects are 
for materially higher prices during the 


winter months. There is much un- 
favorable comment heard, however, 
over the export situation and free 


movement abroad is impossible at tnis 
time owing to the scarcity of steamers 
and the high freight rates. Not only 
this, but at primary centers the re- 
ceipts have not been coming in as 
good as might Le expected. The car 
shortage and congestion account for 
this. The trade is also facing the fact 
that with the extreme scarcity of tin 
and the rapidly advancing prices of 
this commodity turpentine sold in 
these containers must eventually 
bring higher prices. A gain of nearly 
six shillings was established in the 
foreign markets the past week with 
new high record levels quoted at Lon- 
don. Mail advices from that center 
s‘ated that: 

Up to the time of writing there has been 
no reaction in the market for American tur- 
pentine, but the trade here seems to expect a 
selling movement in London which might 
check the advance and afford an opportunity 
to consumers to get in a little stock. The 
underlying conditions are, however, just the 
same, if not rather aggravated, and the dif- 
ficulty of getting shinments through during 
November and December will almost cer- 
certainly be greater than they have been.

ROSIN.—The position of this mar- 
ket the past week was also stronger, 
although the general run of quotations 
displayed very little change from the 
ruling levels of a week or ago. Stocks 
of rosin at Jacksonville were some- 
what smaller as a result of large ship- 
ments and smaller receipts, but at 
Savannah the direct opposite occurred, 
stocks increasing on more liberal ar- 
rivals. However, the greatest diffi- 
culty which the trade has to face at 
the moment is the traffic situation and 
in view of the general demoralization 
there is no telling how or when ship- 
ments to primary centres will come 
through. 

The attention of the trade is called 
mainly to the shortage of the scrape 
crop which is now in full swing. Small 
receipts for some time to come will go 
a long way toward offsetting any im- 
portant bearish items. The position 
of pale grades seems to be turning 
stronger, apparently due to the fact 
that the producing season is near an 
end. Inquiry is understood to be in 
the market for fair lots with job- 
bers trying to secure a sufficient sup- 
ply to meet the usual consuming de- 
mand which will appear later on. The 
markets at London the past week ad- 
vanced about three shillings a gallon,

entering into the manufacture of this 
commodity. The high prices of chem- 
icals in general is one of the main fac- 





tors which color producers have to 
contend with this season. Prices, 
naturally, seem high in comparison 


with other years, but the prospects are 
that they will continue so, for there is 
no indication of any material reaction 


about to take place in the prices of 
these basic materials. Paris greens 
averaged from 40c. to 47c. per pound, 


in bulk, arsenic in kegs. Some houses 
were entirely out of the market, hav- 
ing no stock as yet to offer. Other 
qualities of greens averaged from 8c. 
to 50c, per pound, these including job- 
bing and grinding and the chemically 
pure grades. In figuring prices at this 
time the manufacturer must also in- 
clude packing costs, which amount to 
a considerable item, 
REDS. 

There continues a difference of opin- 
ion as to the business activity in this 
market among the trade. Some inter- 
ests maintained that they were sold 
ahead, while others reported that the 
trade demand, not only for this, but 
the general run of colors, is mighty 
small, and at best said to be simply 
for the immediate needs of consumers. 
The tone of the market continued 
steady and the small stocks on hand 
will undoubtedly force a steady posi- 
tion for some time, but the idea. of 
buyers is not to put away large stocks 
for future needs, especially at present 
vrice levels. The question of moderate 
stocks. therefore, is not a factor. At 
the close leading sellers were asking 
from 1Se. to 30c. per pound for Tuscan 
reds, while Venetian reds averaged 
from 2\c. to 3%c. per pound. A rather 
big range was again quoted for oxide 
reds, this being from 3%c. to lic. per 
pound, and included all qualities. 
Indian standard reds were bringing 
from l0c. to 14c. per pound with a 
moderate inquiry. English vermilion 
reds were somewhat unsettled and 
offerings were heard down to $1.70 per 
pound, but the inquiry was also limited. 

YELLOWS. 

The general market situation was 
without particular change the past 
week and _ prices were held firm 
throughout the list. There was also 
nothing startling ag far as the trade 
demand was concerned. This buying is 
entirely routine, and it is all apparent 
that the high prices asked has much 
to do with the curtailment of pur- 
chases at this time. Chrome yellow, 
chemically pure, averaged from 24c, to 


30c. per pound, and French ocher from 
4c to 4%c. per pound. Foreign golden 
was quoted nominally at from 5c. to 
6c. per pound. Domestic ocher was 


strong and held at from $24 to $30 per 
ton, There was no change in the golden 
qualities, which continued on the basis 
of from 6c. to 8c. per pound. 


OTHER PAINT MATERIALS. 


The positions of the various items 
coming under this caption were not 
materially changed the past week. 
Prices remained strong enough, and, 
for the most part, consumers seeking 
fresh supplies were forced to pay full 
quotations. The trade demand on cer- 
tain qualities was good, particularly 
chalk, but the stocks here are limited 
and the indications are that they will 


te for some time. This includes terra 
alba whiting and tale. All grades of 


rotten stone were firm and the demand 
was reported as fair. Recent advances 
established were well maintained. Co- 
halt oxide was one of the strongest 
items on the list. The large manufac- 
turers are in the spot market for sup- 


plies in order to make deliveries on 
contracts placed some time ago, and 
this has forced a decidedly firm posi- 
tion. The trade inquiry for domestic 


grades of clay keeps up in fair volume, 





RED LEAD

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while importation of China qualities is 
exceedingly difficult at this time. 

BARYTES.—The trade demand was 
without particular improvement for 
any of these qualities during the week 
just closed. The tone remained firm 
enough, with the stocks on hand re- 
ported light. Sellers at the close were 
asking from $30 to $36 per ton for do- 
mestic prime white or floated and 
from $22 to $24 for the off color grades. 
The foreign grades of prime white 
barytes were nominally quoted at from 
$40 to $50 per ton. There was no de- 
mand for these to talk of. The stocks 
here are small and likely will continue 
so, in view of the demoralized shipping 
situation, with its scarcity of steamers 
and high freight rates. 

CASEIN.—Trade interests reported 
a little better demand for this com- 
modity the past week, with the gen- 
eral feeling more steady, although 
prices were not changed by the lead- 
ing manufacturers to any material ex- 
tent. At the close asking prices aver- 
aged all the ay from 2l1c, to 30c. per 
pound, depending upon seller. Paper 
mills are understood to be in the mar- 
ket seeking supplies, which is not at 
all surprising. They have been out 
Yor some time, using stocks which 
they had on hand. These are thought 
to have been depleted to a great ex- 
tent. The ideas of some interests are 
that higher prices will soon prevail. 
They base their claims on the ad- 
vances taking place in the prices oi 
raw materials and the advancing pro- 
ducing costs. Just at the moment 
regular deliveries are being made on 
contract, but activity in the way of 
new business is looked for shortly in 
certain quarters. 

CHALK.—The market position of 
this commodity was not changed to 
any material extent the past week. 
The stock on hand is about exhausted 
and what little arrives from time io 
time is quickly delivered on contract. 
Prices are entirely nominal. Advices 
from primary centers also report no 
change in conditions there. The cost 
of producing chalk has hardly ad- 
vanced, but the high transportatio.: 
charges and the great difficulty in 
forcing reports through adds greatly 
to the price on delivery here to the 
ultimate consumer. The demand is 
good and from all accounts if there 
were any decent supply on hand a 
good trade could be done. 

CHINA CLAY.—Prices maintained 
a strong tone throughout this list the 
past week, although no important 
changes in prices were reported. At 
the close asking prices for China clay, 
imported lump, averaged from $17.56 
to $36 per ton, while the domestic 
lump was available from $12.50 to $2u 
per ton. Most of the trade demand 
at the moment is for the domestic 
qualities and interests here reported 
that the business is good. Naturally, 
with the shipping conditions it is al- 
most impossible to expect any large 
receipts of the imported grades. The 
local trade is also up against bad con- 
ditions in the matter of rail transpor- 
tation. Deliveries to certain points are 
not at all certain and naturally this 
has a tendency to hold down the vol- 
ume of dealings. 

COBALT OXIDE. 
position of this commodity was. not 
changed the past week. At the close 
vrices were firm and quoted at $1.60 
for barrel lots of 350 pounds and $1.65 
for 10-pound tins. The trade situa- 
tion is also strong. Spot stocks are 
light and the large manufacturers are 
in the market for supplies for deliv- 
eries on contracts made some time ago. 
This situation has now prevailed for 
some time and accounts for the gen- 
eral strength noted. Interests look 
for a decidedly firm market for a while. 


GLUES. 

While prices did not change to any 
material extent the past week in this 
market a little steadier feeling prevailed 
and consumers were not able to obtain

concessions of importance. Interests 
in the trade reported a somewhat bet- 
ter demand for both the medium and 
the good qualities and also that there 
was some improvement in the buying 
movement for the cheaper grades of 
glues. Stocks here are not burdensome; 
in fact, for the better qualities the sup- 
ply is moderate and this accounts for 
the generally firm position noted at 
this time. Asking prices at the close 
averaged from 35 to 45c. per pound for 
extra white glues, which is about the 
best price reached on the upward move- 
ment. Medium whites were available 
at frcm 30 to 35c. per pound, depending 
upon the seller, and cabinet gives from 
30 to 40c. per pound. Holders here were 
asking from 22 to 24c. per pound for 
foot stock glues and common bone 
brought from 20 to 28c. per pound at 
the close. All the foreign grades were 
in an entirely nominal position. There 
is no chance of any large receipts at 
this time and consequently offerings are 
at :. minimum. Fish liquid in barrels 
of 50 gallons each averaged from $1 to 
$1.80, but from all accounts the demand 
was not particularly urgent for this 


quality. 
VARNISH GUMS. 


Trade conditions continued extremely 
qui2t in this market the past week, with 
the general list displaying hardly any 
change of note from the previous mar 
ket report. Prices are decidedly firm 
and are about at the top levels of the 
season, a factor which probably ac- 
counts for the unwillingness of buyers 
to take hold at this time. There is 
but a small supply on hand from all 
accounts and with any improvement 
in the buying power it would not take 
long to force a shortage. Shipments 
direct from the Congo, taken off a few 
weeks ago, now seem further away than 
ever. While such a plan is not out of 
the question, yet the great scarcity of 
steamers and the high freights prevail- 
ing are against it. Shorter trade routes 
at higher freights giving the owners 
of the vessels larger returns are more 
attractive than this. For Manila nubs 
No, 1, asking prices averaged from 151% 
to 17c. per pound at the close and for 
chids No. 1, 138% to 15¢c. per pound. 
Congo grades are entirely nominal, 
with the supply on hand about ex- 
hausted. The embargo restrictions 
have not been removed. For Pontinak 
selected fine grades the average prices 
at the close ruled from 22 to 24c. per 
pound, and for the chips from 11 to 
12c, per pound. Kauri No. 1 was also 
unchanged and quoted at from 46 to 
50c, per pound. There was no particu- 
lar demand noted for any of these 
Kauri qualities. 


WINDOW GLASS. 


The trade seems to be preparing for 
the general resumption of business 
which is planned to be in operation 
starting December 3. There was no 
change of note in the market here the 
past week, prices remaining strong and 
the recently named discounts well 
maintained. All sorts of estimates are 
being published as regards the fu- 
ture of this trade. Some interests seem 
to think that not many factories will 
be in a position to start on time in 
view of the shortage of fuel and the 
great difficulty in securing competent 
labor. Others, again, look for an over- 
production this season, despite all such 
talk, and they also claim that in view 
of the expected heavy demand this will 
be necessary. In discussing the general 
situation at the regular monthly meet- 
ing of the Western Jobbers’ Association 
at Chicago last week, J. R. Johnson of 
the Johnson Brokerage Company, said 
in part: 

“There is also a growing uneasiness 
about the Government’s policies and 
plans relating to plants classified as 
non-essential. When it is decided to 
close certain industries, in part or in 
whole, the glass manufacturers will 
certainly be among those that are first 
affected. If only part of the annual 
output is permitted, there will be a

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scarcity, and if a general closing 13 
found necesgary, the product will not 
be obtainable after present stocks are 
marketed, From any viewpoint, we 
consider glass a safe purchase at this 
time. The production will not, and can- 
not, be a menace, and prices are cer- 
tain to advance. Under the most fa- 
vorable operating conditions we can ex- 
pect an advance, as it is necessary on 
account of the recent settlement with 
skilled labor, and the increased cost of 
every other article entering into glass 
making. If there is any general stop- 
page of manufacturing, very much 
higher prices will arise. Speaking for 
our factories, stocks are small and as- 
sortments badly broken; the united job- 
bing interests have several times more 
stock than those of the manufacturers 
combined, and they should weigh the 
situation carefully.”

LINSEED OIL. 


Linseed oil prices moved into a de- 
cidedly strong position the past week, 
and final prices were about the best 
reached on the recently started upward 
movement. Leading crushers were ask- 
ing from $1.22 to $1.25 per gallon, car 
lots, New York, with smaller quantities 
bringing advances in proportion to the 
Some crushers were out 
of the market entirely, while a few 
purposely named still higher prices, 
with the evident intention of having 
their asking prices turned down. From 
all accounts, few were willing to sell 
best price heard along this

line being $1.20 per gallon, carloads, 
New York, covering 90 days’ shipment. 
As a rule, for January forward no 


offers were in the market. The general 
trade was understood to be _ slow, 
forced, to a great extent, by the fact 
that the amount of oil available, 
either for immediate or nearby deliv- 
ery, is mighty small. It was stated in 
some quarters that certain sellers are 
finding it difficult to make deliveries 
on contracts placed some time ago, 
which is sufficient to indicate just how 
moderate the supply of oil really is. 
A supply and demand basis is in oper- 
ation, and consumers seeking supplies 
are forced to pay full quotations, most 
of the business passing in the way of 
regular deliveries on contracts. There 
has been a slowing up in the buying 
for the account of the Western packers 
and soap makers the past week, but 
these takings on the last buying move- 
ment.is now figured to have been much 
larger than estimated. The demand 
from the paint and varnish trades this 
season was disappointing, to say the 
least; but this is offset to a great ex- 
tent by the rather unexpected inquiry 
from the above mentioned source. 

There has been much talk recently of 
the use of linseed oil as a matter of 
substitution for other oils, which have 
advanced considerably in price, and 
which, if proven practical, will mean 
the opening up of an enormous trade 
consumption that only could have hap- 
pened at times such as these. One of 
the large Northwestern crushers points 
out that linseed oil continues to be the 
cheapest fat, and the possibilities of 
the Government restricting the use of 
corn oil, soya bean oil and coconut oil, 
except for edibles, continues to produce 
new outlets for linseed oil. New and 
cheap substitutes are being offered, but 
the best of these must use linseed oil 
as a base, and, as the producers must 
have a profit, consumers are now ex- 
perimenting to save this. Nothing but 
three to five years of exposure to the 
elements, however, is a sure test of 
wearing qualities. Even if nothing 
does become of such a plan at this 
time, it is well to note that the possi- 
-bilities for a big demand for linseed 
oi] are likely to follow at any moment 
in these days of rapidly changing 
events. 

The seed markets were again strong- 
er, but prices displayed no great 
fluctuations such as featured the mar- 
kets recently. As a matter of fact 
the prices of seed ceased to control 
oil values to any extent some time 
ago. Of course, prices are strong and 
the indications are that they will re- 
main so for some time. The Novem- 
ber option in the Northwestern mar- 
ketsisinavery tight position and from 
all accounts there is a fair short in- 
terest outstanding. The high prices 
which have prevailed resulted in some 
perfectly legitimate selling against 
country purchases, but scarcity of 
cars has not permitted the delivery of 
seed. There was also some selling 
done on the highly favorable reports 
coming in from the Argentine, which 
in turn did not weaken the positions 
here as much as expected. Attempts 
to cover tell the same old story of 
rapid advances with the offerings ex- 
tremely light. A week or so remains 
before the close of navigation, but if 
the boats are not available Eastern 
mills need not expect important re- 
ceipts of flax by water shipment. 

The Argentine situation is coming 
more and more into prominence. The 
weather there the past week was re- 
ported as ideal and harvesting has be- 
come general throughout the North- 
ern Provinces. The frost has caused 
a little damage in the South, but this 
is not thought important. Ship- 
ments will undoubtedly increase a lit- 
tle in view of the fact the Govern- 
ment intends to take over neutral 
steamers. Fairly large contracts are 
understood to have been placed for 
Jan.-Feb. shipment, exporters being 
of the opinion that the tonnage situ- 
ation will have adjusted itself by the 
time the season for exports gets un- 


derway.

SEARCHING FOR A SURPLUS THE 
PRESENT OCCUPATION OF THE 
PETROLEUM PRODUCER AN D 
DRILLER. 





The main object of the crude petroleum producer 
at the present writing is to get as much settled pro- 
duction as quickly as possible. The reason for this 
is obvious to the oil man, even if not to the consumer. 

Consumption will decline but little during the 
winter to come, as compared to the necessary de- 
cline in crude production, for the winter months are 
the low months in the petroleum industry. Hence, 
it has always been an object in the past to store up 
as much crude in tankage at the wells, at pipeline 
terminals and stations and at refineries, as possible 
or as believed required, to tide over the months 
of smallest output. 

This year of grace, 1917, has been one of such 
inordinate demand for crude and for refined that 
the storage amounts instead of increasing have been 
declining. Take the data for the stocks of crude 
in storage in the high grade and the Mid-Continent 
fields for the period ending October 31, 1917. 
These fields, of course, include Pennsylvania; Lima, 
Ohio; Kentucky, Illinois (Eastern and Illinois pipe- 
lines), and the eight pipeline divisions of Kansas- 
Oklahoma, the Mid-Continent. 

Here are the totals in skeleton form—do they 
augur well for increased storage before winter shuts 
down new work and new production?

In other words, the stocks in storage for these 
fields alone dropped 866,750 barrels in October, as 
shown by the above table, and 656,217 barrels in 
September, or a total decline of 1,542,967 barrels— 
and this-does not include declines elsewhere, notably 
in California.

The stocks held in storage at the end of the year 
1916 by the above pipelines in the Eastern division 
aggregated 11,061,679 barrels, as against 16,026,- 
902 barrels at the end of 1915. The stocks in 
the Mid-Continent, January 1, 1917, totaled 97,- 
917,458 barrels, as compared with 94,519,631 bar- 
rels on the same date in 1916, and 76,129,081 bar- 
rels at the end of the year 1915. According to 
the above tabulation the stocks held by Eastern lines 
at the end of October, totaled 9,891,769 barrels, 
which would leave 82,652,742 barrels for Mid- 
Continent, although this is qualified by amounts of 
Mid-Continent oil in the East. The result of the 
exceptional demand of the past six months is thus 
plainly apparent.

As to California. 


We have spoken of California—and there the 
figures are by no means encouraging. According to 
the official returns California production in October, 
1917, increased by approximately 200,000 barrels; 
the September totals, increasing from 8,239,050 bar- 
rels to 8,410,641 barrels. But the shipments for 
October increased from September’s total of 8,800,- 
520 barrels to 9,271,528 barrels, an excess de- 
mand of 471,000 barrels. The result was inevit- 
able, and the stock totals were reduced. The ex- 
tent of this reduction can be shown briefly :—

This shows that the loss to California’s stocks in 
12 months has amounted to more than | 3,500,000 
barrels, an average of more than 1,126,000 bar- 
rels a month. 

Factors in Production Loss. 

The possible extent of the amount of production 
that may be depended upon to offset stock losses is 
qualified this year as never before by prevailing con- 
ditions in the fields of normally the greatest output. 
October runs in the Mid-Continent were larger than 
in September, shipments also ran larger by 277,780 
barrels, yet stocks there decreased approximately 
480,000 barrels. 

The bulk of the crude oil production is still com- 
ing from the Mid-Continent field, because the wells 
there are of large enough volume to offset under 
normal conditions the failures which must come. 
And yet, these are by no means normal times in 
the Mid-Continent division. The normal produc- 
tion has been seriously reduced by one of the most 
lasting drouths ever known in that section of the 
country, and hundreds of wells have been shut 
down, while hundreds of others, not yet producing, 
are awaiting rain. Otherwise the weather is ideal 
both high and scarce, skilled workmen are difficult 
for that sort of construction work so necessary to an 
increase in output. Then, too, well materials are 
to obtain, and in one instance a three-mile pipeline 
necessary to get production from the well to a dis- 
tributing point could not be laid because there were 
no pipeline liners available. Another pipeline is 
held at a standstill, with ditches dug, because there 
is no pipe to be obtained from the Eastern mills 
where the order was placed months ago. 


Gulf Coast Labor-Bound. 


The other prolific producing field of the country 
—the Gulf Coast—is in the throes of a strike 
which gives no signs of abatement although more 
and more wells are being operated because of the 
influx of new men from other oil territory. In 
Louisiana and Texas conditions today are unique 
in the oil history of the country. 


New Production Waiting. 

Despite these facts, there is really no reason for 
pessimism. There is new production awaiting the 
driller in the Mid-Continent, in Kentucky-Tennessee, 
in the Gulf Coast and in Wyoming. The older high- 
grade fields east of the Mississippi, with Pennsylvania 
the keystone of the arch, offer little inducement to the 
independent operator—the wildcatter, if you please, 
with wells and with rigs—little or no interesing 
territory is available, and even if it were the lack of 
materials and its high cost would be a serious handi- 
cap. Labor shortage is still another factor, for war 
demands in other industries and for the actual prose- 
cution of hostilities have had their natural effect upon 
the labor market. 

There is still another factor in the Eastern labor 
situation and that is the luring away of Eastern oil 
workers to Wyoming—and later to the Gulf Coast— 
by bonuses and by living expense guarantees. The 
fact that some of the largest operating companies 
in Wyoming are taking on unskilled labor and are 
preparing winter quarters for their workmen that 
the wells may be kept operating as long as possible 
indicates their opinion of Wyoming as an available 
new source of crude oil supplies. 

As a rule, field work in November shows a de- 
cided falling away from that in October, to judge 
by reports week by week from our field correspond- 
ents. Production is not gaining upon consumption, 
despite the check in exports and the natural check 





in domestic demand. With the influx of the real 
winter, however, the returns may tell another story, 
even though the gain be in percentages, and compara- 
tively small percentages at that. 


WHAT THE WEEK HAS EFFECTED IN 
THE PETROLEUM MARKET—STILL 
NO INCREASE IN GENERAL PRO- 
DUCTION. 


What was accomplished in October in the oil 
fields of the country is indicated in the preceding edi- 
torial. The results of the week’s work are the sub- 
ject of this summary. 

There has been a slight betterment of conditions 
in the high grade fields east of the Mississippi River 
during the interval just closed. Few wells of im- 
portance were finished in Pennsylvania; West Vir- 
ginia had the usual number of completions, although 
none was of more than ordinary caliber. Reports 
from Southeastern Ohio indicate that chances for im- 
proved production in the deep sand sections of the 
center of the State are more favorable than in the 
shallow sand districts of the Southeast. Kentucky 
is to the fore again with increased work and the per- 
sistent report that new refineries and gathering lines 
to them will push up production there—in time. In 
Northwest Ohio the territory is so honeycombed with 
wells that there is little prospect of territory or pro- 
ducion additions; Indiana shows little outside the 
western part of the State, and even there the new 
wells are being developed in territory passed over a 
few years ago as worthless. Illinois is an illustra- 
tion of a worked-out field with no new territory to 
drill over. The increase in new production for the 
week in the high grade fields was but 207 barrels 
over the previous report. 

Mid-Continent. 

Drouth, prospective labor trouble, scarcity of labor 
—such are the problems in the Mid-Continent.. One 
1,000-barrel well was completed during the week in 
the Mounds field, and the Osage came to the front 
with two wells of 550 and 275 barrels, respectively. 
Billings and Blackwell also added their quota to the 
new production in this field. The daily production 
of the Mid-Continent at the present time is estimated 
at 410,749 barrels, of which Kansas produces 
143,664 barrels. This is the output of the large 
companies, and in addition to this must be accredited 
about 158,000 barrels from various small companies 
and individuals. During the week there were 355 
wells drilling to the sand; 74 oil wells were drilled 
with an output of 5,760 barrels, and 12 gas wells 
with an output of 80,000,000 feet. The new pro- 
duction was lower than for the previous report by 


163 barrels. 








Effects of the Strike. 

The strike conditions now affecting the work in 
the oil fields of the Gulf Coast and of Louisiana 
show little change from the previous report. Drill- 
ing operations are still held up, and, while produc- 
tion from the more important leases is being taken 
care of, men have been imported from other fields in 
an attempt to bring production up to its normal level. 

Humble has suffered the least of any of the Texas 
fields, while all the others show a decrease since few 
new wells have been brought in to offset the natural 
decline. In Goose Creek, despite several good wells 
brought in since the strike was declared, the produc- 
tion has declined to 19,500 barrels. Humble leads 
in production for the first time in many weeks, with 
a total daily average of 21,500 barrels during the 
interval since the last report. In Sour Lake, Spindle- 
top, Batson and Saratoga drilling has been shut 
down and there are but two rigs to have resumed 
drilling at Markham. The daily average production 
for the entire Gulf Coast is placed at 64,040 barrels, 

The situation in the Northern Louisiana fields is 
far from encouraging from the point of view of the 
crude oil buyer—not a completion was made during 
the week just closed. Very little effort has been 
made to resume drilling and the workmen are stand- 
ing firmly against the operators. Production in- 


creased approximately 1,000 barrels during the 
week, but as it is running only about 10,000 bar- 
rels a day it is still far below normal. 

California reports a daily decrease during October 
of approximately 6,500 barrels, with shipments of 
9,450,000 barrels, and a drain upon stored oil of

TEXAS PANHANDLE GAINS 50,000 BARRELS 
IN OCTOBER OVER MONTH OF SEPTEMBER 


Fort Worth, Tex., Nov. 20, 1917. 
There is a notable increase in the production 
of crude petroleum in the Panhandle fields of 
Northern Texas. During October the runs 
from the various fields amounted to 1,047,900 
barrels, or some 50,000 more barrels than for 
September. ‘The total shipments for the same 





period amounted to 1,009,459 barrels. The 
runs were apportioned as_ follows:—Electra 
field, 495,595 barrels; 3urkburnett, 429,751 


barrels; Archer county, 5,537 barrels; Strawn, 


34,200 barrels; Corsicana, 31,848 barrels, and 
from outside pools 50,969 barrels. ‘The deliv- 
eries by the Texas Company for the month 


amounted to 451,519 barrels; Magnolia Petro- 
leum Company, 400,635 barrels; the Panhandle 
Refining Company, 111,627 barrels, and 45,678 
barrels from other sources. A new pipeline 
has been laid by the Texas Company from 
Moran to Stephens county, consisting of 
twenty miles of pipe, and the deliveries over 
this new line for October amounted to 28,968 
barrels. The runs in the Panhandle field are 
increasing, as are the deliveries, and the stocks 
of oil above ground are dwindling to some 
extent, due to the inability to keep the drill 
moving on account of the scarcity of water 
for drilling purposes, scarcity of casing and 
of laborers to keep the work moving. There 
is nothing new in the transfer of producing 
properties or leases, and no deals are taking 
place at this time. The most interesting part 
of the work is the depths of the important 
wells drilling and the new wells that have 
been finished for the week. The new drilling 
wells of importance are listed herewith by 
districts and fields, together with the well 
owner, well number, tract and depth:

STRIKE CONTINUES IN GULF COAST FIELD, 
PRODUCTION, HOWEVER, BEING CARED FOR 





Humble Least Affected of All by Labor Troubles—Goose 
Creek Shows Marked Decline—Total Production 
About 64,000 Barrels. 


Houston, Tex., Nov. 20, 1917. 
Drilling operations are still held up on ac- 
count of the strike which appears to be no 
nearer a settlement than it was a week ago. 
So far there has been no disorder of a serious 


nature, but the troops are still on guard in 
the various oil fields, On information that 
trouble was impending one ccompany of in- 


fantry was sent to both Batson and Saratoga 
Thursday night. George W. Musser and J. J. 
Barrett, sent here by the government as con- 
ciliators, failed in their mission and have left 
the city, ‘They stated before leaving that the 
government did not contemplate taking over 
the wells, but had sent them here to endeavor 
to adjust the matter. W, A. Campbell, presi- 
dent of the Gulf Coast District Oil Field Work- 
ers’ Union, sent a telegram_to President Wwil- 
son, asking that Hon. W. B, Wilson be sent 
here to use his good offices to bring about an 
adjustment of the trouble, affirming that the 
10,000 strikers involved were patriotic citizens 
and wished to work no injury to the govern- 
ment in its hour of need. President Wilson 
sent the following answer:—

Men from Other Fields. 


Operators say that men desiring to return 
to work «will be given it, but that trained 
workers will be brought from other fields until 
there are enough men working to man the 
drilling wells. This will not be an easy mat- 
ter, as drillers coming here from Northern 
and Eastern fields, for the most part, have 
been working with cable tools and are not 
familiar with the rotary system. Then, the 
formation of the Coastal fields is vastly dif- 
ferent, and the driller, no matter how good 
he may have been in his own field, is apt to 
have considerable trouble before he becomes 
familiar with the coastal country. 

Production of practically all important leases 
is being cared for as well as that of many 
pumpers, but drilling operations are still tied 
up in all the fields to a greater or less extent. 
Humble has suffered the least in this respect, 


only a few of its rigs having shut down on 
account of the strike Since it went into ef- 
fect, this field has had several important com- 
pletions and the daily average production for 
the past week has been actually greater than 
it was the week the strike was declared on. 
All the other fields show a decrease on ac- 
count of little or no new production to offset 
the decline of producing wells. This is most 





noticeable in the Goose Creek field in spite of 
two or three good wellg being completed there 














since the strike. The daily average has de- 
clined to 19,500 barrels, although all of its 
flowing wells are being operated and most of 
the pumpers. For the first time in many 
months Humble leads in daily average pro- 
duction being 21,500 barrels for the _ past 
week Drilling is active in this fleld and bids 
fair to be more so when the strike is settled. 
There are 21 new derricks up in this field. In 
some of the other fields drilling is starting up. 
At Damon Mound, 18 of its 26 tests are run- 
ning Drilling operations in Sour Lake, Bat- 
son, Saratoga and Spindletop are shut down;

companies operating in the State have con- 
structed winter camps and boarded up the 


derrick in such manner that it will be possible 
for them to maintain activity throughout the 
winter months. The weather is never So severe 
that drillers cannot work on drilling wells, 
as the weather is not as cold as it is farther 
to the north. The season so far has been an 


ideal one for work over the State, and the 
next few weeks should show a most wonder- 
fu] increase in the State’s oil production. 


There are close to 300 wells under way within 
Wyoming’s boundary, and all of them are 
being rushed to completion as rapidly as the 
work can be done, 


Good Wells Drilled. 


There have been nine new wells drilled re- 
cently in Wyoming, making a total of thirty 
new wells finished during the past thirty days, 
with a production of about 13,230 barrels, but 
the wells are not producing, as they are all 
shut in awaiting to be connected to pipelines,

Refinery Site Selected. 


A refinery seems now to be an assured thing 
for Thermopolis. The material has arrived at 
Thermopolis, being shipped to that point by 
the Wyoming Refinery Company. J. C. Rob- 
erts has been arranging details, having secured 
a site from Frank S. McManigal in the eastern 


part of Thermopolis, near the river, The lo- 
cation ot this refinery grows out of the fact 
of abundant oil being found in fields adjacent 
to the town on the east, and faith in the 
outcome of drilling in other fields near the 
town, 

The Round Top Dome Oil Company is moving 
a rig onto the southwest quarter of the H. 
Ulrich tract, which adjoins Thermopolis on 


the northwest, The principal promoters of the 
company are residents of Cincinnati, Ohio. 
The Wyoming Refining Company continues to 
purchase and lease land in the most promising 
oil sections of the State. The latest purchase 
made by the company is that with Montgomery 
& Ricketts, of Gillette, for the land they re- 
cently purchased from the government in the 
heart of the Pilot Butte field, also their Mavy- 


erick Springs property consisting in all of 800 
acres. 

The Bear Oil Company is reported to have 
what shows for a big well in the Lost Soldier 
field, and the oil is being run into a hastily 
improvised reservoir. This company has 
drilled a number of wells with good showings 
in this field. A pipeline is projected in the 
field. and will extend from the field to Fort 
Steele, but until then the wells must remain 
shut in.

DROUTH, LABOR, SCARCITY OF FUEL FACTORS 
IN MID-CONTINENT FIELD WORK TODAY 


Lack of Water More Pronounced than for Years—Some 
Good Wells Brought In—One for 1,100 
Barrels in Mounds District. 


Tulsa, Okla., Nov. 21, 1917. 

Drouth, scarcity of coal, prospective labor 
troubles, high cost of material and ‘‘general 
uncertainties,’’ are factors in the mid-conti- 
nent field that are cauSing lease buyers, oper~ 
ators and promoters to ‘“‘stop, look and listen.’’ 
Of all these ills the lack of water and coal 
famine have been the most acute Scores of 
rigs and machines will get busy as soon as 
rain comes. The operator can fight it out with 
the coa] dealer for fuel, and the supply houses 
for material, and labor can be had if the op- 
erator will mutilate his bank roll sufficiently, 
but when the whole field goes ‘‘bone dry’’ it 
means that there is an immediate suspension 
of operations. In previous years the drouth 
has been bad, but this is the worst in years. 


On the first of the week a steady rain fell for 
24 hours that replenished some of the tanks, 
but only for a short time. So far the labor 


troubles that caused a shut down in the South- 
ern fields have not been factors here, altnough 
there is no guarantee that agitators may not 
come into this field and cause a tie-up and a 
violation of property rights, 

Efforts to catch the persons who blew up 
the refinery and blending plant of the Standard 








Oil Company of Indiana at Norfolk, in which 
two workmen lost their lives, have proved 
futile. The property loss was $300,000, 

4 fairiy active week has passed in the way 
of completed work. The outstanding feature 
was the completion of the good well in the 


Mounds district, with an initial production of 


1,000 barrels, and in the Osage district where 
two wells were finished good for 550 and 275 
barrels, respectively. There was a 400-barrel 
well in the Stone Bluff pool, in southwestern 
Wagoner county, and the Mounds district, in 
Tulsa county, produced several wells of a good 
size. At Billings two wells were completed 
in the new Noble county development, North- 
west of Enid, in Garfield county, a wildcat 
had a fairly good showine in the 1,100 foot 
sand and it is to be tested out this week. It 
belongs to Smith et. al. and is in section 33- 
23-8 west. In the Blackwell pool, in northern 
Kay county, a duster and a 150-barrel well 
were reported, while at Yale, in Payne county, 
a 210-barrel well was finished, 


In Greenwood County. 


Another important well has been reported 
from Greenwood county, Kansas, which ad- 
joins Butler county on the east. It belongs to 


the Great Southern Oil Company and is on the 


Stevenson farm, in section 2-26-8. It looks 
like a 250-barrel well at the start, the same 
as the discovery well on the Hull farm. As 


high as $500 an acre is being paid a mile or 
two from the well. Shortly after the Butler 
county pools started to gush oil, Greenwood 
county came into the limelight and many tests 
were started, but the results were meager, 
smal] pumpers being found south of Eureka. 
Seme good showings were found from time to 
time which held up interest in the county, but 
they later developed into freaks. There was a 
small well completed near Virgil by the Cos- 
den Oil and Gas Company which caused some 
high prices to be paid, but since then the re- 
sults have not been as expected. Then the 
Atigs Oil Company struck a good showing fur- 
ther to the east, but after testing it failed to 
make a paying well. 

New rigs are springing up in the vicinity of 
the Hull and Stevenson wells and within the 
next 60 days something more definite will be 
known of this district.

There was a decrease of 
163 barrels in new production and an increase 
of 22,000,000 cubic feet in the gas production.

Garber’s New Sand. 


Many of the operators believed that the new 
sand discovered at 1,508 feet was a freak, but 
from the way the initial well is holding up 
have changed their minds. The Empire Gas and 
Fuel Company encountered this new sand about 
three weeks ago in the northwest corner of 
section 25-22-4 west, after failing to find the 
regular sand, or Hoy formation, and started 
off with an initial production of 340 barrels 
daily. At only six feet in the sand it ig still 
producing at the rate of 225 barrels a day of 
the same high gravity oil. 

A number of other tests due in the Garber 
pool should reach the sand within the next 
week or ten days. A quarter of a mile 
south of the Empire Gas and Fuel Com- 
pany’s discovery ancther well on the same 
lease is drilling at 1,400 feet and missed the 
Hoy sand. A mile north the Southwestern 
Oil Company is drilling at 1,350 feet on the 
Diveley ranch. Three locations east and one 
location south the Sinclair Oil and Gas Com- 
pany is moving in timbers for a rig for No. 
10 on the Hoy lease, which will be drilled 
to the new sand. Four other tests are 
progressing to the sand. 

An_ important wildcat test is contemplated 
by the Oil State Petroleum company, north- 
east of Garber on the Barnes farm in the 
northwest corner of section 15-28-3 west.

Railroad Official Oil Company. 


The officials of the Missouri, Kansas and 
Texas Railroad Company have organized an 
oil company and are going to prospect leases 
they have obtained in the Boynton and Mus- 
kogee districts in Oklahoma. William_ G. 
Crush, general passenger agent of the Mis- 
souri, Kansas and Texas Railroad Company, 
of Texas, is president, and other officials of 
the railroad constitute the directorate and 
working force. The company is capitalized at 
$1,000,000. 

This is the first time the officials of any 
of the railroad companies operating in the 
oil-producing districts of Oklahoma have gone 
directly into the oil game as individuals. The 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe owns a large 
production in the Healdton district, which it 
uses almost entirely for fuel purposes, and 
which is not included in the official figures 
given out by the pipeline companies and 
others, because never a barrel of it, either in 
the crude or other state, has ever been placed 
on the market. The railroad company bought 
the leases some years ago and developed the 
land purely for fuel purposes. The Santa Fe 
owns its coal supply in Bastern and South- 
eastern Kansas and its oil supply in Okla- 
homa, and is thus twice fortified against both 
high prices for coal and high prices for oil. 


Gas Sand North of Ringling. 


The territory around Ringling, in Jefferson 
county, is looking more promising, and the 
striking of a gas sand to the north of that 
town has greatly encouraged the oil operators. 
The discovery of a new sand was in a wel 
being drilled by the Gypsy Oil Company in 
section 20-34 and the passing through a sand 
which showed for a 10-barrel production by 
the Sovth Boundary Oil Company. The Gypsy 
Oil Company well is estimated to be making 
500,000 cubic feet of gas a day. 

The Humphreys Petroleum Company has 
completed its storage tanks at Perry and the 
pipeline from the Billings pool should be fin- 
ished inside of the next few days, and for 
the first time in its history Perry will take 
on that familiar odor of an oil town, 


Acreage at Walters. 


Acreage in the Walters field, in Cotton coun- 
ty, is commanding some fairly good prices. 
During the week Ford, Babcock and associates 
of Hobart paid $3,000 for a 20-acre lease from 
George Graham. ‘The land in question is in 
section 29, near the well on the Douglass 
ranch. The same parties purchased 130 acres 
from D. Malornee. ‘The shortage of water for 
drilling purposes is forcing several of the 
tests to shut down. 


Watching Franklin County. 


Of the shallow sand territory in the Kansas 
fields, the Wellesville pool, in Franklin county, 
stands out as the most prominent. Wells can 
be drilled at a small cost, and the staying 
qualities are good. A number of wells are 
being drilled, but the scarcity of water and 
fuel has been holding back active development. 

The Valentine Oil and Gas Company drilled 
in its third test on the Smith lease in section 
83-14-21. It is making better than 3,000, 
cubie feet of gas daily. Reid & Milligan com- 
pleted No. 8 on the Harbison lease in section 
6-17-22, showing for 15 barrels. T. W. Reid’s 
No. 2 on the Boehme lease in section 25-16-21 
is good for 20 barrels. No, 2 on the lease was 
also completed and looks good for 20 barrels. 
No. 8 on the lease is the farthest test to 
the northwest so far drilled in the shoestring 
strip, and is located north and east of a direct 
extension of the sand. Tyndall & Debry got 
a showing of both oil and gas on the Mitchell 
farm in section 30-16-21. 


Asks for Franchise. 


S. W. Fickle, field manager of the Valentine 
Oil and Gas Company, has been conferring 
with business men of Wellsville in the matter 
of securing a gas franchise and supplying gas 
from the field north of that town. His com- 
pany has five good gas wells on the Smith 
farm and one on the Sturm lease. 

The Silver City Oil and Gas Company has 
been organized to develop leases in the Le 
Loup field and several locations have been

The Billings pool, in Noble county, seems to 
be coming into its own. The most important 
and largest well of the week is E. N, Gilles- 
pie’s No. 3 on the McCaugherty farm in the 
northeast corner of section 21-23-2, flowing 200 
barrels natural a day. The other interesting 
completion is the Mid-Continent Petroleum 
Company’s No. 7 on the Forrest lease in the 
southwest corner of the northeast quarter of 
section 22-23-2, rated as a 75-barrel producer.

In the South End. 


In the fields to the south an enormous 
amount of work is under way and starting. 
The drought is affecting operations all over 
this district, but a good rain on Sunday may 
impound a lot of water in the various tanks 
ard pounds. With the exception of the p 91s 
that lie close to the rivers, there is almost a 
complete shut-down of work. Lack of labor 
is affecting the industry in many ways. Pipe- 
line companies find themselves up against it 
when it comes to getting pipeliners, or, in fact, 
any one to work on the new pipeline projects. 
During the past week a big pipeline company 
was forced tc turn down a big contract of oll, 
as it could not secure sufficient labor to lay 
three miles of pipeline. The deep sand 
discovery in the Mounds pool at 2,300 feet is 
probably the most important news for many 
weeks, and it will mean the drilling deeper

Income Tax Bureau. 


The Mid-Continent Oil and Gas Association 
has organized a committee composed of Judge 
John J. Shea, Burdette Blue, R. H. Bartlett, 
W. A. Leoffy, B. B. Jones, Ed. Salarin and 
George Boles to look into the matter of ex- 
emptions from income and surtax levies by 
the government, especially the excess profits 
provision of the new law. The committee has 
opened an office in the Exchange National 
Bank Building. It wired the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue at Washington and asked 
for time in which to present the case of oil 
and gas producers and others interested in va- 
rious branches of the industry. The commis- 
sioner replied that, by the terms of the law 
the time for having hearings expired on No- 
vember 28, but that he would be glad to give 
the committee or any representatives of the 
oil and gas industry all the time they desired 
to make their position clear. 

The committee has been in direct communi- 
cation by wire and mail and personally with 
some of the leading oil and gas men in every 
district in the mid-continent fleld, and it is 
believed that it will have ample evidence to 
back up its claim that some of the clauses 
in the war tax statute will work a great hard- 
ship on one of the few industries which the 
government must cozen and support if it is 
to win the world war. It is now the intention 
to send a strong delegation to Washington to 
appear before the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue and the Secretary of the Treasury 
the first of next week. One of the members 
of ths committee, B. B. Jones, has been _spend- 
ing most of his time in Washington for the 
past nine months,

There has never 
been an oil man on the board until now, and 
that is the State Auditor, and he has’ been 
a producer of oil for scarcely less than four 
months. In the past the State Board has acted 
on the theory that the oil regions are rolling 
in money and ought to be made to give up a 
great deal of it. Consequently, things have so 
come about that the ten oi] and gag producing 
counties pay more than 61 per cent, of the 
entire expenses of the State government, and 
every year the State Board, and the Legislature 
every two years, tack on just a little bit more.

“The rumor is absolutely without foundation 
in fact and originated some months ago on the 
publication of the report of the Federal Trade 
Commission on the gasoline situation, in whica 
is was shown that Cosden & Co. had sold 
considerable gasoline to the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of Indiana, as it had a perfect right to 
do and as & great many other refiners in the 
Western country have been doing and are doing 
right now. This is perfectly legitimate anu 
proper. The only way in which the Standard 
Oil Company of Indiana or any other corpora- 
tion can secure control of the properties of 
Cosden & Co. or the Cosden Oil and Gas Com- 
pany is by the purchase of a majority of the 
stock. This has not been done. The owner- 
ship of all of the properties remaing in the 
original corporation, and it will continue to go 
remain.’’ 


6,500-BARREL DAILY DECREASE REPORTED 
IN OCTOBER PRODUCTION IN CALIFORNIA 


Los Angeles, Cal., Nov. 18, 1917. 

The statistics for the oil production in this 
State have just been released by the Independ- 
ent Producers’ Agency, and according to them 
the production for California fields was not a 
little less during the month of October than it 
had been during the month previous. The fig- 
ures show a daily decrease of approximately 


6,500 barrels. It was an unfavorable month 
for a decrease in production, because of the 
quite considerable increase in shipments. They 
amounted to something over 9,450,000 barrels, 
which, of course, resulted in a heavier drain 
on stocks and which raised the daily with- 
‘drawal from storage from 18,000 barrels last 
month to approximately 19,000 barrels during 
the month of October. Field operations show 
a slight decrease, although there were fewer 
wejls abandoned in October than there were in 
September. The drop off is indicated in the 
number of wells completed, which showed a 
decrease of nine, and number of rigs up where 
a decrease of twelve is noted. 


Production and Consumption. 


According to the monthly 
Independent Oil Producers’ Agency, the total 
output for October is shown as 8,417,597 bar- 
rels, a daily average of 271,535 as compared 
to the figures of the preceding month of 8,844,- 
679, whihe is equal to a daily average of 
278,156 barrels. This shows a decrease of 
6,621 barrels a day from the figures of Sep- 
tember. 

The shipments during the month of 
amounted to 9,455,295 barrels, a daily average 
of 305,010 barrels, as against a daily average 
shipment in September of 297,074, or an in- 
crease of almost 8,000 barrels a day. 

The total number of producing wells in 
October showed an improvement over the pre- 
vious month of thirty-six wells, but as stated 
before, the general production was not in- 
creased to any considerable extent.

Field Operations. 


Field records show that 67 wells were com- 
pleted in October, as against a total of 76 in 
September. a decrease of 9 wells. There were 
862 wells drilling, and during the month 51 
new rigs were erected. During the month of 
September there were 872 wells drilling and 
63 rigs were completed, which indicated a de- 
crease in both drilling wells and new rigs, 
which would indicate a still smaller produc- 
tion during the coming month, unless some 
new large wells are brought in around the 
Fullerton district.

Stock Report. 


The report for stocks shows that on Novem- 
ber 1 there were 33,762,500 barrels on hand, 
as compared with a total of 34,800,198 barrels 
on October 1. This shows a reduction of 1,037,-

New Work. 
During the past week there was noted an 


increased activity in the number of new wells 
being drilled, there being 16 new wells started, 
as compared with 13 begun during the pre- 
vious week. Unlike the week before, how- 
ever, most of the wells were started outside 
of the Fullerton section. The reports show 
that while there were an increased number 
of new wells started, the activity in deepen- 
ing and redrilling wells fell off considerably. 
The past week showed only 12 wells being 
treated in this manner, whereas during the 
previous week the number was 21, a@ decrease 
of 9. A large number were tested for water 
shut-off. the reports showing 22, or almost 
twice the number of the previous week. The 
number of abandoned wells for the week was 
practically the same as the previous week, it 
being 5. 

The Honéas Oil Company, in the Ventura 
field, is making good progress in its first well 
on a 2,000-acre tract of land, which lies south 
of the Montebello and United Oil companies, 
The well was spudded in two weeks ago under 
the direction of C. F. Whittier, and in the 
immediate vicinity oil indications are marked 
by seepages and gas vents, and it is the con- 
sensus of opinion that the territory will bear 


watching. 
In Montebello. 


In the Montebello vicinity the Standard Oil 
Company seems to be setting a pace that can- 
not be approached by their competitors. They 
started operations on this property about a 
year ago and since then they have completed 
three wells and have started work on nine 
more. No. 4, on the Baldwin track, has been 
cemented at 2,465 feet. Nos. 5, 6 and 8 are 
all drilling and are all beyond the 1,500-foot 
mark. They have two others, No. 9 and No. 4, 
which have been drilled to a depth in excess 
of 2,000 feet 


It is reported that oil has been struck at 
Pisino Beach, at the O’Donnell well. The 
water has not been shut off, so it has been 


impossible to tell just what can be expected, 
but those in touch with conditions say it looks 
very good. 

The General Petroleum Company has started 
a couple of wells in the Lost Hills-Belridge 
region, one on section 19-26-21, and the other 
on section 11-29-21, while the Associated Oi) 
also started two new wells. One was started 
in the Coalinga district, on section 12-19-15, 
while the other in Lost Hills field, on section 
20-36-21. 

As a result of deep drilling the Oakridge 
(Montebello) Oil Company has made the South 
Mountain district about the best-looking field 
in Ventura county. About two weeks ago it 
brought in the second well which it has put 
down to the lower oil sand, finishing at 2,100 
feet. It came in doing about 600 barrels 
daily, and running as high as 800 barrels one 
day, but the general average seems to be about 
600 barrels, and testing about 81 gravity. This 
well was bringing in about 50 or 60 barrels a 
day before it had been drilled 900 feet, but

Miscellaneous Notes. 


The Union Oil Company's deep well, No. 5, 
on the Bastanchury ranch, is of particular in- 
at present. It was finished at a depth 
of 4.730 feet and started pumping water of 
110 degrees F. At present it is showing consid- 
erably more oil as the pumping test continues, 
and it is thought that it will develop into a 
real oil well as soon as all the excess water 
is pumped off. 

The United Oil Company has cemented its 
test well at South Mountain at an approximate 
depth of 2,000 feet. There has been very little 
oil found up to the present date, and it is ex- 
pected that it will be necessary to go down 
another thousand feet before finishing. If the 
deepening of other wells in Ventura is any 
criterion, it will enhance the chances of bring- 
a well. 

The lease which has 
by the late J. Wilkes Bunton, adjoining the 
Oakridge property, has been taken over by 
the Union Oi] Company. It comprises forty 
acres and is very favorably situated where 
the Oakridge Oil Company has had such suc- 
eess, and which are considered among the best 
in that section.

_ The production of peat for fertilizer and 
fertilizer filler during 1916, as reported 
Was 48,106 short tons, valued at $336,004, 
compared with 38,304 short tons, valued at 
$258,447, in 1915. The selling prices given 
varied widely, according to the grade of 
the product, the uses to which it was to 
be put, and the quantity and quality of 
the materials added. The lowest price 
per con reported was $3, the highest $22, 
and the average about $7.

British Board of Trade Must Consent 
to Any Transfer of Any Interest 
in Oil Field. 


Lendon, Nov. 14, 1917. 

Regulation 30bb of the defense of the 
vealm regulations has been amended so 
as to prohibit, without the consent of 
the Loard of Trade, the transfer to’ an 
alien or a foreign controled company of 
wny interest in an oil ficld. A further 
amendment provides that the mines men- 
tioned ip the regulation shall be ‘mines 
wherever situated,”’ and not “mines situ- 
ated in Great Britain.” 

In commenting on the above a trade 
lactor says:—‘On the face of it this weuld 
prevent the transfer of British under- 
takings to groups such as, for example, 
the Royal Dutch and Shell; but it would 





apparently not prohibit the transfer of 
undertakings to groups ir which the 
Royal Dutch and Shell has not a ma- 
jority contrel, i. e the United British 
West Indies Petroleum Syndicate, Ltd. 


Such a dea! as, for example, the acqui- 


sition of the California Oilfields, Ltd., 
could not now be repeated: and one ef- 
fect (if our opinion be correct) of the 
amendment to regulation %3bb would be 
to put a stop to rumors that the Royal 
Dutch and Shell is to purchase Kern 
River Oilfields, Ltd.”

“It is true that’ there has been a very 
large advance in the cost of labor and 
railway supplies during the past year,” 
said Mr. Thorne, “but the record in this 
cuse conclusively proves that the _in- 
creased volume of traffic and the adop- 
tion of improved methods of operation 
have offset these increased costs to such

an extent that the resulting net operating 
income of these railroads above all ex- 
penses—hire of equipment, rentals, taxes, 
etce.—-was greater during the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1917, than during any pre- 
ceding year in the history of American 
railroads, with only one exception—that 
ot 1916. And the net operating income of 
these railway companies during each 
month following the decision of the com- 
missivsn last June has been greater than 
during the corresponding month of any 
year prior to the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1916.

“The carriers have practically rested 
their casé on a comparison to the one 
year of 1916.

The yvear ending June 
30, 1915, was phenomenal. The net oper- 
ating income of these carriers in the 
Eastern district alone that year was ap- 
proxiinately $100,000,000 greater than qdur- 
ing any other year in their history. 

“There is no emergency in the earnings 
of American railroads. That fact has 
been established beyond controversy. But 
there is an emergency in the financial 
markets of the country. Since the first 
of tne year there has been a deciine in 
the prices on the bonds of representative 
railway companies ranging from 6 to 12 
per cent. 

“At this critical time our transportation 
system must be efficient. The successful 
prosecution of the great war demands 
this. Where are the mecessary funds to 
come fromj? There are four possibili- 


= What Can Be Done. 


‘7. Advance freight rates sufficient to 
provide the funds for extensions, addi- 
tions and betterments, new cars and en- 
gines. That is the policy advocated by 
the carriers in this case. That means 
the vcublic would be required to pay a 
reasonable return to the carriers on their 
own investment and to build railroad 
property for private companies, and ever- 
lastingly thereafter pay a return upon 
what we build. Mr. Rea, in answer to a 
question by Commissioner Clark, candidly 
conceded that it was their intention later 
to capitalize the value of these improve- 
ments built out of earnings. This is con- 
trary to law and sound public policy. 

“2° Government loans. Instead of build- 
ing the improvements and giving them to 
the carriers and never getting anything 
back, but paying a return on them an- 
nually, a government loan wou'd enable 
us to secure annually what the money 
cost us, and at the end of the period we 
would get back the principal.

French Minister of Munitions Given 
Power to Bring Back Petroleum 


Supply. 


Paris, Nov. 16, 1917. 


There was an interesting debate in the 
Chamber recently on the mining law of 
France, in the course of which M. 
Loucheur, the Minister of Munitions, 


stated that the development of the min- 
eral resources of the country had been 
greatly hindered by the antiquated min- 
ing law of 1910 and declared that the time 
had come when they must push on with 
the exploitation of the national resources 
and encourage private enterprise and 
capital to take part in this work. 

It was necessary, M. Loucheur said, 
that the 400 requests for concessions which 
had already been made should be dealt 
with as soon as possible. Among those 
requests was one from an important Brit- 
ish firm, the cemtract for which had been 
initialled by the governor-general of Al- 
geria. M. Loucheur laid stress upon the 
care which ought to be exercised in re- 
gard to concessions to foreigners, even 
when they were allies, and insisted that 
lit any international company French in- 
terests should predominate to the extent 
o'r 6¢ per cent. M. Loucheur stated that, 
though no formal contract had been 
signed between the government and this 
Fritish firm, there were, nevertheless, 
certain moral engagements. For four or 
five years past Messrs. Pearson had been 
conducting scientific investigations in the 
province of Oran in abandoned oil fields, 
and the results have encouraged them to 
mike a final attempt to ascertain whether 





the French possess an oil supply in the 
Mediterranean. If this proved to be the 
case it would be cf considerable naval 
and military value.

Lugano, Switzerland, Oct. 28, 1917.

Tustanowice for July, 1917, amounted to 
63,992 tons, as against 62,470 tons for June, 
showing an increase of 1,432 tons, as com- 
pared with the foregoing month. Of the 
total output, 35,122 tons were produced at 








Tustanowice (against 35,817 tons in June, 
1917,), 22,995 were obtained at Boryslaw 
(against 21,255 in June) and 5,047 tons at 
Mraznica (against 4,58 in June, 1917,). 
The foreign fields have produced 3,927 
tors (against 2,933), German fields 5,957 
tons (against 6,217) and Austrian fields 


14,795 tons, against 14,331 tons in the fore- 
going month). The refinery-owning pro- 
ducers obtained a total 38,485 tons 
(against 38,181 in June), of which the Fan- 
to Company produced 10,357 tons (against 
1,369), the Karpathian Petroleum Com- 
pany 8,687 tons (against 8,941), the Austria 
Company 8,18 tons (against 8,233), the 
Galicia Company 3,645 tons (against 2,372),

Besides, 12.2 tons 
were shipped to the state refinery 
(against 14,042); 3,202 tons to the Austria

and 697 tons to the Wisnicwski Kefinery. 
The last events of the war had for a 
result the setting free from Russian oc- 
cupation of the important producing oil 
regions of Bitkow and Solotwina, where 
the Opiag (Austrian Petrcleum Company) 


owns some very good producing wells. 
The reoccupatien of Bitkow and Solot- 
wina, also that of Kozmacz and the 


neighboring lands is of considerable im- 
portance for the progress of the Galician 
petroleum industry. Besides, the Pecz- 
enizyn Refinery, belonging to the Austrian 
concern (Deutsche Erdol A. G.), and the 
Kolomea Refinery have, too, been freed. 
Whether these refineries will soon be in 
shape to start working is not possible to 
tell vet; it will also be difficult to grant 
them a crude oil contingent, as the repar- 
tition of crude oil has already been cs- 
tablished.

SHORT-MEASURE PUMPS. 


South Dakota Gasitiie Vending Con- 
ditions Poor—Ninety Per cent. of 
Pumps Tested Vend a Shortage. 


Sioux Falls, S. D.. Nov. 23, 1917. 

That 17 out of 24 pumps for the vending 
of gasoline tested in Sioux Falis gave 
short measure, with an average shortage 
of almost 1% pints ty each five gailens. 
was the statement of Anton Kunkeck, of 
the State Food and Drug Department, 
following a visit of inspecticn her. Fig- 
ured cn the price charged und upon the 
volume of product sold, Mr: Fiunbeck 
placed the sum mulcted from gasoline 
buyers at $275 a month. 

Inspection of gasoline-vending muchines 
was required by a law passed at the 
last session of the Legislature. 

“A striking thing about the whole meas- 
uring punip situation as found to date is 
the almost uniform tendency of all 
pumps toward deficient delivery,” said 
Guy G. Frary, of Vermilion, State Food 
and Drug Commissioner, who arrived in 
the city to discuss matters with Mr. Run- 





beck. “Ninety per cent. of the pumps 
tested give short me: re. If that per- 





centage holds throughout the State, the 
total! sum paid annually by consumers for 
gasoline and kerosene not- received is 
enormous. According to a very conserv- 
ative estimate made by the Bureau of 
Standards, not less than $530,000 annually 





is now being lost by the consumers in 
Illinois bY short measure in gasoline 
alone. These facts show the necessity o7 


the testing and sealing of gesoline pumps, 
Conditions found ir South Dakota thus 
far amply justify the law and show plain- 
ly the necessity of a good general weights 
and measures law for this State.’ 


New Russian Paraffin Factory at 
Grozny. 


The Mazout Company in the year 1914

BETTER MOTOR FUEL. 
Search for Liberty Motor Gasoline 


Leads to Perfecting of Present 


Processes. 

Washington, Nov. 23, 1917. 
Work being carried on by the WU. S. 
Bureau of Mines through its petroleum 
division in co-operation with independent 
agencies all over the country to secure 
the most superior motor fuel for the 
Libe rty Motor and to get the best pos- 
sible lubricants for the Liberty motor, es- 
pecially for use on airships, is progress- 

ing encouragingly. 
The officials of the 


Petroleum Division 


and of the Bureau of Mines refuse ab- 
solutely to give any information on this 
point further than to say that hundreds 


of processes are being investigated and 
are being given practical tests. Some of 
these are immediately proved to be 


worthless but a few promise well. 

It is known, however, that the govern- 
ment workers and their collaborators 
throughout the country have come upon 
information. Some 


some very valuable 

important technical improvements have 
been discovered that seem to stand all 
service tests. Dr. Rittmann and Dr. 


Dean and other experts who are in direct 
charge of these investigations are known 
to be optimistic that the United States 
government will soon be able to announce 
that the superior fuel for the Liberty 
Motor has been found by the United 
States. 

Hundreds of petroleum experts in all 
parts of the country are co-operating with 
the government in an effort to solve this 
war problem, 


CHINA WILL BUY 
AMERICAN DYES 


Market of Great Possibilities 
but Requires Study and 
Large Capital. 


Efforts of American manufacturers and 
exporters of aniline dyes, synthetic in- 
digo, and simitar products to secure the 
South China trade have so far been fairly 
successful as compared with similar busi- 
ness dune by many of them in previous 
years, but all complain that the transac- 
tions have been frankly upon a tem- 
porary basis and that there is no pros- 
rect under the arrangements so far made 
tnat the trade will endure after the war. 

On the other hand, Hong Kong mer- 
chants complain that. American manufac- 
turers are not wiling to suit their meth- 
ods to the reguirements of the trade 
there on a permanent basis, and that or- 
ders to American manufacturers will con- 
tinue to be of a stop-gap sort until the 
importers in Hong wong and China can 
be protected, particularly as to trade- 
marks and “‘chops,"’ forward contracts, 
and future business generally. 

American exporters complain that im 
porters of Hong Kong are unwilling to af- 
ford them any knowedge of the ultimate 
buyers of their goods, while Hong Kong 
importers indicate that until and unless 
their private trade-mark or chop” cover- 
mg thre goods_is protected and they 
can be protected against attempts to cut 
under tnem in future trade with such 
ultimate buyers, it is idle to expect any 
such information, 


Far Eastern Trade Methods. 


The fact is, American manufacturers de 
not understand the dye business as it has 
veen carried on in the East. They do not 
understand how the business has been 
developed, how it has been financed, how 
important trade-marks and “chops” are, 
how essential it is that the trade be car- 
ried on in a continuous way and under a 
definite, continuous and consistent policy, 
or how the system of bonuses and re- 
bates, built up in its development, affect 
its further growth. 

The Chinese dyer, trained in the first 
place in the use of native dyes and veg- 
etable indigo, must be taught, sometimes 
bought, and always encouraged to use 
foreign dyes, which he can identify in the 
future oviv be the trade-ma-k “chop” 
under which they were introduced to him. 
The market is immense, is almost illim- 
itable—but it requires special handling. 


No Prejudice Against American Dyes. 


There is no prejudice against American 
dyes. Most firms now in the business in 
South China are British, and usually they 
prefer to handle British products. At the 
present time, however, British products 
in many lines are not to be had, and in 
any event Amerian dves are as accept- 
able and popular as any other unknown 
dyes—and practically all of the dyes on 
the market at the present time are un- 
known compared witn the German prod- 
ucts imported before the war. An Amer- 
ican representative of an American dye 
concern working in the Hong Kong mar- 
ket has sold well toward half a million 
dcllars’ worth of American dyes and, un- 
til competition from smurope comes, will 
doubtless sell more. The trade is reach- 
inz out for such products, and under 
normal conditions American-made dyes, 
when of proper quality, will have as good 
a chance in the Hong song field as any 
otner dyes. 

American manufacturers, rowever, have 
so far not been disposed or able to meet 
the terms under which Chinese users of 
dyes are accustomed to buy their mate- 
rials, and the indications are that only 
bv a compete grasp of the = situation, 
viewed on a largescale, will American ex- 
porters permanently succeed in the busi- 
ness. ‘ine trade is so large and the 
American manufacturer’s opportunity is 
so exceptional at this time that it is 
folly to consider the trade upon any other 
than a permanent basis. The fact is, that 
the dye trade in tre Far East (as meas- 
ured by that of South China, at least) is 
one requiring large capital, thorough or- 
ganization, and patient use of the high- 
est merchandising ability.

Big Capital Necessary. 

The dye business in China is a pusiness 
for big capital. ‘he game is big, but the 
prize is fully as great. Hong Kong mer- 
chants realize that the competititon they 
face in the future will be along the lines 
above indicated, and, naturally, none of 
them are willing, even if able, to under- 
take a campaign for business whic. 
would involve such an outlay of money 
and enerev without more protection than 
they receive in an ordinary purchase out- 
right of dyes in the open market from 
ma?.ufacturers who may or may not pro- 
tect them in their trade in the future. 


To succeed in the Chinese trade the 
American manufacturers must at least 
be partners with their Hong Kong or 
other Eastern representatives.

OFFICIAL AGRICULTURAL CHEMISTS PASS 
UPON FOOD AND DRUG STANDARDS 





New Spice Standards Adopted and Will Be Promulgated by 
Department of Agriculture—Three Day Conven- 
tion in Washington. 


Washington, Nov. 23, 1917. 

Important recommendations for stand- 
ard analytical methods to be employed by 
the pure food guardians of the United 
States were made by referees who have 
specialized on various materials and sub- 
stances at the thirty-fourth annual con- 
vention of the Association of Official 
Agricultural Chemists during a three-day 
session this week at the New Willard 
Hotel. 

Valuable suggestions regarding substi- 
tutes of edibles, drugs and spices that 
have been nearing a shortage on account 
of war coNditions were made in several 
papers. The fertilizer situation was dis- 
cussed by several experts. While very 
technical in character, there was much 
of general interest brought out in the 
conference, and governmental recom- 
mendations to the trade may be expected 
as a result of this gathering. 


More Than 300 Officials Present. 


More than 300 Federal government, 
state government, municipal and other 
officials interested in the enforcement of 
laws and regulations applying to foods and 
feeding stuffs, dairy products, fertilizers, 
drugs, spices and flavoring extracts were 


in attendance. 
Dr. J. K. Haywood, chairman of the 
Insecticide and Fungicide Board and 


chief of the miscellaneous division of the 
U. S. Bureau of Chemistry is president of 
the association, and conducted the meet- 
ings. Dr. Carl L. Alsberg, chief of the 
Bureau of Chemistry is secretary. He 
directed that duplicate copies of all rec- 
ommendations together with abstracts of 
the reports must be submitted to the 
chairman of the committee on recom- 
mendations of referees and_ revision of 
methods. This is Dr. B. B. Ross, of 
the Alabama Polytechnic Institute, Au- 
burn, Ala. Duplicate copiés are to be 
sent to the chairmen of the sub-commit- 
tees—A. J. Patten, Lansing, Mich.; H. C. 
Lythgoe, 501 State House, Boston, Mass., 
and R. E. Doolittle, 1607 Transportation 
Building, Chicago, Ill. — 

The purpose of the conference was to 
report on various methods_ of analysis 
for the whole range of materials and sub- 
stances coming within the scope of the 
association, which is primarily interested 
in analytical methods. These are adopted 
as the official analyses for the govern- 
ment and for many of the state govern- 


ments, and some of the state laws 
specifically declare that the methods ap- 
proved by the Association of Official 


Agricultural Chemists shall determine the 
purity of such food materials.

being tested. The reports were referred 
to various committees for future decision 
and their decisions are still open to ac- 
tion by the association. 


Spice Standards Adopted. 


One of the most important actions 
came at the closing session, Wednesday, 
when the association adopted the revised 
standard for spices as published several 
months ago in the Reporter. As these 
standards have been previously adopted by 
other organizations party to their com- 
pilation this was the final step before they 
go to Dr. David F. Houston, Secretary of 
Agriculture, for his approval and pro- 
mulgation officially by the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. These standards 
were proposed by the joint committee on 
definitions and _ standards, representa- 
tives of pure food and drug associations 
and the U. S. Bureau of Chemistry. The 
action came under the report of the com- 
mittee to co-operate with other commit- 
tees on food definitions and was made by 
William Frear, State College, Pa. . 

One of the important papers at the first 
session, Monday morning, was not on the 
progtam. It was prepared by Dr. Edgar 
TT, Wherry, of the U. S. Bureau of 
Chemistry on micro-chemical identifica- 
tion of alcaloids, and he dwelt especially 
on those of cinchona. 

The testing of chemical reagents was 
discussed by C. C. Ewing, also from the 
Bureau of Chemistry, who summarized 
the status of the quality of chemical 
reagents found an the market during the 
last vear. He said that in general it 
was found that only a slight improvement 





existed over the abnormal conditions of 
the preceding year. That although in 
general the labels of the so-called an- 
alyzed chemicals can not be strictly re- 
lied upon, he said, the fact that one man- 
ufacturer has recently placed on the 
market a dependable line of analyzed 
chemicals, he believed promises well for 
the future. 

The most encouraging development of 
the last year in the field of chemical 
reagents, Mr. Ewing found to be the co- 
operation which was instituted by the 


American Chemical Society between the 


Bureau of Standards and manufacturers 
and primary issuers of analyzed chem- 
icals.

The afternoon session on Monday was 
divided into two sessions—one on drugs 
and the other on phosphoric acid. Dr. 
W. O. Emery of the U. S. Bureau of 
Chemistry, who was chairman of the 
drug section, spoke of the method of de- 
termining monobromated camphor in 
migraine tablets. He said the method 
depends on the reduction of the bromine 
by sodium amalgum, 

Probably the most interesting paper 
the entire conference was that of 
A. Viehoever, in charge of pharma- 
cognosy in the U. 8S. Bureau of Chem- 
istry. He discussed certain beans that 
can be obtained in large quantities, but 
which contain toxic substances such as 
glucosides containing prussic acid. Some 
poison cases have been traced to eating 
these and so far no method has been de- 
vised for cooking them in such a way 
as to eliminate the poison. 


Substitute Drug Plants. 


Dr. Viehoever also told of some mustard 
seeds that could be used to replace those 
seeds ordinarily used. In discussing me- 
dicinal plants he suggested some sub- 
stitutes to meet war needs such as Jap- 
anese aconite and Egyptian substitutes 
for beliadonna 

Because most of the leaders in the drug 
section and of the entire conference have 
been very busy on war work for the gov- 
ernment in Washington and in the States’ 
co-operation services this official work 
has taken precedence over much of the 
work that is generally put into the in- 
vestigations covered by the Association of 
Official Agricultural Chemists. 

In his report on alkaloids, H. C. Fuller, 
the associate referee on this subject, 
said:—“‘Quite a study has been made of 
methods for the quantitative separation 
and estimate of quinine and strychnine 
with speciaf reference to determining a 
method which will be accurate for the 
analysis of the class of mixtures which 
are ordinarily made in practice. In most 
of these mixtures the quantity of quinine 
is generally in excess of that of strych- 
nine. Consequently the problem becomes 
oné of determining a minute quantity of 
strychnine in the presence of a large 
amcunt of quinine.”’ ; 

Other interesting papers at the drug 
session were:—‘‘Synthetic Products,” by 
C,. D. Wright, of Washirgton;: “Balsam 
and Gum Resins,” by E. C. Merrill, 
Washington, and ‘Enzymes,’ by V. K. 
Chestnut, Washington, 

One of the important 
phesphoric acid session Munday after- 
noon was on ‘‘Potash,’”’ by T. D. Jarrell, 
of the Maryland Agricultural College, Col- 
lege Park, Md. He said that the study 
of tlie perchlorate method and the neces- 
sity for the addition of hydrochloric 
acid to the potash solution had been 
thoroughly investigated through nation- 
wide co-operative studies. 

“In view of the data reported,’’ 
“the referee concludes that the 
of 2 ec.c. of concentrated hydrochloric 
acid to the water extract of mixed fertil- 
izers and boiiing is an unnecessary op- 
eration, that its elimination is a desirable 
simplification without sacrifice to accu- 
racy. Therefore,’’ he recommends, ‘‘the 
official method of preparing the potash 
solution for mixed fertilizers should be 
amended accordingly.”’ 


Change in Perchlorate Analysis. 


On the perchlorate method he reported 
that ‘‘the results obtained through col- 
laboration indicate that it is not as sat- 
isfactory as desired, yet there appears to 
be an improvement over the results ob- 
tained in former years. Several chem- 
ists,” he explained, “get excellent re- 
sults by this method in comparison with 
the official method of analysis. In the 
perchlorate method,” he explained, “it 
is extremely important that the details 
of manipulation be followed closely, and 
he believes that the method of pro- 
cedure as given in the directions to co- 
cperators will bring about reasonable ac- 
curacy. It seems safe to assume,’ he 
said, “that the relatively wide differences

seller and buyer, and settlement made accord- 
ingly. 


This agreement to apply to the entfre crush 
of this season, except so much thereof as may 
have been sold previous to this date where 
such sales are evidenced by written contract 
or confirmation, This agreement is intended 
as a relief measure for the livestock in the 
drought-stricken areas of the country, the 
owners of livestock who are in distress, and to 
give them preference over all othere, We 
realize that if relief is to come it must come 
quickly The material now within’ the State 
furnishes the quickest means of averting dis- 
aster. 

We therefore unanimously request the Food 
Administrator to direct all shipments of sucn 
material destined for points outside of the 
State, or points in other States not drought- 
Stricken area, to such drought-stricken areas, 
until, in the opinion of the Food Administrator, 
normal conditions have returned,

tlemen have accepted these prices, and 
the cottonseed oil men, in figuring their 
cost, arriv “dl at the figures agreed upon 
in the joint meeting, which should be 
satisfactory to all parties at interest, and 
which, in my judgment, will constitute a 
compliance with the rules and regulations. 
This applies strictly to the manufacturers 
of cottonseed cake and meal.” 

Secretary Robert Gibson, of the Texas 
Crushers, has received the following tele- 
srain from the United States Fuod Ad- 
ministration at Washington:— 

Inform all interested parties they must sell 
such cottonseed cake as they own at a reason- 
able profit above cost and without regard to 
prevailing market value at time of sale. Ask 
them to communicate with Peden, Food Admin- 
istrator, Houston, who is distributing cotton- 
seed cake in drought districts, and make avail- 
able for his distribution such cake as they 
may own by contract or otherwise in Texas at 
a price not exceeding $1 per ton profit above 
cost price. If interested parties do not re- 
spond to this situation we shall consider plac- 
ing an embargo upon shipments of cake to 
points outside drought districts.

tendent’s Club was held at the Louisville 
Old Inn Fictel on Saturday evening, No- 
vember 17, the principal guests being 
George B. Heckel, of the Paint Manufac- 
turers’ Association and the Varnish Man- 
ufacturers’ Association, and L. R. At- 
wood, of Louisville. 

Mr _ Heckel talked on zine manufacture, 
but did not confine his talk to zine, citing 
Interesting Material concerning research 
work in connection with necessary substi- 
tution of new materials in paints. 

The zine mining and manufacturing 
portion of his talk was illustrated with a 
moving picture showing the mining,

crushing and general manufacturing of 
products marketed by the New Jersey 
Zine Company, and of leaded zine . 

Mr. Heckel showed the members an in- 
teresting agreement that has been drawn 
up and signed by a large number of the 
leading paint manufacturers, who have 
agreed in writing to abandon the plan of 
allowing salesmen to rebate to foremen 
and superintendents of large paint on- 
suming plants for aiding in getting their 
products used in such plants. He also 
discussed the new regulations unde1 
which the number of standard colors an¢ 
sizes of package tins will be reducea. 

The need of statistics concerning the 
number of gallons of mixed, screen, rail- 
road and other paints made in this coun- 
try each year was discugdsed by the 
speaxer, who stated that efforts were 
under way to secure such information. 

Mr. Atwood gave a short talk concern 
ing national conditions and the improve- 
ment shown in association work, and 
interest in such work throughcut the 
country. “With the cost cf producing 


mounting rapidly, it is high time that the 
manufacturers got together and worked 
together for the general benefit of the 
trade, elimination of excessive costs and 
increase in profits,’’ said the speaker. 
The club discussed research work and 


investigation of certain substitute prod- 
ucts which have been on the market for 
a short time and which various members 
of the trade have been investigating. In 
some of these products it was claimed 
that barrel lots were not equal to the 
samples submitted. Several members told 
of their experiments and of how paints 
made of such materials had darkened 
when exposed for a certain length of 
time to open air. Reports of the same 
nature from one or the other superin- 
tendents’ clubs which has been doing 
soMe research work were read.

New Formula for Denaturing Alcohol 
for Use as Motor Fuel. 
Washington, Nov. 23, 1917. 
Ths Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
Daniel C. Roper, has received a communi- 
cation from a manufacturer of San Fran- 
proposing certain formulas for the 


cisco 








denaturation of alcoho] to be used as a 
motor spirit or gasoline substitute in 
Hawaii, this correspondent desiring to 
use the formula as a denaturant for al- 
conol made of refuse material, large 
quantities of which, he says, are going 
to waste. He states that a gasoline sub- 
stitute made from this alcohol has been 
developed and tested, and that it is of 
great importance to the territory that 


the vast potential motor power in refuse 
material be conserved. owing to the diffi- 
culties of securing gasoline. 

In view of the circumstances as set 
forth by this correspondent, the commis- 
sioner has decided to authorize the fol- 
lowing formula for alcohol to be used for 
the purpose mentioned, the same to be 
designated as formula ¢, completely de- 
natured alcohol:— 

“Yo each 100 gallons of ethyl alcohol 
add five gallons of sulphuric ether, two 
gallons benzine and one gallon pyridine.” 
This formula may be used by any qual- 
ified denaturer.

The general market conditions 
throughout the week have developed 
situations strong and firm with sharp 
advances occurring often enough to 
upset any t ndency toward settledness. 
The upward movement of the drug 
market as a whole has continued up 
to the closing, and there is every in- 
dication that this movement will pro- 
ceed to yet higher levels. 

T. N. shellac was again the strong- 
est factor in a market that no other 
word would adequately describe. 
While the advance here has been only 
a& matter of-cents in the English 
market, this variety of shellac is re- 
ported at closing to be selling at 330s.

strong position of the vanilla 
beans continued to be the feature of the 
bean market. Crop shortage in Mexico 
with the added uncertainty of politica! 
unrest in the vanilla country have 
tended to strengthen the strong market 
already existing. Further reports of the 
rebel attacks on Papantala have been 
received and indicate that the insurgent 
forces are still threatening the city. 
They are reported encamped about ten 
miles inland. Government troops are 
reported to have been sent into the in- 
vaded country. Some growers have 
withdrawn to Vera Cruz and are await- 
ing the results of this action on the part 
of the Mexican government. Little cut- 
ting has been done on the green beans 
and the Indians, in fear of the bandits, 
are allowing the beans to ripen on the 
vines.

CASTOR.—No change of price was re- 
ported in the local markets. As indi- 
cated in an editorial in the Nov. 19 is- 
sue of the Oil, Paint and Drugs Re- 
porter, the problem of increasing the 
acreage of castor beans is magnified 
by the difficulty of securing sufficient 
quantities of the beans for seed pur- 
poses. All advices seem to point to the 
imports of castor beans being well be- 
low normal] at this time. The local mar- 
ket closed firm at 9@9%c. for Indian 
beans, 9% for the Manchurian variety, 
and 9c. for the South American type. 

TONKA.—Tonka beans were reported 
firm in all quarters.

VANILLA.—Estimates of the new 
crop of Mexican whole beans seem to 
indicate that it will be below normal 
and will aproximate 130,000 pounds of 
whole beans and 35,000 of cuts. The 
normal crop is in round numbers about 
360,000 pounds of whole beans and 60,000 
pounds of cuts. Sellers report no driv- 
ing necessity for selling and are willing 
to holq stocks in hand against further 
advance in the price of whole beans. 
One large seller reports holding prime 
beans at $7. This indicates the strong 
position of these beans as the closing 
prices for the whole beans was $5@6.50. 
Mexican cuts closeq at $3.683@4. The 
bourbon vanilla beans are likewise in 
Strong position. Advices from abroad 
indicate two things, First, that there is 
a fair supply in the French markets 
but that there is increasing difficulty 
being met in providing shipping space 
from the colonies. Second, that prices 
are being maintained in the foreign 
markets in an effort to protect former 
purchases, One foreign source reported 
that there were stocks of beans large 
enough to last a year in the French 
warehouses. The stocks in Paris and 
Bordeaux are reported to be about 170,- 
000 kilos. In the local market, bourbons 
are in strong position and closed at $2@ 
2.75, according to quality. South Amert-. 
can beans are in low supply in the spot 
market and are being held strongly at 
$3.50@4. Tahiti beans closed at $1.45@ 
1.55 for white label, $1.35@1.45 for green 
label, and $1.424%@1.45 for the yellow 


label. 
BERRIES. 


The berry market was quiet and 
rather inactive during the week just 
passed. No price changes were noted,

Upward price movements have been 
rather numerous in the general market 
for coal tar dyes and intermediates at 
New York during the week which has 
just closed, and with but three or four 
exceptions the balance of the list 
shows a steady to firm tone, with 
strength underlying in several in- 
stances. As a whole, the market pre- 
sents a satisfactory outlook to manu- 
facturers, in so far as prices may be 
concerned, but there is a feeling of 
uncertainty as to the future of basic 
raw materials in some cases. This un- 
certainty is due principally to the con- 
fused condition of transportation, 
which continues to show a _ great 
scarcity of ocean bottoms and inter- 
ference with shipments by rail. 

As has been the case for many 
weeks, there is a great shortage in 
many of the items on the list, and 
there appears at the present to be little 
prospect of manufacturers being able 
to accumulate any surplus’ supplies, 
owing to the continued large consum- 
ing demand which is in evidence for 
the materials in question. It has been 
this condition which has been mainly 
responsible for the advances in quo- 
tations noted this week, Greater de- 
mand for some of the commodities has 
caused a corresponding depletion in 
quantities available for spot transac- 
tions and prices for prompt shipments 
have jumped. While the increases have 
not been sharp generally, they have 
been of a_ substantial character, and, 
judging from the sentiment of pro- 
ducers, they will probably be main- 
tained at the new levels for a con- 
siderable period unless unforeseen con- 
ditions interfere. 

Though the same shortage of stocks 
has and will probably continue to ham- 
per business for some time, there has 
been a good volume of transactions 
carried out. Benzoic acid, which was 
recently comparatively easy in tone, 
has stiffened perceptibly and, while 
there is still a fairly liberal supply of 
this particular commodity, it appears 
to be rapidly disappearing under the 
larger demand, Benzol has also im- 
proved in price. Weakness is shown on 
the other hand by monochlorbenzol 
and xylol, both of which have dropped 
in price slightly. Naphthaline flakes 
are relatively strong and producers are 
firm in their offers, which is also true 
of several other items. 

Phenol shows less tension than it did 
a week ago, but this is believed to be 
merely temporary, as the Government 
continues to be the principal consumer, 
its needs continuing to take up virtual- 
ly all the production being turned 
out. Such is likewise the case with 
toluol. Some consumers succeeded re- 
cently in getting the Government to 
allow toluol producers to supply them 
to a limited extent, but beyond that 
there has been no sign of a let-up in 
the extreme tightness of this market. 
An odd car may be found, but it is 
problematical just where. 

There have been no imports during 
the week of any of the items in suffi- 
cient quantity to have a bearing on 
the market, and consumers look for 
little, if any, relief in that direction. 

ACID BENZOIC.—There is an exX~ 
ceedingly active interest being exhibited 
in the market for benzoic acid by con- 
sumers and the business placed has 
been of good proportions with a result- 
ing depletion in visible supplies. Prices 
have therefore taken an upward turn 
and holders are generally refusing to 
do better than $2.75 per pound on the 
spot, while some are quoting as higb 
as $3. Some resale lots may be obtained 
by diligent search possibly at shade 
lower figures. 

ACID H—Depending upon the seller 
quantities of H acid may be found in 
the spot market at from $2.75 and up 
$3.25 per pound. There is a fairly large 
demand in the market, though more 
business could be handled, and the mar- 
ket shows some unsettlement as a re- 
sult of the competition of second hands. 
On forward contracts the generally pre- 
vailing quotation is nominally $2.50@ 
$2.75, with a relatively quiet demand 
for futures, 

ACID NAPHTHIONIC. Crude 
naphthionic acid is offered at $1.40@1.50 
per pound, and it is probable that the 
inside figure could be shaded to $1.10, 
while the same is true of the refined 
acid which is offered at $1.75@1.85 per 
pound on the spot. The trading is quiet 
in this market, and there is little in- 
terest being evinced by consumers gen- 
erally. The undertone might be termed 
barely steady, though it is probable 


that a firm request of good proportions 
would produce a decided stiffening tend- 


ency. 





ACID SULPHANILIC.—Steady bust- 
ness is being done in the market for 
sulphanilic acid on a basis of 32@34c. 
per pound, and while there have been 
sOme small quantities reported as be- 
ing cffered at 31lc. per pound it is not 
likely that there is any to be had at 
that price at present, and the market 
presents a generally firm tone. 

ALPHA-NAPHTHOL. Quietness 
rules in the market for both crude and 
refined alpha-naphthol and there is lit- 
tle interest being shown by consumers. 
Prices are about steady, however, as 
spot supplies are not abundant and pro. 
ducers are not pressing for sales. Quo- 
tations are nominally without change 
at last week’s levels of $1.75@2 for the 
refined quality and $1.50 for the crude. 

ALPHA-NAPHTHYLAMINE, — B3:- 
cause of the number of varieties of 
alpha-naphthylamine which are being 
offered for sale in this market any tend. 
ency toward higher prices is held in 
check and there is, therefore, no altera- 
tion in quotations which are generally 
given as 65 to 70c. per pound, for spo: 
material. The inside figure, it is under- 
stood, could be shaded in some direc- 
tions. 

ANILINE OIL—Though the demand 
for aniline oil continues to be rather 
quiet producers of this material are 
relatively firm in their offers of spot 
delivery at 26@28c. per pound, with 
some holding out for 30c. per pound. 
The inside figure is generally regarded 
as the price for resale lots, while sen- 
timent among producers is generally 
bullish, based upon the situation of the 
general market for acids. 

ANILINE SALTS.—Nothing worthy 
of note has transpired in the market 
for aniline salts during the week which 
has just closed and trading has been 
quiet. Producers are optimistic in their 
sentiment regarding the outlook, how- 
ever, and continue to quote the un- 
changed level of 32@34c. per pound on 
the spot, with aniline for red also with- 
out quotable alteration at $1.12@1.15 
per pound. 

ANTHRACENE.—With only one or 
two producers in the market for high 
grade anthracene, and offering very lit- 
tle, at that, the market for anthracene 
is very firm and quotations are wholly 
nominal because of the shortage of spot 
material. A price of 50c. per pound is 
given in one direction. 

BENZIDINE.—Routine business of a 
steady character is being done in the 
market for benzidine, with both the base 
and sulphate in about equal demand, 
and not showing quotable alteration at 
last week’s levels of $1.85@1.90 per 
pound for the base and $1.45@1.50 per 
pound for the sulphate material on the 
spot. 

BENZOL.—Some good buying of ben- 
zol for delivery over the first quarter 
of 1918 js reported, and the market re- 
flects an improved demand, generally. 
Prices, while not showing quotable 
change at 45@50c. per pound for the 
pure water white quality, are steady. 
The inside figure could be shaded on 
a large bid firmly made as there is still 
a considerable quantity of surplus goods 
reported in the market. 

BETA-NAPHTHOL.—A wide range 
is shown in quotations for beta-naph- 
thol, the price depending mainly upon 
the brand and the quality called for. 
There is qa fair inquiry reported in the 
market, and some producers claim to be 
doing business on a basis of 70c. per 
pound for the unsublimed material, 
which ranges from that point down to 
65c. per pound on the spot. There is 
apparently less interest being shown in 
the sublimed quality which is un- 
changed at 85@90c. per pound, though 
the movement may be termed moderate. 
The U. S. P. quality is offered at $1.20@ 
1.50 per pound. 

BETA-NA PHTHYLA MINE.—Dullness 
continues to rule in this market, and it 


is evident that the immediate require- 
ment of consumers for the present have 
been careq for. What business is be- 
ing transacted, however, is of a steady 
nature and prices are unaltered at 


$1.65@2.00 per pound for the technical 
grade, and at $2.65 per pound for the 
sublimed. 

CREOSOTE OIL.—Quotations for 
creosote oil, 25 per cent test, are with- 
out alteration and are firm at 85@40c. 
per gallon on the spot and nearby de- 


liveries. While there has been no im- 
provement in the demand there has 
been no substantial increase in the 


quantity of supplies available for spot 
transactions and the market is, there- 
fore, comparatively firm in tone. 
CRESOL.—Producers of cresol gen- 
erally refuse to do business at lower 
than 18@20c, per pound for the U. §. P. 
quality, though there may be some re-

DINITROBENZOL.—Falling off. in 
the volume of inquiries and a corre- 
sponding slackening in the amount of 
business being placed has resulted ina 
slight decline in quotations for dinitro- 
benzol. Supplies are in more liberal 
quantity and the market exhibits a 
weaker undertone 


DINITROPHENOL.—While demand 
is comparatively slow, it is somewhat 
better than heretofore and _ prices, 


which reacted a week ago, have stiff- 
ened somewhat and offers are now be- 
ing made at 55@60c. per pound, repre- 
senting an advance of 3c. per pound on 
the inside quotation. Contracts, it is 
reported, are held at 50@52c. pert 
pound, with the higher price the gen- 
era] rule. The tone is steady. 

DINITROCHLORBENZOL, — Last 
week's level of 40@42c. per pound is 
being maintained in the market for 
dinitrochlorbenzol, though the market 
is rather quiet and without feature 
worthy of comment. Light supplies 
are having the effect of sustaining the 
market’s position on the spot. 

DINITROTOLUOL.—Export sources 
continue to be the chief interest in the 
market for dinitrotoluol, though there 
is also a fair call evidenced by domes- 
tic consumers. The market is steady 
at last week’s range of 55c. and up- 
ward per pound. 

DIPHENYLAMINE. Nominally 
there has been no change in the mar- 
ket for diphenylamine and there is % 
moderate interest being shown by do- 
mestic consumers, with a smal] export 
inquiry noted. There is little in the 
way of feature to the trading and the 
market is generally dull, with prices 
at $1@1.10 per pound on the spot. 

META - PHENYLENEDIAMINE.— 
Moderate supplies of meta-phenylene-

The decline was due mainly to 
a falling off in the consuming demand, 
which has not been unusually large for 
some time. Producers are regarding 
the outlook with confidence, however, 
and there is no pressure to sell. 

NAPHTHA.—While the range of 
prices for solvent water white naphtha 
has narrowed in that the highest fig- 
ure reported during the week was 22c. 
per pound as compared to an outside 
figure of 25c. a week ago, there has 
been no weakening in the market 
generally and producers are still firm 
in their inside quotation. The hold- 
ers appear to have reached a closer 
idea as to the range at which buyers 
will do business.

NAPHTHALINE.—AsS buyers are 
showing considerably more _ interest, 
particularly for flake material, the 
market for naphthaline exhibits a 
firmer tone and prices are more tight- 
ly held by producers who are general- 
ly refusing to shade 9%c. per pound 
with quotations ranging up to 10c, for 
spot material.

ORTHO-NITROTOLUOL.—Scattered 
lots of ortho-nitrotoluol are reported 
as in the market at a shade under the 
prevailing quotations of 75@$1.10 per 
pound’ on the spot.

ORTHO-TOLUIDINE.—Round lots 
of ortho-toluidine are offered at the 
unaltered figure of 90@$1.05 per pound 
on the spot.

PARA-AMIDOPHENOL—Wide price 
ranges are exhibited in the market 
for para-amidophenol, quotations de- 
pending largely upon the quantity 
sought and the time of shipment de- 
sired.

Taking the general list of dye bases 
and dyewoods on the market at New 
York as a whole, the average price 
movement hag been upward rather than 
downward, though there has been no 
Sharp advance in any one commodity, 
with the possible exception of tin crys- 
tals, The changes that have occured 
were expected ang were to a large ex- 
tent discounteq by the consuming buy- 
ers while speculative interests have peen 
pretty well cleaned out of spot supplies 
on which to base any efforts to obtain 
higher levels. The confusing situation 
relative to ocean and rail transporta- 
tion still continues and is preventing a1 
rivals of imports as well as the hand- 
ling of shipments from works to con- 
sumers. 

There has been no betterment in so far 
as stocks available for prompt ship- 
ments of various items are concerned 
and actual business is hampered largely 
through the scantiness existing. This 
is true of the greater proportion of the 
items. Transactions during the week, 
while of a somewhat limited character 
in that respect, have been satisfactory, 
however, and the market is relatively 
firm in tone as a unit. 

The sharpest advance was that made 
in the price of tin crystals for which 
the market js feeling the scarcity of the 
basic raw material. Acetate of soda is 
also light in supply and holders are 
neither numerous nor anxious. This is 
true, too, of the market for bichromate 
of soda and bichromate of potash. 
While the bichromates have recently re- 
flected some weakness, they have ap- 
parently recovered their equilibrium 
and are again relatively firm. The soda 
quality is particularly improved in tone, 
and predictions are being rather freely 
made that materially higher prices will 
prevail for this commodity next year. 
The predictions are based on the as- 
sumption that the Government will re- 
quire immense quantities of chrome 
vanadium steel for the great aeroplane 
fleet which is to be turned out ang it 
will consequently take great quantities 
of chrome ore, the basic material of bi- 
chromate of soda, which is used in 

* hardening the steel. 

Logwood extract continues to be in 
g00d demand and there is small pros- 
pect of prices for this commodity be- 
ing lowered, as freight rates appear 
to be constantly moving upward and 
labor is daily getting more scarce. This 
is also having an effect on other ex- 
tracts. Quercitron extract is one that 
is meeting with an unusually large de- 
mand, which comes from the makers 
of khaki dyes, for which there is, of 
course, an unprecedented demand. The 
dye makers, it is reliably Stated, find 
that quercitron extract is equal, if not 
better, to fustic extract ang is lower in 
price. It also makes a dye, which it is 
stated, shows splendid ability to with- 
Stand the action of washing and light. 

Persian berries are said to be unob- 
tainable in the United States as their 
point ef origin is Smyrna, all inter- 
course with which has, as js well known. 
been shut off by the war, and it is not 
believed that any quantities of the 
material are to be found in this country. 
The Persian berry extract, which is oc- 
casionally quoted, is said to be a com- 
position of fustic extract and extract 
of quecitron bark. 

ACETATE OF SODiA.—Only a lim- 
ited amount of acetate of soda is being 
offered for sale in the open market 
and manufacturers are generally well 
booked up for the remainder of the 
year. Holders of the commodity have 
therefore tightened their offers and the 
market exhibits a very firm tone, with 
prices ranging from 13%ec, to 15c. per 
pound for spot. 

ALBUMEN.—Recent arrivals of egg 
albumen from China have been quickly 
absorbed by the large demand which 
continues to be evident in this market 
and to meet which supplies continue to 
be inadequate with the result that quo- 
tations for the material are nominal 
and without quotable change from the 
range of a week ago which is $1@1.05 
per pound. The blood quality is rela- 
tively the same as to prices and con- 
ditions, and while a quotation of 55@ 
60c. per pound is heard, it is doubtful 
if there is any of the material to be 
had at those figures in the open mar- 
ket, 

ANTIMONY SALTS.—Anything like 
adequate supplies of antimony salts are 
stated by the trade to be out of the 
question, and while some offers of the 
65 per cent. quality at 65c. and upward 
per pound are heard, quotations are 
hard to get on the 47 per cent, or the 
75 per cent, material. The last named 
is nominally quoted at 55c. per pound. 
There is a very firm undertone to the 
market, but actual transactions are 


few and the market presents an ap- 
pearance of dulness, 

BICHROMATES.—While prices for 
the bichromates, both soda and potash, 
are nominally unaltered from last 
week’s level the market exhibits more 
firmness in tone and manufacturers are 
limited in their offers of the soda qual- 
ity at 18@18l%c, per pound for spot and 
nearby deliveries, with the outside fig- 
ure generally prevailing and few pro- 
ducers making offers. For the potash 
quality the prevailing figures are 45@ 
i6e. per pound. ‘There is still a large 
and unsatisfied inquiry reported for 
both qualities. Contracts for bichro- 
mate of soda over 1918 are being of- 
fered at 16%@1ic,. per pound, depending 
upon the quantity desired. It is freely 
predicted that prices for the soda ma- 
terial will be very much higher next 
year, as it is forecast that the basic 
raw material will be taken up largely 
by the government for use in the man- 
ufacture of chrome vanadium steel, 
which latter material will be needed in 
large quantities for the production of 
aeroplanes, 

COCHINEAL.—Recent arrivals of 
cochineal were fairly liberal and the 
consuming interest appears to have 
been satisfied, at least for the present, 
with the result that the market is 
rather dull and without feature under 
a smaller demand. Supplies are, how- 
ever, by no means abundant and prices 
are firmly maintained at the recently 
prevailing levels of 54@55c. per pound 
for the silver Teneriffe quality, 55@59c. 
per pound for the rosy black, and 54@ 
55e per pound for the gray black. The 
last-mentioned quality is in the great- 
est demand, while there are no sup- 
plies of the Madras quality available 
in the open market and prices are 
nominal. : 

CUTCGH.—Demand of fairly heavy 
proportions remains unsa‘tisfied in the 
market for cutch as a result of there 
being no visible supplies to meet the 
requirements. Recent arrivals of this 
material have been almost totally ab- 
sorbed and quotations while unchanged 
are nominal. They are 15@l7c per 
pound for cutch in boxes and 17@19c 
per pound for the material shipped in 
bales. The tone is very firm. 

DEXTRINES.—Steady business of a 
routine character is reporjed in the 
market for dextrines and features are 
lacking in the trading which is re- 
stricted by continued shortage of sup- 
plies, Nominal quotations for the 
various qualities are 17¢c per pound for 
imported po.ato dextine; 7.50c per 
pound for British gum; 14%c per pound 
for domestic potato and 7c per pound 
for corn dextrine, 

DIVI-DIVI.—Light trading is re- 
ported in the market for divi-divi, but 
as recent arrivals of this commodity 
have been pret’y well absorbed and of- 
fers are more limited prices are firmly 
held at $60@62 per ton with the outside 
figure generally prevailing for spot 
business. Forward shipments are of- 
fered at $50@$60 per ton. Divi-divi ex- 
tract is quoted in one direction at 6c 
per pound, basis 25 per cent tanning, 
and a large demand is reported for that 
material by the maker. 

FUSTIC.—Request for fustic logs is 
regarded as of fair proportions while 
the supply of sticks available for spot 
business is being depleted materially 
under a lack of large arrivals. Quota- 
tions for the logs are relatively firm 
at $50@$58 per ton with young roots 
held at $45 per ton. There is qa heavy 
demand for fustic extract and manu- 
facturers are offering the material at 
25@26c per pound for the solid extract 
and 16@1lic per pound for the 51-degree 
liquid, with the outside figures gen- 
erally prevailing and little offered at 
the lower price. 

GAMBIDPR.—Spot supplies of com- 
mon gambier are being gradually di- 
minished and holders are firm in their 
quotations of 18@19¢c per pound, wnthe 
the plantation qualiy is offered at 16@ 
l7c per pound. Java cubes are quoted 
at 283@24c per pound and No, 1 Singa- 
pore cubes at 29@3lc, both of which 
quotations are 1c higher than prevailed 
a week ago. Gambier extract for im- 
mediate shipment is offered at 10@12c 
per pound with an ac’\ive demand re- 
ported. 

INDIGO.—Buyers have pretty well 
absorbed the recent arrivals of indigo 
and there has been a slackening in the 
demand for indigo for immediate ship- 
ment. Quotations are nominally’ un- 
altered at $3@$3.25 per pound for Ben- 
gal; $2.80@$2.90 for Kurpahs; §$2.25@ 
$2.50 for Guatemala, and $3@$3.25 per 
pound for Oudes. The Madras quality 
is held at $1.10, but there is little of 
the material to be had and the largest 
demand is reported for the Oudes and 
Guatemala grades.

A better tone developed in this mar- 
ket the past week and with the excep- 
tion of a few commodities. moderate 
advances were named throughout the 
list. The trade demand was not partic- 
ularly active, however, and the general 
tendency seemed to be to buy as re- 
quirements made it necessary, a policy 
which has been followed for a long 
time. Some grades at the moment are 
scarce and prices are bringing a prem- 
ium, but despite this fact there is in- 
quiry in the market for moderate 
amounts, these grades of fertilizers ap- 
parently being needed at this time. As 
to the future the outlook is understood 
to be bright and the large manufactur- 
ers are confident of doing a good busi- 
ness. The reports coming in from 
salesmen on the road seem to confirm 
these ideas and the expectations are for 
a big demand for the finished grades 
of fertilizers as the seasons gets under 
way. The consumers throughout the 
South are now placing orders to meet 
these requirements for these qualities 
and the producers have been urging in- 
terests to secure contracts as soon as 
possible so that the matter of delivery 
can be attended to. The feeling pre- 
vails that the government will have to 
do something to insure the delivery of 
goods so that sufficient soil preparation 
for the big crops can be made. Un- 
doubtedly some efforts along these lines 
will be made, but what the makers are 
trying to force home is that at these 
unusual times it is not wise to delay 
purchases to the last moment when 
shipments will take weeks to make. 

The prospects of higher prices than 
prevailed a year ago does not seem to 
cut down the trade. It is realized, ap- 
parently, that no other way out for 
the manufacture was possible. Higher 
producing costs and the sharp advances 
taking place right along in the prices 
of the raw materials made this action 
necessary. One satisfactory method 
now in force was the adoption of the 
200-pound bag as the standard and the 
doing away with the various sizes 
which have been on the market for 
some time. By this it is easier to ar- 
rive at prices governing extra charges 
where the cost of packing was con- 
sidered and it is also a saving for the 
consumer, for this size bag makes fully 
two of the old, with a consequent re- 
duction of about 60 cents in the price 
of mixtures. % 


One of the exceptions to the rule for 
the general sirength was the position of 
nitrates, particularly for goods on the 
spot. Reselling continued and prices 
reacted another 10 points or so, bring- 
ing the level down to the lowest reached 
on the reaction started a short while 
ago. It is understood that the trade 
demand is fair, but as a rule the tend- 
ency is to hold off in the expectations 
of a further decline. Talk of the gov- 
ernment placing increased tonnage in 
the Chilean trade route for the ex- 
pressed purpose of bringing about 
larger shipments accounts for this un- 
settled state. However, the position of 
sulphate of ammonia braced during the 
week and a firmer tone all around was 
noted. Reselling disappeared and with 
a better demand in spot circles prices 
recovered the loss noted the week 
previous. Interests in control of the 
market were not offering to any mate 
rial extent, while manufacturers are 
running to capacity in an effort to meet 
all contracts. The export situation has 
not changed and exporters having con- 
signments for countries other than the 
allieg governments are unable to ob- 
tain export licenses. Fish scrap is not 
attracting much attention at this time. 
The season in Chesapeake Bay is con- 
sidered at an end and practically all of 
the fish factories have disposed of their 
output. Further South the fishing is 
unders‘ood to be better, but the de- 
mand for this grade as a fertilizer the 
entire season has been moderate in 
view of the high prices asked. As far 
as the phosphates and the potashes 
were concerned( there was nothing par- 
ticularly startling the past week. The 
demand for domestic pyrites is good 
and the producers have orders on their 
books, according to the authorities, 
who are in a position to know, for 
months ahead. Prices are strong and 
likely to remain so for a long period. 
The foreign qualities are in a purely 
nominal position. Transportation dif- 
ficulties make the importa jions of large 
amounts practically out of the ques- 
tion at this time. Furthermore the high 
freights and the scarcity of steamers 
place the price to the ultimate con- 
sumer at a.level far from attractive, 


NITROGEN FERTILIZERS. 


DRIED BLOOD.—The market posi- 
tion was quite strong during the week 
just closed and the recently named 
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advances were maintained throughout 
the list. The reports received from 
various sources indicated that the 
stock on hand was moderate and that 
there is not much prospect of any ma- 
terial increase in the near future. At 
the close sellers were asking from 6.25 
to 6.35 per unit for dried blood, 12-13 
Pp. c. ammonia f. o. b. New York, 
while tankage prices f. 0. b. New York 
were bringing 6.40 per unit. Western 
grades were reported stronger and 
prices are now the best reached the 
past few weeks. Small stocks are a 
feature and the demand is understood 
to be improving. However, the atti- 
tude of buyers is not to rush into the 
market at this time, figuring that 
there is not likely to be any notable 
decline and that there is no reason 
for carrying heavy stocks at this 
time. The large manufacturers are 
confident that as the season advances 
the buying power will increase ma- 
terially and that prices are likely to 
go higher than ever. In the Southern 
districts of the country a better trade 
is understood to be underway and full 
prices are being paid. Consumers 
are in position to meet these high 
levels in view of the good prices ob- 
tained for all crops the past year. 
FISH SCRAP.—Leading handlers 
made little, if any, change in the 
price of this commodity the past 
week. At the close sellers were ask- 
ing 6.67% and 10 for fish scrap dried, 
1l p. c. ammonia and 14 p. c. bone 
phosphate f. o. b. delivered Southern 
points. The season in the North is 
about over, fishing operations in 
Chesapeake Bay having stopped a few 
weeks ago. It is understood that 
most of the fish factories have sold 
their holdings and have suspended 
business for the _ season. Present 
prices are about the best of the up- 
ward movement which has been in 
evidence for some time. As a rule 
these are above the figures for other 
ammoniates, but the trade demand 
the past season was generally good. 
Only toward the end of the season 
when prices reached this high level 
did the consuming trade show a ten- 
dency to stay out of the market. The 
Southern reports indicate that the oil 
remaining in the hands of producers 
is moderate, but the inquiry is light 
as other oils are selling at a lower 
figure and being absorbed by this 
class of trade. London advices stated 
that fluctuations in the catches of 
fish occur, but on the whole supplies 
are very small as compared with 
peacetime figures. Raw material for 
fish guano, therefore, is also circum- 
scribed in quantity, and prices rule 


high. Stocks at most points are 
small and comparatively unimportant. 
NITRATE OF SODA.—For — spot 


goods the market continued weak and 
prices were lowered again the past 
week. At the close sellers were asking 
from $4.65 to $4.70 per 100 pounds for 
nitrate of soda, 95 per cent., with most 
of the offerings in the way of resales. 
The features of the market were not 
materially changed from those pre- 
vailing a week or so ago. The nat- 
ural tendency on the part of consum- 
ers is to hold off as much as possible, 
expecting to see a further reaction, 
but there is, nevertheless, a fair trade 
passing and the offerings are being 
well taken care of. Not much inquiry 
is noted for future shipment and the 
position of this market remains steady. 
Prices at the close averaged from $4.65 
to $4.75 per 100 pounds. The principal 
item in the trade accounting for the 
weaker trend to prices is the belief 
that the Government soon intends to 
replace steamers taken from the Chil- 
ean trade routes shortly after the out- 
break of the war, which means larger 
imports and deliveries on long overdue 
contracts. Considerable attention is 
also heing given to the reports that 
the Chilean officials have under con- 
sideration plans whereby a _ buying 
commission of some sort will be estab- 
lished that will handle all orders com- 
ing from the Allied governments, 
which should put an end to the wild 
speculation noted for some time past. 
Such a course would also establish a 
better trading basis that would work 
to the benefit of both the seller and 
the buyer. ; 
SULPHATE OF AMMONIA. — A 
steadier tone featured this trade and 
the factors responsible for the recent 
decline were removed from the market 
the past week. Prices at the close av- 
eraged from $6.90 to $6.95 for sulphate 
of ammonia, prompt shipment and fu- 
tures from. $7.15 to $7.25 per 100 pounds, 
Reselling was not so large and the 
offerings coming on the market were 
readily absorbed, as the demand was 
reported as good. Much of this sur- 
plus stock, which was responsible for 
the recent setback, has been taken by 
strong hands. The manufacturers in

this country are producing large quan- 
tities, but apparently every pound is 
needed for delivery on contracts made 
soie time ago, and there is no partic- 
ular accumulation of supplies looked 
for from this quarter. Nothing néw 
has developed in regard to the export 
situation. Licenses are just as hard 
as ever to obtain and shippers are 
finding it impossible to export to any 
country other than the Allied Govern- 


ments. 
PHOSPHATES. 


ACID PHOSPHATES. — A steady 
market position featured this trade the 
past week, and prices were well main- 
tained throughout the list. The de- 
mand, as reported by acid manufactur- 
ers, is not out of the ordinary, but the 
tendency is to ask full prices on all or- 
ders in view of the light stocks avail- 
able at this time. <A situation which 
must also be considered now is the fact 
that producers have a good outlet for 
acids of nearly all kinds and are 
naturally not particularly anxious to 
force prices lower in order to create a 
trade for this quality. There is dif- 
ficulty in securing raw materials which 
also enters into the market as an im- 
portant item. All grades of bones were 
steadily held on the basis of the pre- 
vious market report. A little more at- 
tention has been devoted to steamed 
bone meal during the past week in the 
English markets. Deliveries of this fer- 
tilizer can be had with little or no de- 
lay, and the price of 1 per cent. and 60 
per cent. material, £10. 5s. in bags, Mid. 
lands works, is not regarded as out of 
the way at present. Generally, Indian 
bone meal is in smaller supply than 
ever, and the recently recorded high 
prices fail to bring out amounts worth 
considering. At Bristol bone meal is 
quoted £14. 10s. to £15 per ton. 

PUOSPHATE ROCK.—The demand 
was again more or less routine for all 
qualities, but the general tone was 
steady. However, prices were un- 
changed in comparison with the pre- 
vious report. High transportation 
charges and the difficulty in securing 
cars for shipment to the Eastern mar- 
kets has much to do with the curtail- 
ment of trade. Asking prices at the 
close averaged from $4 to $4.50 per ton 
for South Carolina phosphate rock, 
kiln dried, f. o. b. Ashley River and for 
Florida high-grade phosphate hard 
rock 77 per cent. f. o. b. Florida ports 
$5.50@6 per ton, 


POTASH SALTS. 


{nterest continued limited in this 
market the past week and the only 
business heard of wag a sale of 5 tons 
of sulphate of potash at $385 per ton, 
probably the highest point reached yet. 
No business was reported in muriate 
grades of 80 to 85 per cent., and clos- 
ing prices were on the basis of $340 to 
$359 per ton. Of course all quotations 
at this time are entirely nominal. What 
little buying is being done from time 
to time whenever any supply is avail- 
able is principally for chemical inter- 
ests, 

The palpitating question of the ultimate des-~ 
tiny of Alsace brings the economists’ minds 
inexorably back to that of potash; and the 
Usine takes an extensive survey of the potash 
situation in Alsace in the course of which it 
observes that the potassic mines of Alsace con- 
tain mineral of very superior quality to that 
of Stassfurt. That is correct, but Stassfurt 
does not indicate all the potash of Germany. 
Stassfurt was, about 1860, the cradle of this 
most extraordinary  Ndustry, but after the 
telling Prussian mineral law of 1865, the im- 
mense Permian potassic deposit was discov- 
ered little by little over a surface of hundreds 
of thousands of hectares, of which a consider- 
able part is equal in quality to those of the 
Mulhausen deposit. Even after the separation 
of Alsace from Germany that country will re- 
tain several times over the equivalent fn 
quantity and quality of the Alsatian deposits. 
This can be seen clearly from the most recent 
table of participations found in each of the 
German mines included in the Potash Syndi- 
cate, where each of them obtains a quota pro~ 
portional to its intrinsic value as to the qual- 


ity of the salts, their tonnage, the import- 
ance of their installations, etc. These quotas 
were fixed by a committee of arbitration of 


which the impartiality cannot be contested 

PYRITES.—Decidedly strong prices 
again featured this trade, but the gen- 
eral run of quotations was about un- 
changed trom those of a week ago. 
Most of the interest is displayed in the 
domestic qualities of which manufac- 
turers are understood to have large or. 
ders waiting delivery. Asking prices 
at the close were 6n the basis of 20c. 
per unit for concentrates f, o. b. mills. 
As to foreign grades there is not much 
interest being displayed. Freight rates 
and the great scarcity of steamers will 
not permit activity. After all costs 
have been paid the imported ore come 
very close to the price of brimstone, 
which is enough to turn the demand to 
this commodity. 


BALTIMORE. 


Baltimore, Nov. 23, 1917. 
Though there is an absence of important 
new developments in the fertilizer trade the 
situation continues quite satisfactory, not 


alone from the standpoint of the manufacturers 
of mixtures, but also from that of the buyer. 
The former continue to report that much in- 
terest is manifested among the dealers in mix- 
tures, who take to the new price list readily 
enough and show a cominendable disposition 
to co-operate with the manufacturers in the 
matter of the abolition of different sizes in 
bags. All are apparently ready to accept the 
200-pound bag of uniform shape as tending to 
facilitate the work of distribution, apart from 
the consideration that at least 50 cents a ton 
is saved by this standardization. 

There is every indication that the actual 


shipping season will begin much earlier fhan 
usual, perhaps by the middle of December, and 
certainly by the end of next month, so that 
the manufacturers will have far more time 
than ordinarily in which to get out their pro- 
duction. The buyers seem still to apprehena 
serious impairment of the transportation fa- 
cilities and manifest a desire to make sure 
of supplies, in which they feel there is not 
likely to be any margin over the demand, bur 
rather @ shortage. These reasons have com- 
bined to stimulate interest among the buyers, 
and the results already available leave no 
doubt that the volume of business in mixtures 
wili attain very impressive proportions, As 
for the movement in crude stocks, it does not 
assume wide scope for the present. The 
manufacturers evidently feel that they have 
made adequate provision for their needs, and 
until heavy demands upon them develop sup- 
plementary requirements, they will not be 
eager to take up further crude materials in 
quantities, 

The general situation, therefore, has an ap- 
pearance of quiet, which is likely to continue 
for the present. This quiet, however, is-not to 
be construed as proof of weakness, for the 
holders of crude materials adhere quite firmly 
to their prices, which are near the highest 
levels recorded. Here and there an occasional 
easing off is noted, to be sure, but such de- 
velopments are either temporary or can be 
traced to reasOns apart from considerations 
that might suggest an impairment of strength. 
There is every indication that the amount of 
business done during the next season will 


reach impressive figures and that the returns 
realized will leave satisfactory margins of 
profit. The coMsumers are convinced that 
mixtures cannot be produced at the old prices, 
and they are accepting the situation with 
commendable readiness to smooth out diffi- 
culties, War conditions have brought about a 


greater degre of confidence between the manu- 
facturers and the buyers than, perhaps ever 
before existed, and this improved feeling is to 
be regarded as a great gain. 

FISH SCRAP.—The menhaden season in the 
Chesapeake Bay is practically at an _ end. 
Some of the boats have continued at work, 
but the results attained by them have been 
very different and all are about ready to 
lay up for the winter. While the weather has 
been quite pieasant for this time of tne year, 
the run of menhaden has shown no improve- 
ment, and the season will go down on the 
records as one of the least successful in point 
of volume, As for prices, they have helpea 
materially to make up for deficiencies in the 
catch, for they have ruled high and very 
steady. For perhaps the first time virtually 
the same quotations have held from the begin- 
ning to the end, the fish factories naving 
asked $6.50 and 10 at factory from the start, 
and this is the price also at the close. Stocks 
of scrap are practically cleaned up, and only 
some of the fish oil remains to be disposed of 
Which is not proving as easy as could be de- 
sired by the holders because of the extensive 
resort by users of oils to substitutes which 
can be obtained at lower prices, Such stocks 
of oil as remain are held at approximately 86 
cents per gallon, and this figure may be 
realized by waiting, though sales have been 
made at less of late, 

TANKAGE.—With no apparent change in the 
general trade conditions, tankage was marked 
up 9 cents a unit in the course of the past 
week, the latest quotation being $6.45 and 10 
for 11 and 16 high grade ground tankage, c. 
a. f. basis Baltimore. The only explanation 
that anyone could offer for the stiffening in 
price was that the trade was one week nearer 
to the commencement of the shipping season, 
and to the possible coming out of additional 
orders from the manufacturers of mixtures 
who are better able at this time to judge as 
to their probable and possible requirements, 
now that they have had an opportunity to 
hear from their salesmen who have kept in 
touch with the dealers. The movement of 
tankage in this section is not impressive, and 
decided quiet is said to prevail, a state of 
affairs for which transportation troubles may 
be in large part responsible. It is entirely pos- 
sible, of course, that in the erritory closer 
to the big Western producers a more active 
inquiry preVails, 

GROUND BLOOD.—While tankage showed 
an upward tendency, the other animal am- 
moniate, blood, remaised stationary at $6.42%, 
c. a. f. basis Baltimore. with the market de- 
cidedly quiet and no developments that might 
have suggested a material change before very 
long. Information from the South, as the chief 
buyer of ground blood, was reassuring enough 
in so far as the general attitude of buyers 
toward fertilizer mixtures is concerned, but 
there was no such feeling evident as might 
Suggest a spurt. The large Western producers 
maintain their attitude of confidence, however, 
and even though the conditions may not 
prompt a further advance, the steadiness shown 
at the present extraordinary level leaves no 
doubt as regards the confidence of the sellers. 

ACID PHOSPHATE.—The market as _ re- 
gards acid phosphate remained unchanged, 
with the rick and acid Situations a sufficient 
guarantee against material recessions, even 
though the demand from the manufacturers 
of mixtures might leave something to be de- 
sired. The demand for sulphuric acid in the 
face of the prevailing shortage of raw ma- 
terials is too strong to enable the producers 
to accumulate any considerable stocks of acid 
phosphate, and consequently, recessions are 
not to be looked for, even if the needs of the 
buyers do not at present attain very impressive 
proportions. The quotation on -14 per cent. acid 
peearaate is still $15, with 16 per cent. stock 
a . 

NITRATE OF SODA.—The expectation of 
government aid in bringing nitrates from 
Chile had the effect of further depressing the 
quotations on nitrate of soda during the last 
week, and the figure given for spot and future 
delivery was set at $4.62%. The general tone 
of the trade as far as it could be observed 
here was rather quiet, though interest in the 
market seemed to be keen, 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—Nothing more 
definite than has been stated in the last few 
months about sulphate of ammonia is to be - 
set forth in regard to this material. The out- 
put of the producers is handled at a central 
point, and seems to find such a ready demand 
that the offerings which reach the open mar- 
ket are small. The trale here is still without 
quotations, and the prices realized in the oc- 
casional sales vary considerably, though they 
are generally around $6.90 or $ 

BONE.—No imporaant modifications of the 
Situation with respect to bone are to be re- 
ported. The holders of stocks take the view 
that they will be able to dispose of their sup- 
plies without the need of making concessions, 
while the absence of urgent immediate needs 
on the part of the buyers disposes them to 
maintain a waiting attitude. Since no weak- 
ening in other ammoniates has taken place, 
bone holds its own, but the absence of a fur- 
ther rise in oaher ammoniates also serves to 
keep bone at the present level. The prices 
quoted are still around $40 for 4% and 60 
ground raw bone, and $32 for 3 and 50 ground 
steamed bone, with the movement seemingly 
much restricted. 


CHICAGO. 


Chicago, Nov. 23, 1917. 


The market in animal ammoniates grew con- 
siderably stronger all along the line here dur 
ing the interval since the last report. The 
upward trend of prices is attributed to the 
small supplies now on the market, Despite 








the fact that most consumers are filling only 
their immediate requirements pending a posi- 
tive indication of the government's intentions 
regarding the prices of packing house by-prod- 
ucts, there is sufficient demand here to take 
care of all offerings. In fact, the demand is 
inclined to exceed offerings. 

The most important price advances of the 
week were 5@10c. per unit of ammonia on 
blood, both ground and unground, 30@35c. per 
unit of ammonia on ground tankage, and 25c. 
per unit of ammonia on garbage tankage. 
Even some of the bone items, which have been 
on the downward path during the last few 
weeks, turned completely around and advanced 
50c. or so per ton. A general advance of $10 
per ton on hoofs also was reported. The only 
decline in prices which became apparent within 
the week was $5 a ton on flat shin bones. 

Brokers, manufacturers and consumers of fer- 
tilizers here are anxiously awaiting the prom- 
ised statement of Joseph P. Cotton, chief of 
the meat division here of the Federal food 
administration. The announcement is expected 
momentarily, and although most of the men 
in the trade seem to take it for granted that 
there will be little or no regulation of the 
prices of by-products, all are eager to get 
positive information on that point. ‘The sen- 
timent seems to be that in order to stimulate 
the productions of all greases, fertilizers and 
Other packing house by-products so essential 
for war purposes, the government will main- 
tain as liberal an attitude as possible toward 
this branch of the packing house industry. 

The prevailing quotations for fertilizers, all 
f. o. b. Chicago in carload lots, follow:— 

HIGH GRADE GROUND BLOOD.—Sales are 
reported at $6.15 per unit of ammonia for Im- 
mediate shipment, an advance of 5c. over last 
week's price. Some packers are holding out 
for $6.20 per unit of ammonia, apparently con- 
fident that any change in the market will be 
upward. 

UNGROUND AND CRUSHED BLOOD.— 
Sales of this by-product are reported at $6@6.05 
per unit of ammonia, an advance of 5@10c. 
over last week. and here today manufacturers 
are asking 5c. more per unit of ammonia. 

HIGH GRADE GROUND TANKAGE.—This 
product has just experienced a greater ad- 
vance than was noted during any one week 
and many months, rising from $5.75@5.80 to 
$6.10 per unit of ammonia and 10c. additional 
per unit of B. P. L. 

UNGROUND AND CRUSHED TANKAGE.— 
Quoted at $5.80@5.90 per unit of ammonia. 

GROUND CONCENTRATED TANKAGE.— 
The market remains firm around $6 per unit of 
ammonia, although $6.05 is being asked for 
other offerings. 

UNGROUND CONCENTRATED TANKAGE. 
—Olferines at $5.75@5.80 per unit of ammonia. 

HAIR TANKAGE.—This market is steady at 
$3.25@3.75 per unit of ammonia, according to 
quality. 

LIQUID STICK.—This article, packed in 
double-headed tierces, is quoted at $3.25 per 
unit of ammonia. There is little of it on the 
market. 

GARBAGR TANKAGE.—For the second time 
within a fortnight municipal or garbage tank- 
age shows a 25c. per unit of ammonia advance. 
With supplies low, the production contracted 
for many months ahead and about the only 
offerings available being resale lots, there is 
a good demand for this product. It is now 
quoted at $4.75@5 per unit of amnonia, plus 
10c. per unit of B. P. L. and $1.50 per unit 
of notash. 

STEAMED BONE, GROUND.—No change in 
this market is apparent, the quotation remain- 
ing at $25@26.50 a ton. 

STEAMED BONE, UNGROUND.—This com- 
modity, which recently lest strength through 
the lack of demand resulting from the inability 
to secure labor and other causes, this week 
regained a bit of strength. now being quoted 
at an advance of 50c., or $23.90@24 a ton. 

RAW BONE MEAL.—This commodity, which 
lost several dollars per ton a week ago, re- 
mained firm curing the week and is still quoted 
at $30@32 a ton. 

HOOF MEAIL.—An advance of S@l5c. per 
unit of ammonia brought this market up to 
$6. Trading. however, is rot heavy. 

BONBPS.—The weakness prevalent in this 
branch of the market dvring recent weeks 
continued to be manifest during the last seven- 
day ‘perioi, but not in so marked a degree as 
during the previous week. Parkers’ skull, 
jaw and knuckle bones are quoted at $35@38 
per ton: hog bones, $30@32 a ton; flat shin 
bones, $45 a ton, or $5 below last week’s 
market; cut bones and_ gelatine combined 
around $45 a ton. 

HOOFS.—The hoof market, stimulated by 
the continued demand for button-making ma- 
terial from army uniform manufacturers, ad- 
vaneed $10 a ton on all grades. No. 1 packers’ 
hoofs are quoted at $75@S80 a ton and oréinary 
mixed packers at $65 a ton. 5

LOGWOOD.—With Haitian logwood 
sticks offered at from $33 to $38 and 
the Mexican quality ranging from $37 
to $48, dapending upon ‘he seller, the 
market for logwood shows firmness. 
While supplies are about adequate to 
the demand the constantly increasing 
cost of freight is a large factor in pre- 
venting lower prices. Lozwood extract 
is in good demand and the solid is of- 
fered a* 18@20c per pound with the 51- 
degree liquid at 9@12c and the 42-degree 
at 8@1le per pound. Logwood crystals 
are firmly held at 24c per pound and it 
is reported that high prices have been 
offered by consumers for prompt ship- 
ments. Makers of the logwood crystals 
are pretty well sold up to February and 
are no accepting nearby business to 
any large extent. 

MYRABOLANES. — With fair-sized 
arrivals recently, the urgent demand 
for myrabolanes was partially satisfied 
during the week, but there is still a 
considerable demand reported in the 
market and prices are firm at $65 and 
up per ton. 

PHOSPHATE OF SODA.—Routine 
business is being transacted in the 
market for phosphate of soda, and 
while there is a fair demand reported, 
it is not as large as could comfortably 
be taken care of by the supplies avail- 
able for prompt business. Quotations 
are steady at 4%4@7c. per pound, de- 
pending upon the seller and the posi- 
tion of the buyer. 

PRUSSIATE OF POTASH.—After a 
period of slight ease, during which 
prices showed a tendency to drop, the 
market for prussiate of potash has de- 
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veloped more firmness on a growing 
shortage in available supplies and 
prices have again assumed an upward 
tendency, though they are still some- 
what below the previously prevailing 


levels. For the yellow quality the pre- 
vailing quotation is $1.25@1.30 per 


pound, while the red material is offered 
at $2.65@2.75 per pound. Higher prices 
are looked for in some directions within 
the immediate future. 

PRUSSIATE OF SODA.—Only a 
limited supply of prussiate of soda is 
to be found in the open market and 
holders are very firm in their offers at 
35@36c. per pound for spot, which is 
the quotation that has prevailed for 
several weeks. Actual business being 
piaced is relatively small, though there 
is a fairly heavy volume of inquiries 
reported in the market. 

PERSIAN BERRIES.—It is reliably 
stated that there are no Persian ber- 
ries at all coming into the market in 
the United States, as their point of 
origin is Smyrna, and all traffic with 
that locality has been cut off by the 
war. Quotations are, therefore, with- 
out meaning. Persian berry extract 
that is being offered, it is stated, is 
largely composed of quercitron bark 
extract and fustic extract. 

QUEBRACHO.—The extract of que- 
bracho continues to draw a good share 
of consuming interest and holders are 
generally firm in their prices of 7@8c. 
per pound for the 51-degree liquid ex- 
tract and 6%c, per pound for the 42- 
degree quality. The solid extract is to 
be had at 10@12c. per pound on the 
spot, and supplies are regarded as 
fairly liberal. Features are lacking in 
the trading. 

QUERCITRON.—Heavy demand is in 
evidence in the market for quercitron 
extract, and manufacturers are firm in 
their offers of the solid extract at 12c. 
per pound and the 51-degree liquid at 
5@7e. per pound on the spot. There is 
a large call for this material from 
makers of khaki dyes, and the material 
is reported as being largely used in 
place of fustic extract. The quercitron 
wood is obtainable at $32.00@35.00 per 
ton, f. o. b. Charlottesville, Va. 

SOLUBLE OIL.—This market is 
without feature worthy of note, and 
the business being done is wholly of a 
routine nature, with sales in small 
volume. The market is generally dull 
and without interest. Prices are steady 
at the previously prevailing level of 
12@20c. per pound, depending upon the 
grade of oi] desired. 

STARCHES.—While there has been 
no change in the demand, which 13 
heavy, or the supply, which is light, in 
the market for starches, there has been 
an advance in prices of 1c. per pound 
on all classifications of the commodity. 
The increase, which is made by the 
leading producer, is made to meet the 
3 per cent. war tax which the govern- 
ment has imposed upon this commod- 
ity. The new prices are effective as 
of November 1 last. Quotations now 
are:—Pearl] starch, in bags, $5.55; in 
barrels, $5.68. Buffalo corn starch, in 
bags $5.73; in barrels, $5.86. Powdered 
starch, in bags, $5.70; in barrels, $5.83 
Finishing starch, in bags, $5.95. T. B. 
starch No. 90 fluidity (hand packed). 
$6.25; in barrels, $6.52. T. B. starch 
No. 90 fluidity (machine packed), in 
bags, $6.20; in barrels, $6.37. Above 
prices are per 100 pounds in car lots, 
f. 0. b. New York. 

SUMAC.—The undertone of the 
market for sumac is very firm and 
there are only small lots of the mate- 
rial to be obtained in any direction. 
While there is a fairly large demand, 
it is not greater than has been appar- 
ent for some weeks and prices are 
ruling firm at $90 per ton and upward 
on the spot. Sumac extract is quoted 
by one large factor at 5'4c. per pound 
for the 51-degree liquid and 4%c. per 
pound for the 42-degree liquid. The 
stainless sumac extract. highest grade 
Sicilian, is offered at 10c. per pound. 

TIN CRYSTALS.—-The upward move- 
ment in the price of tin crystals con- 
tinues to be sharply pronounced and 
auotations have been again advanced. 
The generally prevailing quotation is 
now 45@55c. per pound on the _ spot. 
with very little business being done 
at the lower figure and forecasts made 
that the range of prices will be higher 
within a short time because of the in- 
creasing shortage of raw material anda 
the higher prices prevailing for the 
later. 

TURMERIC. — What might be 
termed seasonal dullness is to be seen 
in the market for turmeric and con- 
sumers are apparently stocked up for 
the next month or two, it is stated. 
As the quantity of material available 
for spot transactions is small and there 
have been no recent arrivals of impor- 
tance, holders of turmeric are steady in 
their offers of Madras turmeric at 
8% @94c. per pound, Aleppy at 10%@ 
11% c. per pound and China at 7%@8c. 
per pound. The prices for the China 
aqualitv are nominally, as there are no 


_offers of that grade. 


ZINC DUST —Under a_ slackening 
in the demand and a fairly liberal 
stock of supplies available for spot 
and nearby shipments, the market for 
zine dust shows some easiness and 
prices have dronned to a shade lower 
level. Prime zine dust may be had 


now at 16@17c. per pound.

Trading in the general market for 
chemicals at New York has been rela- 
tively quieter during the week _just 
closed than it has been for a consider- 
able period. There has been as a whole, 
a good volume of business transacted, 
however, and generally satisfactory 
prices have been obtained. Quotations 
have not been materially altered in 
the majority of items on the list and 
in the few instances where there have 
been changes the changes have been 
upward rather than toward lower 
levels. This condition has been largely 
caused by the inability of manufac- 
turers to substantially increase their 
holdings for prompt or nearby ship- 
ments. As has been the case for some- 
time, the goneral market is practi- 
cally in the control of second hands, at 
least insofar ag the active items of the 
list are concerned, but even their offers 
are limited because large supplies are 
not available for prompt business in 
all except a very few commodities. 

While trading interest are generally 
keeping an eye on the movements of 
caustic soda and soda ash, and those 
itemg retain much of their positions as 
market leaders, considerable interest is 
now being centered on the situation 
which is developing relative to chlorate 
of potash. With supplies of the domes- 
tic chlorate of potash scanty and busi- 
ness further restricted by the govern- 
ment’s prohibition of exports of the 
commodity unless licensed, considerable 
quantities of Japanese chlorate of pot- 
ash were brought into this market to 
relieve the stringency. Now the Japan- 
ese government has placed an embargo 
against exporting the commodity out 
of Japan and while the immediate re- 
sult will be a weakening of the market 
here for a short period, it is confidently 
expected that it will ultimately have 
a reverse effect and prices for chlorate 
of potash will soar to new and un- 
touched levels here within a not very 
distant future, 

Another feature of interest in the 
general market is the position of blue 
vitriol. ‘While there is a steady volume 
of business being dong with domestic 
consumers, the principal trading in this 
market at present appears to be from 
foreign sources and it is reported that 
a large volume of export business was 
placed during the week at good prices. 
Meanwhile makers of the commodity 
are proceeding with caution because of 
the peculiar position of the market for 
the raw material and are not generally 
accepting business further ahead than 
January. Cream of tartar is another 
tightly held commodity and while in 
good demand is in very light supply. 
The same is true of aqua ammonia 
which now shows a much firmer tone 
at higher levels. There has been an 
upward movement of chlorate of soda 
because of the continued large demand, 
Insecticide interests have been aetive 
in the market for arsenic and their 
buying has offset the recent softening 
caused by the government’s embargo 
on exports of arsenic. 

More comprehensive reports of the 
principal items in the general loss of 
chemicals and a summary of the mar- 
ket at London and Liverpool will be 
found in the following:— 


ACETATE OF LEAD.—No change 
has occurred in the situation in this 
market, and prices are being well main- 
tained by manufacturers and second 
hands at the _ recently prevailing 
levels of 154%@16c. per pound for the 
brown broken material in barrels; 17@ 
19c. per pound for the white crystals 
and 16%4c. per pound for the white 
broken quality. The white granular 
rules at 15%@16%c. per pound on the 
spot. There isa good demand and sup- 
plies available for prompt delivery are 
not large. 

ACETATE OF LIME.—Features are 
lacking in the market for acetate of 
lime and as has been the case for 
some time manufacturers are barely 
keeping abreast of the demand, Busi- 
ness being transacted is in steady 
volume and the market presents a 
very firm tone, with quotations nomi- 
nally unaltered at last week’s level 
of $6@6.05 per hundred pounds for 
prompt shipment. 

ALUM.—Though there has been no 
appreciable increase in the demand for 
ammonia alum the market presents a 
slightly firmer tone and manufactur- 
ers are asking a shade higher prices, 
with lump at 4%@4%c. per pound, 
ground at 44%@5c. per pound and pow- 
dered at 4%@5%c. per pound on the 
spot. This is due generally to a de- 
crease in visible supplies. For the 
lump potash alum prices are not 
quotably changed at 8@8%c. per pound 
and the same is true of the chrome 
ammonia quality at 19c, per pound, 
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and the chrome potash at 25c. per 
pound, 

AQUA AMMONIA.—No 
ment has been made in the matter of 
Overcoming the scarcity of available 
supplies of aqua ammonia and manu- 
facturers are very firm in their prices, 


improve- 


with the 26-degree quality ruling 
at 16%@l7c. per pound; 18-degree at 
11@124%c. per pound and 20-degree at 
12%.@14c. per pound for carboys. In 
addition to the scarcity of supplies, 
the market is being greatly hampered 
by the difficulty being experienced in 
obtaining containers. 

ARSENATE OF LBHAD.—Quietness 
rules in the market for arsenate of 
lead and there is a moderate demand 
in evidence, while the market shows 
a steady undertone. Dealings are 
largely routine and prices show no al- 
teration at 15@17c. per pound for the 
paste quality and 29@3lc. per pound 
for the powdered. Quotations for both 
qualities are governed by the kind of 
package desired. 

ARSENIC.—Free buying by insecti- 
cide interests has had the effect of 
keeping prices relatively firm in the 
market for arsenic, offsetting the re- 
cent softening tendency induced by 
the government’s action in plucing 
arsenic on the so-called conservation 
list. Holders of the commodity have 
therefore had little difficulty in main- 
taining prices at 16@16%c. per pound 
for the white arsenic while some busi- 
ness is reported as having been done 
as high as 17@17%c. per pound. Con- 
tracts over 1918 are generally held at 
lic. per pound. For the red arsenic 
quotations are unaltered at 65@69c. 
per pound on the spot. 

BARIUM CHLORIDE.—There haves 
been no new developments during the 
week in the market for barium chlo- 
ride, which rules unchanged at $80@90 
per ton on the spot, with the outside 
quotation generally prevailing, and lit- 
tle if any material to be obtained at 
the inside figure. The market exhibits 
a very firm tone, with a good demand 
in evidence and a light supply. 


BICARBONATE OF SODA.—The {+ 


market for bicarbonate of soda is 
nominally without change either as to 
condition or _ prices and makers 
of the commodity are offering at 
$2:50@2.75 per hundred pounds at the 
works for prompt shipments in barrels 
with the usual addition of l5c. for de- 
livery in kegs, f. 0. b. the works. The 
market has a steady tone, with busi- 
ness rather quiet. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—Call for 
this commodity is of fair proportions, 
but considerably more business could 
be handled easily. and while manufac- 
turers are generally steady in their 
offers of prime bleach at 2@2%c. per 
pound to domestic consumers and 8c. 
per pound for export drums, there is 
some bleach of inferior quality being 
offered in the market as low as like. 
per pound, though the amount is lim- 
ited. 

BLUE VITRIOL.—Manufacturers are 
not accepting any large tonnage at the 
present time, because of the state of 
uncertainty which exists relative to 
the future of the prices of raw ma- 
terial. and are firmly maintaining their 
previous level of prices for blue vitriol 
at 914@10c. per pound on the spot. 
There is a good export demand, and 
there is also a steady volume of in- 
quiries from domestic sources, but no 
business is being accepted by the 
principal producers further ahead than 
January delivery. Resales of blue 
vitriol are limited, second hands being 
@pparently pretty well cleaned out of 
their recent holdings, for which 9c. 
and considerably higher have been re- 
ceived. All in all manufacturers are, 
however. optimistic on the future out- 
look, but are proceeding with cautien 
in the making of transactions. 

BRIMSTONE.—Transportation handi- 
caps still govern this market, and there 
is little busines being transacted 
though there is a good volume of in- 
quiries reported, but supplies are dif- 
ficult to obtain. Quotations are nomi- 
nally without change at $35@45 per lone 
ton, depending upon the quantity 
sought. There has been no change in 
futures either, and contracts are of- 
fered at the mines at $30@35 per ton. 

CALCIUM CHLORIDE. — Prompt 
shipments of calcium chloride may be 
ebtained at the unchanged quotations 
of $21@22 per ton, and the market 
shows a steady undertone with a fair 
volume of business reported, though 
inquiries could not be called large nor 
urgent. Supplies, while apparently 
limited. appear to be adequate for the 
demand. 

CARBON TETRACHLORIDE.— 
Under a slackening in the demand 
which has not been what might be 
called large recently, the market for

CARBONATE OF ZINC.—Develop- 
ments in the market for carbonate of 
zinc during the past week have been 


without particular interest, and prices 
are without quotable change at 35c 
per pound. There is a steady demand 


reported with supplies available for 
prompt and nearby shipment suffi- 
cient to care for the business being 


placed, 

CAUSTIC POTASH.—With fairly free 
buying by soap-making and miscel- 
laneous chemical interests the market 


for caustic potash shows firmness in 
tone, Which prices ruling at 83%4@S87lec. 
per pound for the S8s8@%92 per Cent. 
quality and 63@67c. per pound for the 
70@75 per cent. material on the spot. 
No large supplies are available and 
manufacturers are firm in their offers 
at the quoted prices. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—The market for 
caustic soda shows more quietness 
than has been apparent for several 


weeks and price movements have been 
narrow and fractional with the gener- 
ally prevailing quotation now 7.%@ 
8\4c. per pound for the 96@78 per cent. 
on the spot with supplies exceedingly 
small and mainly in second ,hands 
manufacturers being generally out of 
the spot market and cautious about 
making contracts very far ahead, Con- 
tracts for 1918 are being offered in 
some quarters at 6%%c. per pound, 
CHLORATE OF POTASH.—The ac- 
tion of the Japanese Government in 
placing an export embargo on chlorate 
of potash will be reflected in the local 
market, it is expected, by a period of 
weakness and subsequently by a show 
of decided strength with corresponding 
upward movement in prices. At the 
present the market for oo pot- 
anc 


ash shows signs of ease, prices 
have receded ic. under last week, 
being 48@52Zc. per pound for both the 
domestic powdered and crystal ma- 
terial. There is a good demand for 
the material, and = supplies are re- 
stricted. It is expected by some in the 


trade that prices will move up as high 
as per pound within the next 
few weeks.

CHLORATE OF SODA.—The range

There 
is no adequate supply available to 
meet the lirge demand which is re- 
ported in the market, and while it is 
not felt that prices will be materially 
advanced, offers are daily growing 
fewer. 

CHLORIDE OF AMMONIA.—Fur- 
ther advances have been Mmade‘’in the 
quotations for chloride of ammonia, 
or sal ammoniace, and the market shows 
a firm tone at the new levels of 
12@13!4c. per pound for the gray qual- 
ity, 18@20c. per pound for the white 
granulated, and 18%@20%e. per pound 
for the white lump material. While 


the demand for sal ammoniac has con- 
tinued on the previous large scale there 





has heen no satisfactory increase in 
yUtpUt or accumulation of surplus to 
fill spot requirements, causing the 
further tightening of offers at higher 
levels 

CHLORINE GAS (LIQUID).—Noth- 
ing has occurred in the market for 
chlorine gas liquid to lift it out of the 
dullness which characterizes the rou- 


tine business which is being transacted. 
Manufacturers are offering this com- 
modity at the nominally unchanged 
price of 14@17c, per pound for prompt 
shipment. 

COPPERAS.—For the green copperas 
the demand continues to be of moder- 
ate proportions and the market shows 


little of interest in the transactions. 
Trading is generally dull, while the 
undertone is relatively steady with 


prices nominally without change from 
the levels which have prevailed for 
several weeks past. (Spot material is 
to be had at 1@1%c. per pound and sup- 
plies appear to be sufficient to care for 
considerably more business, 

CREAM OF TAIRTAR.—While higher 
priceare being asked in some directions 
there is 


for cream of tartar crystals, 

still some of the material to be ob- 
tained at last week’s inside figure of 
54e, per pound, a fact which tends to 


make the range of prices for this qual- 
ity a wide one, being from 54 to 59ec. 
per pound for the spot material de- 
pending upon seller and quantity 
sought. For the powdered cream of 
tartar there igs the same wide range 
to be noted also, because of the diver- 
sity of feeling, prices being 55@60c. per 
pound, Available supplies are being 
continually decreased while manufac- 
turers have not been able to accumu- 
late a surplus and the market shows 
a very firm tone. 

CYANIDE OF SODA. 


No material 


improvement has been noted during the 
week on the part of consumers in the 
market for cyanide of soda and while 
prices are firmly held, they exhibited 
a rather wide range, being from 45 to 
52c. per pound on the spot, depending 
upon the seller, the quantity desired 
and the position of the buyer. 

GLAUBER’S SALT.—Business in the 
market for glauber’s salt has developed 
a sort of routine character during the 
week but the market continues to ex- 
hibit a very firm tone and spot prices 
are held at the previously prevailing 
level of $1.20@1.35 per hundreweight, 
with available supplies rather limited, 

NICKEL SGA'ILTS.—Prices in this 
market are very firmly held at their 
recent advance to 13@16c, per pound for 
the single quality and 11@138c. per pound 
for the double nickel salts. There is a 
steady volume of inquiries in the mar- 
ket and supplies are light. 

SAL SOD/A.—Export inquiries con- 
tinue to be the chief factor in the mar- 
ket for sal soda and prices are rela- 
tively firm at the recently prevailing 
level of $1.15 per pound and up for the 
prompt delivery, with 10c, added for 
freight. There is a fair demand from 
domestic sources, but as a whole there 
is no feature to the trading in this 
market, 

SALT CAKE.—The customary steady 
demand for salt cake continues with no 
new developments reported in the trad- 
ing, and prices are steady at $30@35 per 
ton for the refined or glassmakers’ 
grade and $28 per ton for the unground 
or crude quality. The latter quota- 
tion, it is understood, could be shaded 
to $26 per ton in one direction on a 
firm bid of fair proportions. 

SALTPETPR.—An even call from do- 
mestic ang foreign sources is reported 
in the market for saltpeter, and busi- 
ness is being done steadily at the un- 
altereq levels which have prevailed for 
Some time. Visible supplies are appar- 
ently sufficient to care for the demand 
in the market. Prices are 28@28¢c. per 
pound for the granulated quality; 28%@ 
28%c. per pound for the powdered, and 
32@33c. per pound for the crystals, 

SILICATE OF SODA.—Previously 
prevailing quotationg for silicate of soda 
are unaltered at 3%@4%c. per pound for 
the 60-degree quality, and 14%@2%c. per 
pound for the 40-degree silicate for 
prompt shipment. There has been no 
quotable change in the conditions in this 
market, and the demand for the com- 
modity remains about evenly divided be- 
tween calls for spot deliveries and for- 
ward shipment. Supplies seem to be 
sufficient ahd the undertone is steady. 

SODA ASH.—Demand and offerings 
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for soda ash are relatively quieter than 
has been the cage for several weeks and 
actual business is restricted also by the 
limited quantity of the material avail- 
able for spot transactions. There is, 
however, a steady undertone to the mar- 
ket and any jmportant bid for business 
of fair size would undoubtedly be met 
with a sharp price movement. Manu- 
facturers are practically out of the spot 
market for this commodity also and are 
making contracts on a limited scale 
only. the 56 per cent. light soda ash is 
held at 3@38%c. per pound for ship- 
ment in bags, and for barrels the quota- 
tion is 34% @3%c. per pound, depending. 
upon the seller. The dense 56 per cent. 
quality is quoted at 3.75@4.25¢c. per 
pound, depending upon the kind of con- 
tainer desired. 

SULPHATE OF ALUMINA.—Con- 
suming demang for sulphate of alumina 
1s of fair proportions and while second 
hands are asking slightly higher prices 
the manufacturers are generally firm in 
their offers of this material at the pre- 
viously prevailing levels of 3@4c. per 
pound for the high grade of iron free, 
and 2@3c. per pound for the commercial 


material. While supplies could not be 
called abundant, considerably more 
business could pe handled. 

SULPHATE OF ZINC.—More firm- 


ness is exhibited by manufacturers of 
Sulphate of zine and prices are a shade 
higher at 54%@6\4c. per pound for spot 
business. There has been no material 
increase in the goog demand which pre- 
vails, but business continues to be 
largely restricted the scarcity of 
available supplies. 

SULPHIDE OF SODA.—The position 
of the market for sulphide of soda re- 
mains firm and dealers refuse to quote 
better than 4@51,c. per pound for the 60 
per cent. test fused in iron drums, while 
the same quality for December-January 
Shipment igs held at 3%c. per pound. 
For the 30 per cent. crystals the pre- 
vailing quotations is 14%@8c. per pound, 
with supplies at the inside figure very 
limited. 

TIN BICHLORIDE.—While there has 
been no quotable increase during the 
week in the price of tin bichloride, the 
market is very much firmer and little 
business is being transacted owing to 
the extremely light supplies of the com- 
modity available. Quotations are 20%@ 
21%c, per pound, with few manufactur- 
ers making offers at any price. 

TIN OXIDE.—The sharp advance to 
72c. per pound made by tin oxide a 
week ago has not apparently served to 
check the demand in the market, but ac- 
tual business is largely restricted on the 
other hand by the very light supply of 
material visible for spot or nearby busi- 
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ness. The undertone of the market is 
strong and prices are tightly held at 
the new level. 


ACIDS. 


Strength is exhibited in the positions 
of particularly every acid on the gen- 
eral market list and virtually all are 
in scant supply with a relatively large 
and urgent demand which manufac- 
turers find it extremely difficult to 
meet. Sulphuric acid continues the 
leading feature, with practically all 
manufacturers refusing to do business 
unless it can be shown that the buyer 
is in urgent need and has at the same 
time the approval of. the government. 
Quotations are almost unobtainable on 
sulphuric acid further ahead than De- 
cember-January and there is really no 
spot business being transacted. Pic- 
ric igs not being quoted at all and 
where it is the figures do not represent 
actual basis for business. Cresylic, 
nitric, and muriatic are firmly held at 
the previously prevailing levels and the 
same is true of Oxalic, which is in 
heavy demand. 

ACBETIC.—With a moderate inquiry 
reported and supplies in comparatively 
liberal supply the market for acetic 
acid is without new developments of 
interest, and prices are ruling about 
steady at the previously prevailing 
levels of 5%@7c. per pound for the 28 
per cent. quality, 11@12%c. per pound 
for the 56 per cent. and 35@4ic. per 
pound for the 99 per cent. glacial. 
There has likewise been no change in 
the quotations of the 70 and 80 per 
cent, qualities, which are held respec- 
tively at 14@15c. per pound and 21@ 
22c. per pound. ; 

AQUA FORTIS.—The market for this 
acid reflects to a large extent upon the 
position of sulphuric and business is 
being greatly restricted by the scarcity 
ensuing from the lack of the neces- 
sary sulphuric. While there continues 
to be a fairly large inquiry, actual 
business being placed is small, there- 
fore, and prices are nominally un- 
altered at last week’s levels of 74@8'e. 
per pound for the 40-degree quality and 
8%@9c. per pound for the 42-degree 
acid, 

BATTERY.—Features are lacking in 
the market for battery acid and busi- 
ness is small and of a routine char- 
acter, while prices are without 
quotable alteration for the 66-degree 
sulphuric commodity, which, as may be 
surmised from the position of sulphuric, 
is in very scant supply. ‘Prices are 
1%@2c. per pound, depending upon the 
seller. 

ORESYLIC.—A. nominal situation 
pervades the market for cresylic acids 
generally with no adequate supplies 
visible to meet the large inquiry which 
is reported. Lack of sufficient stocks 
on the spot is hampering the placing 
of business, and prices are about un- 
changed at $1.10@1.15 per gallon for 
the 95@97 per cent. quality and 70@80c. 
per gallon for the 50 per cent. acid. 
The 25 per cent. cresylic is likewise 
firmly held at the recently prevailing 
level of 32@35c per gallon. 

HYDROCHLORIC.—Business in this 
acid is being done on the basis of the 
recently prevailing quotations of 8@ 
8%c. per pound, though the trading is 
without particular interest and some- 
what restricted by lack of sufficient 
stocks for prompt shipment. 

LACTIC.—Prices for both the 22 per 
cent. and the 44 per cent. lactic acid 
have not been changed nor has there 
been any alteration in the conditions 
which have prevailed for sometime 
past. There has been no material in- 
crease in supplies, while the demand 
has remained moderate and prices are 
comparatively firm at 5%@6%c. per 
pound for the 22 per cent. and at 15@ 
16c. per pound for the 44 per cent. 
quality. 7 

MIXBD.—Demand for mixed acids is 
normal and all quotations for the vari- 
ous mixtures are firmly maintained on 
the basis of 7%c. per pound for acid 
mixed according to the U. S. Govern- 
ment standard formula. Supplies are 
hard to obtain. 

MURIATIC.—As in the case of most 
of the other mineral acids, muriatic 
is in scant supply and at the same time 
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& comparatively large request, manu- 
facturers being therefore firm in their 
offers of the various grades at the same 
levels that have ruled for several 
weeks. For the 18-degre6 acid in car- 
boys, the quotation is 14%@2c. per pound 
and for the 20-degree acid 14%@3c. per 
pound, depending upon the seller. The 
22-degree acid is held at from 2 to 3c. 
per pound on the spot with few makers 
offering. 

NITRIC.—Quantities of nitric acid in 
any large amount are difficult to obtain 
in the open market and manufacturers 
are cautious in making any contracts 
for future requirements. Much material 
is being taken by the government for 
war needs, and private consumers not 
engaged in making war materials or 
absolutely essential articles are finding 
it exceedingly hard to fill their re- 
quirements. No quotable change has 
been made by leading makers, who con- 
tinue to quote 8@8%c. per pound for 


the 40-degree acid and 9@9%c, per 
pound for the 42-degree quality, but 
speculators are asking somewhat 


higher figures. 

OLEUM.—Poor supply and large de- 
mang are the noticeable features in this 
market, but there has been no alter- 
ation in the prices of manufacturers, 
who are not accepting any large busi- 
ness. Prices are the same as last week 
at $50@60 per ton in tank cars, depend- 
ing upon seller, 

OXALIC.—Domestic oxalic acid is 
firmly held by manufacturers at 46@47c. 
per pound on the spot and for nearby 
deliveries, while the foreign commodity 
is being offered in some directions as 
high ag 50c. per pound. Quantities of 
both grades are not excessive and there 
is a good demand, with most the busi- 
ness reported as being done in the do- 
mestic commodity at the outside figure 
named. 

PHOSPHORIC.—Few transactions are 
reported in the market for phosphoric 
acid, and there is an aspect of dullness 
to the situation caused by the lack of 
demand from consumers or speculative 
interests. Quotations are nominal 
where obtainable because the commod- 
ity ig in scant supply and there is virtu- 
aa none to be foung in the open mar- 

et. 


PICRIC.—Needs of the government 
for war purposes continue to absorb 
about all of the picric acid that is being 
produced by the manufacturers and 
there ig really none to be obtained by 
private manufacturers not requiring 
acid for the making of war essentials. 
Nominal quotations are given by some, 
but they are not regarded as represent- 
ing figures for actual trading, 

SALICYLIC.—Though one manufac- 
turer continues to offer salicylic acid 
at 80@55c. per pound, it is believed that 
there are no large quantities obtain- 
able at that figure and the market con- 
tinues to be largely in the control of 
second hands who are firm in their 
offers of the acid on the spot at $1.25@ 
$1.35 per pound. 

SULPHURIC.—Nothing new can be 
said of the situation in this market 
With the extreme shortage still pre- 
vailing and showing small prospect of 
being overcome for many months. 
Virtually no sales of the acid are being 
made on the spot by manufacturers 
and there is little, if any, remaining 
with second hands. While it would 
seem that prices should move upward 
therefor, makers are generally keep- 
ing their figures stationary around 
$35. per ton for the 66-degree acid in 
anticipation of some regulatory step 
by the government. The 60-degree 
commodity is also being firmly held 
on the basis of $25. per ton, f. 0. b. the 
works. 

Our Baltimore representative writes: 

No changes having taken place in general 
conditions, the sulphuric acid market also re- 
mains the same as it has been for some time. 
Owing to the unusual circumstances of sup- 
plies of raw materials and of impediments in 
the way of making shipments, but even more 
in consequence of the extraordinary demands 
imposed upon the producers, note of the lat- 
ter have offerings of acid to put on the open 
market, and there are no real means of test- 
ing the strength or weakness of the situa- 
tion. The entire output, in so far as it affects 
the fertilizer situatios, is under contract, and 
offers no room for variations one day or an- 


other, Nominally the quotations on 66-degree 
acid remains at $35, and that for 60-degree 


acid at $25, 60-degree acid showing relatively 
the greater strength, 

TANNIC.—Scarcity of basic material 
continues to hinder the output of this 
acid and while the demand continues 
to be of good volume, prices are with- 
out quotable alteration at $1.30@$1.36 
per pound for the U. 8S. P. grade in 
bulk and 60@75c. per pound for the 
technical grade. 

TARTARIC.—Renewed good demand 
is still evident in the market for tar- 
taric acid and there has been no ap- 
preciable betterment in the available 
supply. Prices, while without upward 
or downward movement, as to the in- 
side figure, have narrowed in range 
and the crystals are firmly held at 
78%@79%c. per pound, which the pow- 
dered at 77%@78%c. per pound on the 
spot, 


Philadelphia Chemical Market. 


Philadelphia, Nov. 23, 1917. 


SODA ASH.—Very little change to note since 
last report. Chief proddcers are not quoting, 
and the market is in the hands of resellers, 
and while the demand is mostly limited to 
jobbing parcels, with consumers not inquiring 
for spot goods and unwilling to pay ruling 
figures for far ahead, the transportation diffi- 
culties make arrivals very slow, and hence 
stocks light and nothing pressing for sale. 
Light 58 per cent, in bags is held at 3.25@ 
3.50c., and din barrels at 3.50@8.76c.; dense 
58 per cent. is held at a premium of about 
4c. per pound. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—Producers are not offer- 
ing anything for spot or nearby, and arrivals 
so slow coming to hand that spot stocks are 
scarce, and some cars are reported having 
changed hands at 8%c. In a jobbing way the 
goods can be had, however, at 8.25@8.50c. for 
the high tests, with very little prospects of 
any relief in the near future, although small 
contracts can be had from resellers over next 
year at 6.75@7c. for the 76 per cent, goods. 

SAL S8ODA.—Producers are still well sold 
ahead and not seeking business, but limited 
quantities for regular trade could be had at 
1.80@1.40c. for prime domestic brands. The 
demand is not very heavy. 

BLEACHING POWDER—Has shown more 
activity and a firmer feeling in prices. While 
some inferior or stale goods can probably be 
had at 1%@1%c., the ruling figures for prime 
fresh goods are 2@2.25c., with contracts over 
next year still possible at 24%@2%c. at the 
works. 

NITRATE OF SODA—Has shown further 
weakness, and nearby arrivals are now quoted 
at 4.60@4.66c. for the 96 per cent., with the 
usual advance for the 96 per cent. test, and 
contracts over the next six months or s0 
could probably be had at 4.55@4.00c. for 95 
per cent. 





LOST GERMAN MARKET. 


China Chanical Imports Heavier 
Since Opening of World War. 


Privr to the European war Germany 
furnished many of the heavy chemical 
products that were used in the Hankow 
district, China. The trade was not con- 
fined entirely to Germany, but when that 
source was cut off it was keenly felt by 
the Chinese merchants. During the last 
three years these products have been 
p'irchased in various parts of the worid, 
and Japan has come more prominently 
into the market than ever before as a 
manufacturing, inyporting, and exporting 
country for chemicals. The prediotion 
was made by a British firm that Japan 
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supplies a standard, uniform, non-poisson- 
ous gas automatically as wanted,
